Students are again paying more 
for university this year in Wind¬ 
sor. 

The University of Windsor 
board of governors approved 
tuition fee increases at its meet¬ 
ing on April 22, less than a week 
after final exams ended. 

Tuition fees increased this aca¬ 


demic year by an overall average 
of three per cent for domestic 
students, which is the maxi¬ 
mum allowed by the Ontario 
government; however, the hikes 
range up to five per cent for stu¬ 
dents enrolled in business, engi¬ 
neering, computer science and 
law programs. 

This year, international students 
will see a tuition increase rang¬ 
ing between six and 10 per cent 
because there is no government 
cap on international student 


tuition fees. 

“For international students, 
there is quite a wide range” 
said university president Alan 
Wildeman. "But we tried to 
keep them as moderate as we 
possibly could realizing that we 
want to be competitive as well. 
But for domestic students, I 
think every university in Ontar¬ 
io just followed the provincial 
framework” 

The three per cent domestic tu¬ 
ition cap is one percentage point 
above inflation. Wildeman said 
the University's options are 
limited unless the government 
steps in to help. 

“To say that tuition fees sudden¬ 
ly have to be reduced, that could 


only happen if the government 
offsets that reduction with an 
increase in government grants,” 
said Wildeman. 

Sukhjot Singh, a third year in¬ 
ternational student studying 
business administration at the 
university, said he thinks ad¬ 
ministration raises tuition while 
students are away on purpose, 
hoping increases will go unno¬ 
ticed 

“They’re consistently [raising 
tuition} every year” said Singh. 
“The University just allots the 
time for the board of governors 
meeting after students' exams 
are over and they’ve all gone 
home. They do that on purpose 
and they don't let the students 
speak in the board of governors 


meetings ... That’s just ridicu¬ 
lous” 

Wildeman said meetings to de¬ 
cide tuition hikes are not pur¬ 
posely scheduled after students 
leave, but rather “tuition fees 
generally go to the board of gov¬ 
ernors in April - that’s just when 
it’s done ” 

Student parking fees also in¬ 
creased this academic year as 
well An eight-month surface 
parking pass increased from 
$287,80 to $302.66 (pre-tax). 
An eight month parking garage 
pass costs $44L32 - a $40 in¬ 
crease from last year. 

In addition, residence fees in¬ 
creased this year by an average 
of 1.3 per cent

Restructuring is in the works for 
the University of Windsor Student 
Alliance. 

The University of Windsor Stu¬ 
dent Alliance (UWSA) is seeking 
help from third party consultants 
to restructure itself in time for a 
fall election. 

After all UWSA executive and 
board of directors positions were 
left vacant in April’s general elec¬ 
tion, the organization is seeking 
help from an external company to 
rewrite its governance documents 
before filling those positions again. 

Clayton Smith, dean of students 
at the University, has been work¬ 
ing with the UWSA over the sum¬ 
mer and said the process has just 
begun. 

“The UWSA has made arrange¬ 
ments for help in bringing their 
by-laws up to standard,” said 
Smith. “The Ontario Corporations 
Act... requires certain things. The 
by-iaws that [they] had in place 
weren't completely in sync.” 

A new board of directors was 
formed over the summer from 
within the organization, however 
the board is not being recognized 
by the University of Windsor. 


“Officially, the board of directors 
ceased to exist in terms of the peo¬ 
ple who were on the board at the 
end of their term, which expired 
at the end of the school year,” said 
Smith. “The UWSA repopulated 
that board with available folks who 
had an Interest in serving on the 
board ... However, they were not 
elected and there is disagreement 
as to whether or not the corpora¬ 
tion the UWSA has authority to do 
that” 

Nicole Morrell, general manager 
for the UWSA, said the board of 
directors this year is almost iden¬ 
tical to the one that was standing 
prior to the elections. However, 
Morrell said there has been one 
director added who had previous¬ 
ly sat on council, which is allowed 


under UWSA by-laws. 

“Under the [Ontario] Corpora¬ 
tions Act, they allow a board to 
remain seated until a new board is 
elected,” said MorrelL 

University president Alan Wilde¬ 
man has consulted with past 
UWSA presidents to determine 
what changes should be brought to 
UWSA by-laws to ensure proper 
governance. He said they gave 
good feedback as to whai has 
changed and what worked in the 
past. The key is explaining all of 
this to students. 

“I think the truth is that a lot of

WHAT HAPPENED 
TO THE UWSA IN 
THE 2013-2014 

YEAR? 


When campaigning for the UWSAk 2014 general elec¬ 
tions began, all executive and board of directors can¬ 
didates were uncontested, leaving little choice when it 
came to voting. 

A group of students started an unofficial campaign 
to vote “None of the Above,” unsettled by what they 
believed was an improper election process. The cam¬ 
paign effectively 'won” the election and aU serving ex¬ 
ecutives ended their terms on May L 

In addition to the vote of no-confidence by students, 
the University of Windsor examined the organiza¬ 
tion’s governance problems more closely after several 
students raised concerns over a controversial referen¬ 
dum run by the UWSA. 

The referendum to support the Boycott, Divestment 
and Sanctions campaign against Israel initially passed 
with 798 votes in favour. However, a University of 
Windsor investigation, conducted by by human rights 
lawyer Raj Anand, brought forward serious allega¬ 
tions against the UWSA. 

A leaked version of the investigation report alleged 
that Lhe petition used to put forward the referendum 
only had 404 of the 500 required, valid signatures. 40 
signatures were counted twice, five were counted three 
times, and 65 were signed by non UWSA members. 

The report made a more concerning allegation: three 
of the six serving UWSA executives had not been 
properly elected in 2013. 

Two new executive positions had been created before 
the 2013 elections. However, the report alleged that 
the correct process for creating new positions was not 
followed and, therefore, the positions did not exist at 
the time of the election. 

The report further alleged that two executives were 
not registered students and could not hold office ac¬ 
cording to the UWSAjs own by-laws. 

Despite the numerous governance problems, basic 
operations were carried out by full-time staff over the 
summer, meaning Welcome Week events will contin¬ 
ue as planned. The University of Windsor will for¬ 
ward foods to the UWSA so that student services and 
dubs may continue.

LOCKED OUT? NEED 
INFORMATION? 

HOME SICK? NEEDTO 
TALK? 

There is at least one RA on 
duty from 8pm to 8am, every 
night of the week. If you need 
to get in touch with the RA on 
duty for any reason, simply 
call your building’s RA Duty 
Cell Phone. 

FIRE DRILLS 

There WILL be fire drills 
during the first few weeks of 
September. When the alarm 
sounds, follow the evacuation 
plan as listed on the back of 
your room door. 

Participation in the fire drill is 
MANDATORY. Those found 
in the building during the drill 
maybe fined. 

SMOKEYTHE BEAR 
SAYS FIRE SAFETY 

If you discover a fire in resi¬ 
dence, sound the alarm by 
pulling one of the fire alarm 
pull stations at a building exit. 
(Activating a false alarm can 
be punished by heavy fines, 
and prosecution). If you hear 
the fire alarm, you MUST 
evacuate the building. If you 
are discovered in residence 
during a fire alarm, before an 
all dear has been given, you 
may be fined up to $125. 

When the fire alarm sounds: 

1. Remain calm 

2. Quickly take the time to 
get a sweater/socks/and make 
sure to wear shoes. It may be 
cold outside, and depending 
on the situation, you may be 
waiting for some time before 
the building is completely 
checked. 

3. If time permits, dose win¬ 
dows and turn off lights. 

4. Check your door. If it’s cool, 
proceed into the hallway, lock 
your door, and exit via the 
nearest emergency exit. 

5. Do not wait for your RA or 
Fire Martial, they may not be 
home. 

6. Do not block exits, proceed 
away from the building, to 
your pre-determined meeting 


place. 

7. Remain outside the building 
until permission io re-enter is 
given by the Fire Department, 
Campus Community Police, 
or Residence Staff. 

A fire alarm is considered to 
be an emergency situation, 
and as a result, your room may 
be entered without knocking 
by the fire department, cam¬ 
pus community police, or resi¬ 
dence life staff members. Treat 
EVERY ALARM as a real fire, 
unless there are signs posted 
that testing is going to happen. 
You can never be too safe! 

SHINERAMA 

Shinerama is Canada’s larg¬ 
est post-secondary school 
fund-raiser, involving students 
from more than 60 universi¬ 
ties and colleges. The cam¬ 
paign. which began in 1964, 
has raised almost $18.5 mil¬ 
lion to help fund cystic fibrosis 
(CF) research and treatment 
programs. The University of 
Windsor has been involved 
in Shinerama since 1968 and 
has raised over $170,000 for 
the Canadian Cystic Fibrosis 
Foundation.

In order to be successful in 
University, new students must 

habits. 

According to universitysuc- 
cessguide.com, many students 
entering university straight out 
of high school make the mistake 
of assuming they can continue 
studying the same way they al¬ 
ways have and good grades will 
follow. The truth is, its better to 
study smart than it is to study 
hard. This means finding study¬ 
ing techniques that work for 
you and finding your own ways 
of understanding and applying 
the material you learn in your 
classes. 

Everyone learns in different 
ways. According to learning- 
stytes-online.com there are 
seven different learning styles 
- visual (with your eyes), aural 
(with music or sound), ver¬ 
bal (with words), kinaesthetic 
(with your hands), logical (us¬ 
ing mathematical logic and rea¬ 
soning), social (learning with 


people as a group), or solitary 
(learning by oneself). Discov¬ 
ering which learning style you 
fit into and building your study¬ 
ing technique around it is a key 
part of studying smarter. Some 
kinaesthetic learners need to 
write things out multiple tone* 

to learn how to do them, while 
aural learners benefit from lis¬ 
tening to a recording of a class 
session over and over again. 

Another thing many students 
struggle with when enter¬ 
ing university, is feeling over¬ 
whelmed by a heavy course 
load. Many new students don’t 
realize they have the option to 
take fewer courses and spread 
out their workload. This can 
help relieve some of the stress 
involved in studying and allow 
for better focus on the more 
important courses. Students 
should however be mindful of 
the stipulations of their student 
loans, as some do require a full 
course load. Also, taking less 
classes will lengthen your Uni¬ 
versity experience. 

Regardless of your course load, 
effective note taking, when 
combined with proper studying 
technique, is the key to effec¬ 


tive studying. The best notes are 
well organized, written in point 
form, short and to the point and 
most importantly, readable. Al¬ 
ways remember to be alert when 
taking notes so you understand 
what’s being taught by your pro¬ 
fessors. Some people- benefit 

from re-writing their notes in a 
much neater format after class 
to ensure they can read their 
notes. After all, some professors 
are known to talk quickly, so in 
turn you have to jot notes down 
quicldy. 

Possibly the most important 
aspect of studying is properly 
managing your study environ¬ 
ment. While there are some 
people who actually retain more 
information and thrive in a 
loud, social environment, most 
students benefit from an orga¬ 
nized, more personal setting for 
their studying. Again, be mind¬ 
ful of the type of learner you are. 

Remove outside distractions, 
keep a clean, organized work¬ 
space and always review your 
well taken notes for one to two 
hours each night and you will 
find your experience at the Uni¬ 
versity of Windsor will be quite 
successful.

Clair College for three years, 
amounting to a total of $6,000. 

Maureen Lucas, president of 
LucasWorks!, said that it is im¬ 
portant to support the next gen¬ 
eration of workers. 


“I’m very familiar with and 
aware of [the university’s] pro¬ 
grams in business that focus on 
entrepreneurs,” said Lucas. “I 
wanted to give a scholarship to 
somebody who is going through 
the process of maybe thinking 
about starting a business. If 
they get the financial support 
to get the knowledge they need. 


they will go and do it.” 

The University of Windsor 
scholarship will be awarded to 
a student who is starting a busi¬ 
ness or is involved in start-up 
programs like the Epicentre. 
The St. Clair College scholar¬ 
ship will be awarded to a stu¬ 
dent who volunteers in the 
community or the college. 

Lucas’ business is donating an 
additional $4,000 to the Unem¬ 
ployed Kelp Centre, raising the 
total donation over three years 
to $10,000. 


"They help people get the skills 
they need ... to be able to be 
employed,” said Lucas. “Then, 
we turn around and hopefully 
help them find their employer, 
so we thought it was a really 
good match.”

A student 
will be selected for the award by 
a committee in the winter se¬ 
mester.

A number of changes are taking 
place at University of Windsor 
campus after a busy summer 

The new parking structure on 
Wyandotte St West has opened 
and several old lots have been 
dosed to make room for green* 
pedestrian space* tn addition, 
California Ave* is being wid¬ 
ened to accommodate extra 
traffic when Sunset Ave. is con¬ 
verted to pedestrian use this fall, 

“I think its going to be really 
great to create a more pedes¬ 
trianized core in the campus,” 
said University president Alan 
Wildeman. "The University of 
Windsor is one of the universi¬ 
ties in Canda that has received 
some attention because of the 
pedestrianization that we’re do¬ 
ing right now” 

The new campus bookstore also 
opened in July in the CAW Cen¬ 
tre basement, the former loca¬ 
tion of the Thirsty Scholar pub* 
Wildeman said he is excited 
about bringing the bookstore 
closer to students, 

"Its really, really nice and ifs 
right in the student centre,” said 
Wildeman. "It’s a great loca¬ 
tion, it’s a beautiful design and 
it’s laid out as a really inviting 
place for people that just want 
to come in and browse*” 

Construction of the new Wel¬ 
come Centre is also well un¬ 
derway on the south face of the 


main campus. When it is com¬ 
pleted in the summer of 2015, 
the building will host a variety 
of services including student 
admissions and recruitment, 
advancement and alumni affairs 
and retail space. 

Perhaps the biggest change is 
occurring at the new downtown 
campus where several historic 
buildings are being reconstruct¬ 
ed for University use. 

The former Windsor Star build- 
ing will house the School of So¬ 
cial Work when it is completed 
in the spring and work at the old 
Armouries building is under¬ 
way to make way for the School 
of Music and Visual Arts, 

Earlier this year, Wildeman an¬ 
nounced plans to build a new 
multimillion-dollar Lancer 
Sport and Recreation Centre. 
Wildeman said a referendum 
would have to be passed to cre¬ 
ate a new student fee that would 
help fund the project* 

In addition, plans to move cen¬ 
tral administration offices to 
Assumption University on Hu¬ 
ron Church Rd, are expected 
to move forward in September, 
which will result in die con¬ 
solidation of student services 
in Chrysler Hall Tower where 
administration is currently lo¬ 
cated* 

Last but not least, a much await¬ 
ed renovation project is bring¬ 
ing washroom facilities and 
a new circulation desk to the 
main floor of Leddy Library.

L Boil 1 pound whole red new 
potatoes in salted water until 
tender, about 10 minutes. 

2, While the potatoes cook, fry 
your bacon slices until crisp, 
then cool and crumble them. 


3* Drain the potatoes. When 
they re cool enough to handle, 
cut each potato in half and 
scoop out the interiors into a 
medium bowl, leaving a potato 
shell about 1/8-inch thick Ar¬ 
range shells on a baking sheet 

4. Mash the interiors with half 
of the 8-ounce packaged cream 
cheese and freshly crumbled 
bacon bits. Spoon the filling 
back into the potatoes and 
bake in a 350-degree oven until 
the edges are crispy about! 5 to 
20 minutes*

Beer Exchange 
Hosting All Ages

A local venue has decided to be¬ 
gin hosting all ages shows. 

The Windsor Beer Exchange Is 
a multi level bar that serves pub 
fare and a wide selection of craft 
beers. The name “Beer Exchange" 
refers to the bars stock exchange 
concept of selling their beers, the 
prices of their drafts alternate ac¬ 
cording to sales. But The Beer 
Exchange is not just all about the 
brews. The bars upper level of¬ 
fers a space for musicians to play 
shows and you do not have to be a 
beer-drinker to attend. 

Local hardcore band Corrupt 
Leaders hosted their EP release 
party of a split T with band Dog¬ 
ma on Aug. 19 at The Beer Ex 
change. The show was their sec* 
ond at the venue and the only ail 
ages show they have played since 
the Holden House shows were 
shut down earlier this year. A reg¬ 
ular venue for punk and hardcore 
shows in the city is the Coach and 
Horses, located underneath the 
Loop, but it is strictly for ages 19 
and up. 

“Its great to see local venues sup¬ 
porting all ages punk and metal 
shows’" said Rayny Forster, lead 
vocals of Corrupt Leaders. “There 
is a message and community be¬ 
hind this type of music, and it’s 
important that it remains acces¬ 
sible to those who identify with it 
the most. The punk scene can be 
a real savior, where 'uncool’ kids 


can get involved, and be treated as 
equals* 

Josh Olsen, one of the three own¬ 
ers of The Beer Exchange, was ap¬ 
proached to do all ages shows at 
the bar. As a current member of 
Windsor band The Sean Connery 
Supergroup and a former member 
of several punk bands, Olsen ap¬ 
preciates that there is still a punk/ 
hardcore scene in the city and he 
wants “to help keep it alive and 
well" 

“They are beneficial in many 
ways, 1 would say a higher per¬ 
centage of the crowd is of age for 
the most part, so alcohol and food 
sales are usually pretty good," said 
Olsen. “The under agers will buy 
food and non-alcoholic beverages 
as well.* 

Although Olsen sees some ben¬ 
efits of hosting all ages shows, he 
said there are some downsides. 
He said his staff has to be much 
more careful with IDs, both at the 
door and the bar. The crowds are 
also known to get rather “rowdy" 
but he said they haven’t caused 
too much damage so far. 

However, Olsen also said they 
have had some of their gear sto¬ 
len. Olsen puts on a lot of the 
shows at The Beer Exchange him¬ 
self and said he would not person¬ 
ally book all ages shows, however 
he lets those booking the venue 
decide whether they want their 
show to be all ages or not. 

“I look at all ages shows as build¬ 
ing the next generation of TBX 
customers and artists that love to 
play here,” said Olsen,

I was first introduced to Robin Wil¬ 
liams as a hilariously funny guy 
through his role in The Birdcage. I 
lad you not, my parents and I would 
watch The Birdcage together when 
I was little despite its Restricted 
rating. Then my mother made me 
watch Patch Adams with her a few 
hundred times and i saw how Wil¬ 
liams could translate humour to 
work in a drama and create such a 
heartfelt character, 

Williams starred in many films in 
1991, the year 1 was born, and con¬ 
tinued to make films up until his 

death (AKsoTutcTy Anyth frig wilt Fea¬ 
ture his voice in 2015), I grew up 
on Robin Williams, From my first 
R-rated movie experience to still re- 
watching Disney's Jumangi to this 
day, I'm only just now realizing now 
how versatile his acting was. 

After the announcement of his death 
the internet was Med with an abun¬ 
dance of Aladdin memes which were 
all very touching, however Williams 
was nominated for four Oscars and 
won for best supporting role for Good 
Will Hunting , Although I believe that 
he always found some way to bring 
his dry humour into even the most 
dramatic of roles, he was not just the 
voice of a big blue genie in a lamp, 
he was a prominent actor who could 
make us both laugh and cry. 

When celebrity figures die there is al¬ 
ways an uproar in the media. When 
Philip Seymour Hoffman died ear¬ 
lier this year of a drug overdose, it 
seemed like everyone was shocked 
and saddened, but not surprised. 
Everyone took it for another Holly¬ 
wood death. When prominent Brit¬ 
ish model and journalist Peaches 
Gddof (daughter of Bob Geldof) 
died in April of a heroin overdose 
and the evidence was released to 
prove it, the media ran stories of 
how her mother also died of a heroin 
overdose and that it was only a mat¬ 
ter of time before we saw Peaches go 
down that road herself. When an ac¬ 
tor dies of a drug overdose it seems 
as though nobody accuses them of 
being selfish or cowardly but rath¬ 
er their death was merely the result 
of the celebrity life style. 

When the details of Williams' death 
were released, the headlines began 
throwing around a lot of discon¬ 
certing views on suicide and men¬ 
tal illness. Suddenly all media out¬ 


lets and blogs wanted to judge the 
circumstances of the actor's death 
prematurely, even though many did 
not know he was suffering from de¬ 
pression and other illnesses, I found 
millions of tweets, a ton of blog 
posts and several journalistic articles 
which claimed that suicide and the 
taking of ones own life is an act of 
cowardice and selfishness. What is 
worse is that Zelda Williams, daugh¬ 
ter of Robin, was receiving tweets 
and messages to her personal social 
media accounts telling her that her 
father was selfish and cowardly in 
taking his own life. 

I had the chance to speak to Jordynne 
Ropat, the president of the Universi¬ 
ty of Windsor Mental Health Aware¬ 
ness association, about the philoso- 

orn^r a uBsurrounding mental 
illness and suicide, 

“Many people who don't understand 
depression think that it's a minor 
sadness that can be cured with yoga 
or a particularly beautiful sunset,* 
said Ropat, “However, as weve seen 
recently with the death of Robin 
Williams, depression is a serious ill¬ 
ness that can sometimes be fatal. It is 
important to recognize that the path 
to suicide is paved with many, many 
internal battles. It is not unlike a 
lengthy fight with cancer - there can 
be periods of joy and positive results 
and celebration, but inevitably there 
are also many dark periods,** 

I had personally not heard rumours 
of Williams* battle with depression 
so his death came as a shock to me. 
But upon hearing that he had com¬ 
mitted suicide I felt deeply saddened 
and confused as to how such a bril¬ 
liant actor could have wanted to take 
his own life. The truth is, that we 
can never really know the true cir¬ 
cumstances of other people's lives. I 
thought it was horrible that the me¬ 
dia and people on social networking 
sites could attack Williams* children 
when they already have to deal with 
the death of their father publicly. My 
parents just watched The Angriest 
Man in Brooklyn and were deeply 
moved by how much it paralleled 
the reports of the actor's own life and 
struggle with depression. Howev¬ 
er we cannot fully understand what 
truly led Robin Williams to end his 
life and I think we should be focus¬ 
ing on raising awareness for mental 
illness not criticizing someone who 
was dearly struggling.

The 2014 fall semester is fast ap¬ 
proaching and students are busy 
signing up for courses last min¬ 
ute and buying supplies. 

With large expenses such as 
textbooks and the cost of cours¬ 
es themselves, the last thing 
students want to break the bank 
with is food. 

Where are the cheap eats on 
campus ? Where are the study 
spots where you can grab a fast 
but also wholesome and nutri¬ 
tious snack? Are there any? Does 
the university need to rethink 
what they serve on campus? 

I talked to summer session stu¬ 
dents to find out what they'd 
like to see in terms of food on 
campus. 

Tofunmi Adebise, Basil Elrufaie 
and Alex Merheb were sitting 
outside of Leddy Library when 
I caught up with them. 

“We usually eat at Marketplace 
but it's so overpriced so when 
were not that hungry we s coot 
over to 7-Eleven and grab a tuna 
sandwich for $4 as opposed to 
buying two meatballs for $8 at 
the Marketplace,” said Merheb. 

“Plus tax,” added Elrufaie. 

“On top of that you can easily 
see a discrepancy between the 
Subway here and the Subway on 
University Avenue” continued 
Merheb. “The one on Univer¬ 
sity Avenue will just load your 
sandwich with what ever you 
want whereas on campus it s like 
they’re picking and choosing 
the pickles for the sandwiches” 

“I lived on campus and places 
you can eat. Croc [Crocodile 
Grill] has good breakfast but 
their dinner gets old real quick, 
there’s no variety,” said Adebise. 
"It’s all fattening, people come 
here slim, they go home fat” 

“I think a university meal court 
should put the mall to shame,” 
said Merheb. 


“I think most people eat off 
campus because its not worth it 
to eat on campus,” said Elrufaie.

Merheb, Elrufaie and Adebise 
all agreed that you cannot go 
wrong with Tim Horton’s which 
has two locations on campus 
however they would like to see 
the on-campus locations accept 
Tim Hortons gift cards and of¬ 
fer more than just pastries and 
donuts. 

Popular Lebanese restaurant 
Mazaar will be opening a lo¬ 
cation on campus (see story 
above) but Merheb, Elrufaie 
and Adebise all said that if their 
prices are anything like the 
downtown location, they will 
not be stopping there. 

Another concern these students 
bad was that the money on Uni¬ 
versity of Winsdor meal cards 
does not carry over to the next 
year. You must spend all of your 
meal plan money in one school 
year. 

Rodanna AUawnha was work¬ 
ing at the CAW Centres front 
desk when I asked her where 
she likes to eat on campus. Al¬ 
la wn ha shared the concerns of 
Adebise, Elrufaie and Merheb, 
stating that she would like to 
see more of a selection at the 
on campus Tim Horton’s. She 
would also like to see their 
menus include the soups and 
parfaits that are offered at other 
Tim Hortons locations. 

“Sometimes I feel like the stuff 
that they make at Subway are a 
little more expensive than they 
are anywhere else around the 
city” said Allawnha. “I never 
eat [The Marketplace’s) cafeteria 
food that they make because I 
feel like 1 get food poisoning aU 
the time.” 

Anthony Gudisey and Shaun 
Ostoic were playing a game 
at the newly installed pool ta¬ 
bles in the CAW Centre when 
I asked them how they feel 
about food on campus. 

“Well most of the time if I do 


eat on campus I go to Subway 
or Harveys,” said Gudisey. Tve 
never really eaten at the Subway 
here [CAW Centre] but a few of 
my friends said the other one 
was better” 

Ostoic went on to say that The 
Marketplace is not open dur 
ing the summer which limits 
the choices for intersession and 
summer school students. The 
Marketplace being dosed is 
what led them to the Subway on 
University Avenue. Both agreed 
that it would be nice to not have 
to travel to get food on campus 
and that there should be more 
choices inside the buildings on 
campus. 

So it is dear that there is a de¬ 
mand to upgrade the restau¬ 
rants on campus. But in the 
meantime there are a few new 
restaurants to try surrounding 
campus and a few old haunts 
that you have to check out be¬ 
fore you graduate. 

Giglios Market is located 
at 2268 Wyandotte Street West 
The market offers a wide variety 
of all food types as well as fresh 
meats and cheeses. They will 
even make sandwiches in the 
store. 

Eros Asian Eatery offers a 
friendly and dean atmosphere 
just off campus. The restaurant 
offers Asian Fusion, Japanese, 
Chinese and Thai cuisine and 
is located at 2270 Wyandotte 
Street West. 

Bimbim To Go is a Korean 
restaurant located on 2175 Wy¬ 
andotte Street West. They offer 
takeout and affordable meals for 
students. 

Langford's Dairy Bar is unique 
to the campus area as it is an ice 
cream shop that doubles as a 
print shop.

The new University of Windsor 
Campus Bookstore has finally 
opened. Lynda Leckie, gen¬ 
eral merchandise buyer for The 
Campus Bookstore, said the 
new prices are unbeatable - not 
to mention all the new stock, 
brands and clothing students 
can find in the store this year. 

“When I got this position, I took 
it upon myself to seek out some 
new suppliers and some new 
vendors,” said Leckie. “It's a lot 
of legwork, I’m not going to lie 
...In doing that, I’ve been able 
to bring our prices down. So 
if I can buy cheaper, I can sell 
cheaper, and that’s a win-win for 
us as a campus bookstore and 
for anyone, whether you are a 
student or an employee or who¬ 
ever, it’s a win-win situation.” 

The Odette building needed 
the space where the old book¬ 
store once stood toe years ago, 


according to Martin Deck, 
sales and marketing coordina¬ 
tor for the bookstore. From the 
south-east wing of the Odette 
building, the bookstore moved 
to a temporary location in the 
Vanier building. For the entire 
two years the bookstore was in 
Vanier, they were working on 
acquiring and setting up this 
new location. 

The new location in the lower 
level of the CAW Student Cen¬ 
tre is between “two-thirds and 
three-quarters the size of the 
old pub.” 

The Campus Crew brand is back, 
along with some new brands 
such as Under Armour, Adidas 
and Barbarian Sports Wear. A 
whole new line of womeris dress 
clothing has been brought in to 
the store, which is non-brand- 
ed and non-logoed, giving the 
students more at their campus 
bookstore than just hoodies and 
t-shirts.

Leckie said not everything is go¬ 
ing to be blasted with the Uni¬ 
versity of Windsor logo, this 


year she is making sure they go 
about it a different way. There’s 
also a large line of “Grumpy 
Cat” merchandise for everyone 
to enjoy along with the typical 
notebooks, pens and other sup¬ 
plies. 

Leckie said another one of her 
personal projects was ensuring 
easier access for internal de¬ 
partments to utilize her stock 
and brand them specifically for 
themselves. She said she’s been 
able to order targe amounts of 
products for other departments 
aside from the bookstore, all 
because of the new vendors she 
sought out for the University to 
work with. 

Deck said there will be a grand 
opening from September 16 
through 18. 

“We're back where we started 
from,” said Deck. “Were back 
where we belong - in the stu¬ 
dent centre with students.

With the new school year fast 

approaching, many Univer- 

sity of Windsor varsity teams 
are gearing up for what they 
hope will be a successful sea¬ 
son, 

Training camps are current¬ 
ly underway for the Lanc¬ 
ers football team, men’s and 
womens basketball and also 
the mens and womens soccer 
teams. Each team is hoping to 
reach new heights this year 
while building on their past 
success. 

Lancers Football head coach 
Joe DAmore said his cur¬ 
rent group of players is pos¬ 
sibly the most athletic team 
he’s had since he took the 
job three years ago. DAmore 
said the offensive line has re¬ 
mained consistent the past 
two years and new additions 
will add depth to an already 
strong squad of veteran play¬ 
ers. 

“We’re pretty veteran across 
the board, so my expecta¬ 
tion is we’U move along a 
lot quicker than in previous 
years,” said DAmore. 

Although he’s set a very at¬ 
tainable goal of simply mak¬ 
ing the playoffs, DAmore said 
winning their season opener 
against Queen’s University 
could give the Lancers the 
confidence boost they need 
to go on and dominate this 
season. 

“Our expectation this year is 
we’ve got to start beating some 
of the teams we haven’t beaten 
in the past" said DAmore. 
“Our M.O. [method of op¬ 
eration] right now over the 
last three years is we beat the 


teams we’re supposed to beat 
and we don’t beat the teams 
we’re not supposed to beat 
We’ve got to start winning 
those games" 

Men’s basketball head coach 
Chris Oliver also believes his 

team has the potential for a 
deep playoff run this year. 
While he admits the team is 
very different from last year’s 
roster, Oliver said there are 
two players who will help lead 
the team this season. 

“It all starts with Evan Mat¬ 
thews,” said Oliver. “He’s our 
fifth year player. He’s got a 
unique skill set with his size 
and certainly talent as a bas¬ 
ketball player and leadership 
as a person.” 

In addition to the leadership 
of his big center, Oliver said 
he expects sophmore guard 
Mitch Farrell’s accurate shoot¬ 
ing to be a catalyst for his 
team’s success this year. 

“He can score for fun in our 
league and he’s going to have 
a great experience playing at 
this level,” said Oliver. 

Farrell scored 27 points and 
went seven for nine from 
three-point range in the 
teams latest pre-season game 
against the NCAA Division 1 
Indiana Purdue at Fort Wayne 
Mastadons, 

The men’s soccer team have 
also tested themselves against 
a Division 1 team during 
pre-season, but unlike their 
basketball counterparts, they 
came up short in a 1-0 defeat 
to the University of Detroit 
Mercy Titans Aug. 23. 

Head coach Steve Hart said 
he was happy with the perfor¬ 
mance, despite the result, and 
also said it proves his team is 
ready to step up to the next 
level of competition. 


Hart said there was more 
player turnover than he ex¬ 
pected during the offseason, 
but he was able to fill the holes 
left in his squad by recruiting 
two local goalkeepers as weU 
as a midfielder and center for¬ 
ward - both from the United 
Kingdom. 

Midfielder Bobby Evans has 
previously spent time in Liv¬ 
erpool PC’s youth academy 
between the ages of eight and 
13 and striker Brandon Teel- 
ing recently had a semi-pro 
spell in Australia. Both play¬ 
ers were recruited by coach 
Hart through a new relation¬ 
ship he has set up with the 
University of Bangor in North 
Wales. 

Hart said with the additions 
he has made to an already 
strong core group of players, 
he expects his team to qual¬ 
ify for the CIS Men’s Soccer 
Championship this season. 

“This year, with the depth 
we’ve got - with the team 
we’ve got - I definitely fore¬ 
see us being in the final four 
again,” said Hart, “But this 
year, definitely the target has 
to be to come out of the fin al 
four and make it to the na¬ 
tional championships.” 

Hart said his team plays ex¬ 
citing, possession soccer and 
hopes more fans will come 
out to games and enjoy the 
watching his team this season. 

DAmore also said he would 
like to see more fan support at 
football games this year and 
Oliver said it was something 
he thinks all university teams 
are dealing with. 

“We’ve all got to take more 
pride in this university and 
all the special things that are 
happening on this campus,” 
said Oliver.

“To reach the point of suicide is 
to have fought through count¬ 
less dark periods and to have 
come to the decision that life 
simply isn’t worth living any¬ 
more. It’s not a selfish deci¬ 
sion; it is the result of so much 
struggle and pain and attempts 
to recover,” said Ropat. “The 
stigma of depression and sui¬ 
cide - perpetuated by phrases 
like committed suicide’ as if it 
was a crime - can worsen ones’ 
struggle because they may feel 
that they have no one to turn to 
that truly understands the pain 
that they are experiencing. I’ve 
never heard anyone refer to the 
death of a cancer patient as 'self¬ 
ish* - most people understand 
that death from cancer is due 
to a culmination of fights to the 
point that the body simply can¬ 
not go on. Depression, too, it is 
the result of a long fight with a 
disease that wouldn’t give up. If 
there is any positive outcome of 
Robin William’s death, it is the 
possibility that more people un¬ 
derstand that even someone so 
successful, seemingly so happy, 
can be fighting such a dark bat¬ 
tle.” 

Williams’ death hasn't only 
sparked hatred and condem¬ 
nation. After his wife, Susan 
Schneider, released statements 
saying that the late actor was 
suffering from multiple ill¬ 
nesses, many of his fans took to 
social media to raise awareness 
for mental health and to donate 
to mental health organizations. 
As Williams remained a very 
charitable actor throughout 
his life (he even donated his 
handmade Pegoretti bike to the 
Drever Family Foundation just 
weeks before his death) his fans 
have begun raising awareness 
for mental health charities in 
honour of his life. All over the 
world screenings of his films are 
being put on to raise money for 
charity. 

It is impossible to judge some¬ 
one fur their struggles. Robin 
Williams spent his life making 
us laugh and entertaining us. 
He donated countless hours of 
his time to charity and raised 
three children. It is so impor¬ 
tant to remember that mental 
illness is a very real disease and 
to judge someone for what they 
cannot control is unfair. I think 
that public deaths related to sui¬ 
cide and depression should lead 
us to think about the stigmas 
the media creates surround¬ 
ing these issues and what we 
can do to raise awareness about 
them. Let us remember Robin 
Williams, the great he has ac¬ 
complished, the influences he 
has bestowed and the pivotal 
actor he was.

“Six kids* three days* one mis¬ 
sion - to build a playground 
with their community!* 

That phrase begins every epi¬ 
sode of GIVER on TVO Kids* a 
favorite channel for kids across 
Ontario. Kids from Amher¬ 
stburg were able to take part 
in the filming of an episode of 
GIVER when the crew came to 
the town to build a park of their 
own from Aug. 16 through 19. 
The park revolved around the 
town’s Mirade League with a 
sport’s theme. 

Rick Daly, manager of business 
development and programs for 
the Town of Amherstburg* was 
the man behind the scenes who 
submitted the application for 
the grant to GIVER. 

“During the construction faze 
of the Libro Centre, there was 
always plans for a playground to 
be a part of that build and the 
contractors that built it actu¬ 
ally set aside some money for 
the project** said Daly “When 
the application came across 
my desk, it was a good tie-in 
to meet a need that was already 
identified and so we applied us¬ 
ing the inclusiveness of a play¬ 
ground that we wanted to see 
as that application basis. Being 
a part of the show, it allowed 
them to utilize their contacts 
and their sponsorship opportu¬ 
nities to help with offsetting the 
costs » It was a tremendous ef¬ 


fort all around,* 

Six kids from each town GIVER 
chooses to sponsor and build a 
park are a part of the build. In 
Amherstburg, many of the kids 
were specif needs children 
who were a part of The Mirade 
League which emphasized the 
park’s “all inclusive theme** a 
park for every child, 

The crew and volunteers worked 
around the clock for three days 
to get the project finished. Daly 
said they had over 60 volun¬ 
teers* including the Amherst¬ 
burg Police Services who came 
in off-duty Monday night to 
help with the build. 

When the project began, Daly 
said the committee had $50,000 
of fundraising put aside, GIVER 
sponsors each town they visit 
with $10,000, plus their record¬ 
ing of the television show to air 
on TVO Kids. In the end, the 
project cost $80*000. Daly said 
they had donations coming in 
to the last minute of the last day. 
Daly also stressed that the proj¬ 
ect was all made possible by do¬ 
nations and not tax-payer’s dol¬ 
lars, which was his vision from 
the start. 

Rennata Lopez, the producer of 
GIVER, said while this show is 
always a lot of work, it’s more 
rewarding than anything. 

“TV is always great* but were 
leaving something here that the 
community will play with for 
20, 30 years" said Lopez. “And 
then really the children and see¬ 
ing how they make a difference 
and seeing how their self esteem 


rises throughout the three days 
and them being all proud of 
themselves at the end, it’s really 
a rewarding show to be a part 
of* 

A special part of the grand 
opening of this particular park 
was the fact that the director* 
Kristen McGregor, turned 31 
on the opening day of their 31st 
park 

McGregor said at the end of this 
third season they will have near¬ 
ly 200 “GIVER Kids* 

The crew is moving over to 
Leamington tomorrow* August 
20, to begin building a “Pizza 
Park* emphasizing the “tomato 
town.* McGregor explained that 
GIVER is as much of a show 
about civic engagement as it is 
about Ontario geography. The 
show promotes math, science, 
engineering and technology 
curriculum as well 

“There’s a lack of resources out 
there to show kids if they want 
to help out, how do they help 
out and how does it feel to help 
out and why should we help 
out?

With fall classes fully underway 
faculty is beginning to imple¬ 
ment strategic work stoppages. 

The Windsor University 
Faculty Association (WUFA) 

announced Sept 5 that un-

settled, a one-day strike will be 
held on Monday Sept 15. 

"Believe me, we are not a group 
of employees that wants to go 
on strike,” said WUFA president 
Anne Forrest "Which is why 
weve been so reluctant to make 
this decision” 


Forrest said faculty members 
are in “an impossible ditemmar 
as they thoroughly enjoy the 
work they do and don t want 
to make life more difficult for 
the students. However, Forrest 
said they won’t let the admin¬ 
istration continue on the route 
they’ve taken without a strategic 
course of action.

account That we don't fiave a 
collective agreement and what 
we do have is an imposed set 
of terms and conditions of em¬ 
ployment and for an employer 
to impose tenns ... unilater¬ 
ally like our employer has is ...

We’re hoping that this process 
leads to a collective agreement 
so that we don’t have to take the 
full stoppage, which of course 
will have a definite impact on 
students education....

University administration im¬ 
posed new terms and conditions 
of employment on its faculty 
on [ul. 28, four weeks after the 
previous contract expired. The 
two parties have not sat at the 
bargaining table since, although 
both faculty and administra¬ 
tion insist they are willing to get 
back to the bargaining process. 

“We are very close to a deal and 
we are confident that, if the Uni¬ 
versity administration returns 
to the table in a spirit of com¬ 
promise, we could have this is¬ 
sue resolved without impacting 
classes,” said Forrest. 


Wildeman said administration 
did not walk away from the bar¬ 
gaining table in July, but said he 
has not recently been in direct 
contact with Forrest. 

“We simply were at a position 
where they were not on the same 
page vis-a-vis understanding 
what the fiscal realities facing 
the university are,” said Wilde¬ 
man. “I understand that they’re 
very keen to get back to the ta¬ 
ble now and we’re certainly very 
open to getting back to the table 
and having a realistic conversa¬ 
tion about our finances.” 

Mondays one-day strike will be 


followed by “rotating half-day 
strikes (a.m/p.m)”, which will 
be announced two hours in ad¬ 
vance, according to the union. 
If a deal is not reached by Oct. 
1, WUFA will implement a full 
work stoppage. 

Forrest said the union is trying 
to send a message to adminis¬ 
tration without having a devas¬ 
tating effect on students. 

“Our goal is ... to have a mini¬ 
mal impact on students’ educa¬ 
tion” said Forrest, “and we’re 
hoping that this process leads 
to a collective agreement so that

Students should be fed up with parking 
conditions at the University of Windsor

For my first two years of university, I 
parked at a free, secret and very sketchy 
location 10 minutes away from campus 
to save money.

Falling materials are unfortunately a 
very real threat for students parking 
under the Ambassador Bridge in the 
University of Windsor’s Bridge A and B 
lots — this threat has been reported by 
WXYZ News in Detroit, CTV, and the 
Windsor Star. I know that, in the past, 
problems have been caused by ice being 
flung off the bridge by snowplows and 
onto students cars — these incidents 
have been confirmed by university park¬ 
ing services. 

If concrete or ice falls onto my car from 
the quickly deteriorating underbelly of 
the Ambassador Bridge, I now know 
that the university will look the other 
away and I will promptly be directed to 
the Canadian Transit Company (CTC), 
owned by Detroit billionaire “Matty” 
Moroun who is well known for his gen¬ 
erosity and cooperation.

dents are no strangers to parking hassles. 
If you want to park in a safe location 
with a guaranteed spot, you will have to 
pay the university's ransom of $500 for 
a parking garage permit, which are, by 
the way, all sold out. For comparison, 
St Clair College students are able to buy 
a parking pass in downtown Windsor 
for only $35/month, which works out 
to only $280 for a full academic year. I 
would really like to know what makes 
our asphalt better than theirs. 

Now, the only option for students is a

means that students must hunt for a 
spot Despite parking services optimis¬ 
tic assertion that students have always 
been able to find a spot to park, I know 
that I have spent too much time “hunt¬ 
ing,” only to pay at the meter in a last- 
ditch attempt to actually attend class.

Members of Windsors motor¬ 
cycling community have come 
together to raise awareness and 
money for cystic fibrosis re¬ 
search. 

More than 75 local motorcy¬ 
clists attended the 11th annual 
Ride for the Breath of Life Aug. 
3L The ride, which began at 
the Applebee’s on Walker Road 
and had stops at Cooper’s Hawk 
Vineyards and Smith & Wilson 
Estate Winery before finish¬ 
ing at the Belle River Legion, 
is expected to have raised more 
than $6*000 for Cystic Fibrosis 


Canada. 

Essex-Kent chapter fund de¬ 
velopment manager, Chantelie 
Foreman-Meadows, said all 
money raised at the event goes 
to support research and treat¬ 
ment programs across the coun¬ 
try. 

“Over the last 10 years, weve 
raised over $120,000 in support 
of Cystic Fibrosis Canada" said 
Foreman-Meadows. 

Some of that money, accord¬ 
ing to Foreman-Meadows, stays 
here in Windsor to help support 
a paediatric clinic with flexible 
hours to help children and par¬ 
ents work around their school 
and work schedules. 


“That clinic is the only Cystic 
Fibrosis clinic in North Amer¬ 
ica that operates on the week¬ 
ends," said Foreman-Meadows. 

Cystic fibrosis, which affects the 
lungs and digestive system, is 
the most common fatal genetic 
disease among young people in 
Canada, with one in 25 people 
carrying the gene that causes it 

Emma Chenier, 14, was diag¬ 
nosed with CF when she was 
just seven months old and has 
been living with the disease all 
her life. Chenier, who partici¬ 
pated by riding on the back of 
her fathers motorcycle* said 
most people don t understand 
what its like to suffer from CF 
- she takes between 40 and SO 
pills each day and is regularly 
hooked up to TVs. 

“In the last four years, my lung 
functions have decreased*” said 
Chenier. “Weve went into the 
40s and 50s (in lung capacity 
percentage) and that’s not ide¬ 
al... you usually want to be in 
the 90s.” 


Although the life expectancy for 
someone suffering from CF has 
increased throughout the years 
as research has advanced, more 
than 50 people still die from the 
disease in Canada each year. 

In 2001, Gene Boivin lost his 
daughter at the age of 20. He 
founded the ride as a way of 
memorializing his daughter’s 
life and bringing together the 
local motorcycling community 
to which he belongs. 

“We keep her name alive and we 
keep reminding people what the 
outcome of this disease can be " 
said Boivin. 

According to Boivin, his goal 
for the event is to continue rais¬ 
ing money and awareness for 
CF and one day live to see it 
cured. 

“I think it's great that some¬ 
body’s going to come out and 
do something they love for 
something that means so much 
to other people,” said Chenier.

“Blood can not be manufac¬ 
tured from anything else,” said 
Cathy Schmidt, volunteer coor¬ 
dinator at Canadian Blood Ser¬ 
vices. “Without blood, many, 
many families would not have 
their parents, their children, 
their sisters and their brothers.”

Schmidt has been involved with 
the organization for the major¬ 
ity of her life, both as an em¬ 
ployee and as a blood donor, 

Schmidt said blood is always 
needed and the Canadian Blood 
Services didnt have a good 
summer in the way of donors. 
They have numbers set out by 
the local hospitals as a goal for 
collection. She said they are go¬ 
ing into September with aggres¬ 
sive goals, particularly during 
their appearances at The Uni¬ 
versity of Windsor, Sept, 15 and 
16, where they need more new 
donors to come out and give 
blood. 

“We need young people to help 
us come out and achieve these 
goals because youre our future,* 
said Schmidt, “Our regular do¬ 
nors are getting older and may¬ 
be not able to donate as often so 
we need young people to come 
out and give back. WeVe here 
to save lives. Every minute of 
every day someone in Canada 
needs blood and that will never 
go away* 

The process is a simple one - ei¬ 
ther book an appointment at the 
local Canadian Blood Services 
location or attend one of the 
clinics which are held through¬ 


that, fm a blood donor myself 
and 1 mean nobody likes to re¬ 
ceive a needier said Schmidt. 
“But saying that, our staff at 
Canadian Blood Services are 
very well trained. It's a pinch - 
we take very good care of you 
while youre here ... If its your 
first time, bring a buddy with 
you so they can be your moral 
support team and just make 
sure that you're well rested and 
keep in mind the people that are 
in the hospital. Keep in mind 
the young children that have to 
endure picks every single day 
when theyYe battling their life- 
threatening illnesses” 

Any donation can save a life, 
Karen Riosa received a life sav¬ 
ing transfusion about one year 
ago. However, she said she 
doesn't remember the transfu¬ 
sion, as she wasn't conscious 
at the time. Riosa was having 
an angioplasty, also known as 
a coronary intervention. It's a 
non-surgical procedure which 
is used to open a narrow or 
blocked coronary artery. 

“My artery was punctured 
something happened and I bled 
out while I was in the recovery 
room,” said Riosa. *T can't give 
you all the details of everything 
because basically I kind of died 
on the table and they had to do 
a transfusion to give me more 
blood It was life saving, I 
needed the blood, so I was very 
fortunate where I was that they 
were able to do it right then and 
there.” 

Riosa said she would give blood, 
however she is unable to do¬

a big deal, but to me it was,* said 
Riosa. Tm sure that's some¬ 
thing they do all the time, but 
that was the first time I had ever 
had a blood transfusion and to 
me it was a very big deal* 

A single donation takes 450 
millilitres of blood, which is less 
than your average sized water 
bottle. After the blood is taken 
Jts sent to a lab in Brampton 
where Canadian Blood Services 
makes their “products.* Blood 
often isn't used in full, it has to 
be separated in to its three parts; 
plasma, platelets and red blood 
cells. 

Schmidt said a car accident vic¬ 
tim can sometimes use up to 
50 bags of blood, or 50 donors, 
which is why blood is always 
needed. Donors can only do¬ 
nate once every 56 days. 

“An hour of your time every 
other month,” said Schmidt. 
“The process will take an hour 
from start to finish. It might be a 
little bit longer at The University 
of Windsor because we 1 11 have a 
lot of new donors and new do¬ 
nors take a little bit longer than 
someone who's done it over 100 
times.” 

For questions about donating, 
might it be a question of eligi¬ 
bility or to know more about 
the process, Schmidt said she 
encourages everyone to call 
1 -888-2-DONATE, which is a 
24 hour hotline. While on this 
hotline, people can book their 
appointment, talk to someone 
in nursing and also have all of 
their questions answered.

When I decided to go forward 
and write a story about blood 
donation, it occurred to me I 
had never donated blood be¬ 
fore. My significant other had 
many times, and I bad accom¬ 
panied him, but I never had 
the courage to go forward with 
the process myself. Fm the 
type of person who cries when 
1 have to get blood work done 
at the doctors office and I

gentle. So I was experiencing 
one of the more common feel¬ 
ings - a fear of being poked by 
needles. 

As a first time donor, I took 
the advice of many others and 
brought my ‘buddy’ with me, 
my significant other, Mike 
Metcalfe. He’d been through 
the process many times and 
was able to tell me what was 
going to happen next, what 
to be prepared for. and of 
course to hold my hand. 

I went through the process 
fairly quickly, checking my 
sugar, iron and hemoglo¬ 
bin (oxygen) levels, Med 
out a background question¬ 
naire, spoke with a nurse who 
checked my blood pressure 
and asked “high risk” ques¬ 
tions, and then 1 got set up to 


donate blood. 

Let me begin by saying the 
chairs were the most comfort¬ 
able pieces of furniture I've 
had the pleasure to sit in. The 
nurses were very nice and ex¬ 
plained everything as it was 
happening. They began with 
cleaning my arm where they 
would be taking the blood. 
When she was preparing to in¬ 
sert the needle, she asked how 
I felt about needles. When I 
responded “I hate them ...” 
she told me not to look. She 
was incredibly gentle insert- 
■lag ituz aeoriirt, when »iw lofai 
me it was only going to be a 
“prick” she meant it. After it 
was inserted, she covered it up 
for my convenience and the 
process began. 

The entire time 1 was com¬ 
fortable. 1 didn’t feel ill, I 
was relaxed and the nurses 
talked to me frequently to 
check up on my well-being. I 
laughed, I joked and the time 
passed quickly. Before I knew 
it, the donation was com¬ 
pleted and I was able to en¬ 
joy orange juice and cookies. 
I would highly encourage any¬ 
one who’s considering donat¬ 
ing blood to do so. My first 
experience was not only pleas¬ 
ant, but actually enjoyable. For 
someone who cries every time 
she gets blood work done, I 
didn’t shed a single tear.

we don’t have to take the full 
stoppage, which of course will 
have a definite impact on stu¬ 
dents’ education.

Publicly Funded Immunization 
Schedule, children attending 
school in the province between 
the ages of four and 17 are 
now required to be immunized 
for Meningococcal D iseas e.

Vaccinations are given to trig¬ 
ger the human bodys natural 
response to produce antibod¬ 
ies in order to prevent disease. 
The benefits and risks of vacci¬ 
nation have long been debated 
and some parents still wonder 
if they are as effective as they 
should be. 

Ian Owen, father of 11-year-old 
Kaia and 5-year-old Atreyu, has 
been giving a lot of thought to 
the new requirement. 

“Personally, fm not sure how I 
feel about vaccines in general 
and 1 don’t believe that vaccines 
are entirely without risk,” said 
Owen. “I had reservations over 
vaccines as my son has not had 
any, yet my daughter has. I can't 


of communicable disease in a 
closed community such as a 
school. 

“The board relies on the exper¬ 
tise and oversight of the pro¬ 
fessionals in their field, which 
is the Health Unit in this case,” 
said Scantlebury. “Most of 
the immunizations ar 


wants to have the best interest 
of his children at heart and if 
the cons outweigh the pros, why 
should he be required to get his 
children vaccinated? 

“Im not sure yet if we will get 
our son vaccinated” said Owen. 
“I don't want my child to get 
sick, but, at the same time, 1 
don't want to intentionally in¬ 
ject my child with something 
that could cause them to be sick 
either.” 

According to the Ontario Min¬ 
istry of Health and Long-Term 
Care, up-to-date immuniza¬ 
tions protect children from 
many serious diseases which are 
easily spread in schools and will 
help further protect children 
from vaccine-preventable dis¬ 
eases while reducing the risk of 
outbreaks. 

Scott Scantlebury, public rela¬ 
tions officer at the Greater Essex 
County District School Board, 
said there is always a concern 
regarding the transmission 


through the health unit or a 
personal physician and we are 
required to keep a copy of them 
in the students record. If im¬ 
munizations are not up-to-date 
with a particular child, they will 
notify us and tell us what action 
we have to take.” 

Scantlebury said families who 
refuse the vaccination or require 
accommodation for health or 
religious reasons will still be re¬ 
quired to fill out the appropriate 
forms. 

The ministry reports more than 
70 per cent of students are al¬ 
ready immunized against the 
three new designated diseases. 
Local health units will be of¬ 
fering catch-up immunization 
clinics for some vaccines during 
the school year. 

Parents are encouraged to check 
with their healthcare provider 
or local public health unit to 
make sure their child has all 
the vaccines required to attend 
school.

2 Pounds of fresh and ripe 
plum tomatoes 

5 Tablespoons Butter 

1 Medium Onion, Peeled and 
Cut in Half (doht dice up, be¬ 
cause youll be picking out the 
pieces later, we only want the 
flavor!) 


Instructions: 

To make tomatoes ready for 
sauce - Plunge the tomatoes 
in to boiling water for a min¬ 
ute to less, drain them, and as 
soon as theyVe cool enough to 
handle dice them. 


To make sauce - Put your to¬ 
matoes in to a saucepan, add 
the butter an onion, a pinch 
of salt to taste and cook un¬ 
covered at a slow simmer for 
about 45 minutes or until it 
has thickened to your liking 
and the fat floats free from the 
tomatoes.

MMA fighters make their living 
by attempting to crush their op¬ 
ponents into submission. 

International fighters like Hon¬ 
da Rousey, an American mixed 
martial artist* judoka, actress, 
as well as the first and current 
UFC Women’s Bantamweight 
Champion, are gaining increas¬ 
ing status as champion fighters 
and leaders in a sport that con¬ 
tinues to intrigue spectators, 
Rousey is the last Strikeforce 
Women’s Bantamweight Cham¬ 
pion and is undefeated - hav¬ 
ing won eight of her ten fights 
by armbar. She also became the 
first American woman to earn 
an Olympic medal in Judo at 
the 2008 Summer Olympics in 
Beijing, 


Megan Owens is a local aspiring 
female MMA fighter who looks 
to fighters like Rousey for inspi¬ 
ration, 

Owens has been fighting for 
three years and along with her 
dedication to MMA, a focused 
mindset and a team of support¬ 
ers* Owens has become a highly 
motivated fighter as well as a fit¬ 
ness trainer for Lifestyle Family 
Fitness, 

Owens engages her commu¬ 
nity through organizations such 
as Babes Breaking Barriers, a 
health and fitness endeavour 
she owns, to promote eating 
healthy, positive lifestyle chang¬ 
es and overall wellness, 

“MMA is a contact sport and 
you do get hurt,” said Owens, 
“It is very dangerous, but so are 
most contact sports ... MMA is 
not brawling and I think thafs 
why most people watch it or 
are even interested. People have 
no education on the history of 
what makes MMA what it is 


today. Respect the athletes who 
work hard and with dedication 
and know that it’s more like a 
chess game * you win the fight 
with your mind. Most people 
have no clue what you need to 
endure or sacrifice for success” 

Darrin D’Amore said both he 
and Owens began their train¬ 
ing together between 2011 and 
2012 at Central Combat Sports 
with “the same vision.” He said 
the two still look for competi¬ 
tions together. 

Mentors are pivotal for up and 
coming MMA Fighters. Owens 
coach Peter Zahran has been an 
important part of her traming. 

Zahran, a University of Wind¬ 
sor alumni and black belt in 
Brazilian jujitsu, speaks enthu¬ 
siastically of Owen55 success and 
the business of female fight¬ 
ers. Zahran is also a local teach¬ 
er and credits his ability to use 
what he learned at the Faculty 
of Education at the University of 
Windsor as a means to help his 


students mind-set when learn¬ 
ing mixed martial arts, 

u We are seeing female fight¬ 
ers take the cage positively and 
engage spectators as never be¬ 
fore” said Zahran. “At our gym, 
we have a very credible team of 
champion fighters as well as two 
of the top female fighters in the 
world. We collaborate with many 
professionals in Windsor to give 
our students the best training 
in mixed martial arts. Like Me¬ 
gan, many fighters begin slowly 
and then we see them growing 
and wanting more and more. 
Megan is a passionate fighter 
who will succeed and claim 
many championship titles.” 

As the sport has becomes more 
diverse — in size, technique and 
geography — many challengers 
to the throne emerge and only 
a few remain standing, par¬ 
ticularly in the female division.

resume before pursuing teaching ca¬ 
reers would be ideal candidates for 
the positions. Saad said First Nations 
children can often come across as shy 
and can have a hard time learning in 
a larger class setting. 

“The homework dub is a space for 
any urban aboriginal children that 
can come and get some extra sup¬ 
port in school because sometimes the 
classrooms are really big and the kids 
can’t follow,” said Saad. 

Angela John, aboriginal health out¬ 
reach worker for the centre, said that 
the camp is open to any school-aged 
children in the public and is not nec¬ 
essarily limited to students with ab¬ 
original status. 

The centre offers a wide range of ser¬ 
vices from an adult literacy program 
to an aboriginal child and youth men¬ 
tal health and addictions program. 
The centre is also trying to help ab¬ 
original families in the city by provid¬ 
ing those in need with backpacks for 
the school year.

Lancer Football Team Grabs Last Minute 
—Wirrat Home Against'GaMen Hawks ~

The Lancers football team (i-1) 
came from behind with 30 sec¬ 
onds left in the game to win 39- 
34 against the Laurier Golden 
Hawks (1-1). 

Lancers coach, Joe D’Amore, 
said losing the game was never 
an option for his team, who 
were coming off a tough loss to 
Queen’s the week before. 

“We had to go one and one," said 
D’Amore. “We couldn’t go zero 
and two. When we got down by 
17, we got scared a little, but we 
did have the wind in the fourth 
and we knew that” 

Lancers wide receiver. Even 
Pszczonak, scored two touch¬ 
downs with 144 yards, while 
running back Beau Lumley led 
with 61 rushing yards. Wind¬ 
sors quarterback Austin Ken¬ 
nedy finished the game throw¬ 
ing for 326 yards, while also 
contributing 58 rushing yards 
of his own. 

Laurier quarterback James Fra¬ 
cas threw for 292 yards with 25 
out of 30 completions. 

The game was tight from the 
start, with the Lancers leading 
by a single point going into the 
second half (14-13). 

However, that lead would not 
last long as Laurier conceded 
a safety in the third, but took a 


19-16 lead after hitting two field 
goals. 

The Lancers ended the third 
with a passing interference pen¬ 
alty that brought Laurier to first 
and goal. Laurier got the touch¬ 
down to start the fourth quar¬ 
ter, bringing the score to 26-16. 
They quickly picked up another 
touchdown after catching an 
onside kick at the Lancer’s 36- 
yard line, giving them a com¬ 
fortable lead of 33-16. 

However, the Lancers got a burst 
of energy late in the fourth with 
a 35-yard gain by Pszczonak. 
A Laurier penalty brought the 
Lancers into the redzone and 
running back Nick Vincent put 
his team back in the game with 
a touchdown. 

Kennedy followed Vincent with 
a touchdown of his own, bring¬ 
ing the score to 33-30 for Lau¬ 
rier. 

Windsor’s Malandruccolo tied 
the game with a 43-yard field 
goal after a fumble by Laurier 
running back Dillon Campbell 
- a play which D’Amore said 
turned the tides for the Lancers. 

It looked like Windsor would 
lose by a single point when 
Lancer defensive back Austin 
Crumb was tackled in the end 
zone with less than two minutes 
remaining, but a 58-yard pass to 
Pszczonak brought the blue and 
gold back into the endzone for a 
touchdown. 

“This was vintage Austin [Ken¬ 


nedy] today,” said D’Amore. 
"He hasn’t been like this in a 
long time - running around and 
making plays in the backfield ... 
He did that and [Laurier] got re¬ 
ally tired. We can’t have him do 
that every game [because] that’s 
where the injuries happen, but 
when we needed him to make 


plays he did it and that’s what we 
want” 

Windsor will not be playing at 
home again until Oct 4 against 
Guelph, but the team hopes 
to continue Saturday’s success 
with a road game in Waterloo 
Sept 20. 


“This game, we were behind, 
but we came back and fought. 
That showed a lot of charac¬ 
ter,” said D’Amore. “All playoff 
games are going to be close ... 
We have to learn how to win the 
dose games and the kids did 
that today.”

For one more month* students 
will be able to enjoy a local 
farmer's market near campus. 

The Downtown Windsor Farm¬ 
ers’ Market {DWFM) wraps 
up for the year on Oct. 1L The 
non-profit project of the Down¬ 
town Residents Association 
operates every Saturday from 
8:00 a.m. to 1:00 pm and sells 
locally grown produce, hand¬ 
made products and prepared 
foods. The Market is located at 
Charles Clark Square, between 
Chatham St. East and Univer¬ 


sity Ave. East-just a short bus 
ride away from the University. 

Over the past six years, the 
DWFM has swelled in atten¬ 
dance and popularity, largely 
due to its relocation two years 
ago and the accessibility and 
visibility that came with it. The 
DWFM features a myriad of 
vendors from all over Windsor 
and Essex County with prod¬ 
ucts such as Eco-friendly and 
organic personal care products, 
coffee, meats, flowers and baked 
goods. The Market also includes 
cafe tables to sit with friends, 
adding to a unique "market 
vibe” that students can’t find 
anywhere else. 

K T think coming to the Down¬ 


town Windsor Farmers Market 
immerses you in the whole of 
Windsor-Essex all in one spot,” 
said Steve Green, general man¬ 
ager of the Downtown Windsor 
Farmers’ Market, 

The DWFM is also a great way 
for students to stock up on fresh 
and organic food for the week 
without having to venture out of 
the downtown area. The Market 
goes against the myth that local, 
organic food is not affordable 
or accessible to all; students can 
still buy a nice-sized amount of 
food to keep in a dorm-sized 
fridge for a good price. 

Green said it is more important 
than ever for young people to be 
aware of their food due to the 


increasing abundance of pro¬ 
cessed food, imported load, fast 
food and other unhealthy foods 
that they are consuming. 

“Now is the time for young 
people to see where their food 
comes from and talk to the peo¬ 
ple who grow and produce it,” 
said Green. 

Not only does the Market of¬ 
fer healthier produce options, 
it also helps small local busi¬ 
nesses grow into big ones. Our 
Farm O rganics, one of the many 
produce vendors at the DWFM, 
started out growing only three 
different crops and now has 
mroe than 50. Since last year, 
the number of vendors itself has 
doubled to 45—some days, that 


number can even reach 60. 

"Buying food from a grocery 
store is really supporting anoth¬ 
er economy* said Lesley Lab be 
from Our Farm Organics. 

Labbe stresses the importance 
of buying from local farmers 
and artisans, to support the lo¬ 
cal economy and community, as 
opposed to imported food from 
other places around the world. 

The Downtown Windsor Farm¬ 
ers’ Market is a great place for 
University of Windsor stu¬ 
dents—whether first year or 
last—to build healthier habits 
and reinforce the local econ¬ 
omy, all for a student-friendly 
price.

Upgrades Make a “Splash” 
with Students ■■ ■ ._

As renovations take place in the 
University library, students are 
becoming slightly concerned 
with noise factors associated 
- particularly with the wash¬ 
rooms. 

New washrooms are being add¬ 
ed to the main building of the 
University of Windsor’s Leddy 
Library and existing ones are 
being renovated, but some stu¬ 
dents are beginning to question 
their design. 

The first and fourth floors will 
see new public washrooms, 
those currently on the second 
and third floors are being reno¬ 
vated and new universal wash¬ 
rooms are being added on each 
floor to make them handicap 
accessible. However, the public 


washrooms on each floor are 
lacking entrance doors, which 
means that sounds can escape 
into the library where students 
study. Two of the four floors are 
designated "quiet spaces” and 
are greatly affected by the door- 
less design. 

Michael Regier, a first-year ed¬ 
ucation student, said the new 
design could make students 
feel uncomfortable and distract 
them. 

"I think [having] bathrooms 
without doors is a bad choice,” 
said Regier. "As someone who 
uses washrooms on a regular 
basis, I find that a bit alarming 
to think that someone just walk¬ 
ing by [could hear]. It would be 
distracting, too.” 

loan Dalton, associate dean 
of the library, said she has not 
heard any complaints about the 
new design, which is intended 


to make the washrooms safer. 

“The doors being open the way 
they are is by design and it’s 
meant to offer an element of 
safety so that there is no oppor¬ 
tunity for anyone to sort of be 
closed in or inaccessible," said 
Dalton. “I think the design is a 
good one.” 

Dalton said that precautions 
were taken to reduce noise; for 
example, paper towel dispens¬ 
ers were chosen in place of air 
driers. 

“We tried to mitigate whatever 
noise problems there might be 
with the open-door design,” 
said Dalton. “I think we’ve 
reached a good balance.” 

As part of the renovations, the 
roof of the main building also 
underwent extensive repairs 
over the summer and a new cir¬ 
culation desk was built on the 
main floor.

Two court cases in Quebec 
could set a precedent with ini' 
plications for university stu¬ 
dents across Canada. 

A referendum to leave the Ca¬ 
nadian Federation of Students 
(CFS) will go forward at Mc¬ 
Gill University after a landmark 
case between a McGill graduate 
student and the federation con¬ 
cluded on Sept. 5 with the Judge 
ruling in the student's favour, 

Gc Sa, the Ph,D student plead¬ 
ing the case, took the CFS to 
court after the CFS refused to 
accept a dissafiliation referen¬ 
dum by the McGill Post-Grad¬ 
uate Students' Society’s (PGSS) 
and after he launched his own 
petition to leave the federation, 

CFS asked the court to rule to 
not hold a referendum, hut the 
judge decided that the request 
was “manifestly unreasonable” 

according to the court docu¬ 
ments. _ 

^stKeT?erarn5ugre ruled, 
“the plaintiff has demonstrated 
a dear legal and quasi-consti¬ 
tutional right that a referendum 
take place in accordance with 
CFS bylaw one any delay in 
holding this referendum dearly 
causes an irreparable prejudice 
to the right of the plaintiff to not 
be affiliated with the CFS* 

Ge Sa said the decision is good 
news for all Canadian university 
students. 


“It s a big step forward,” said Ge 
Sa, “It sets a precedent all across 
Canada that individual students 
that are CFS members have the 
right to launch a petition to dis- 
safiliate.” 

Ge Sa said that even if a schools 
student union is pro-CFS, this 
now means that individual 
members can independantly 
seek dissafiliation via a petition. 

Troubles began in 2010 when 
the PGSS ran a dissafiliation ref¬ 
erendum and followed the CFS* 
bylaws, but instead of holding it 
over two-days by paper ballot, 
the PGSS executives changed it 
to a four-day online ballot be¬ 
cause CFS had set the dates dur¬ 
ing Passover. 

This referendum, which resulted 
in 86 per cent of students voting 
in favour of dissafiliation, was 
dismissed by CFS, which de¬ 
manded student fees continue 
to be forwarded to them. 

In 2013, Ge Sa launched his own 
individual petition to oust CFS, 
but, when the petition to hold 
a new referendum was mailed 
to in two packages dwe-tf*- 
the weight of the document, one 
package was returned to Ge Sa. 

Brent Farrington, CFS spokes¬ 
person for internal affairs, said 
the CFS did not know a second 
package had been sent until it 
had already been returned to Gc 
Sa. 

Ge Sa went to court in March of 
this year and the judge sched¬ 
uled a fast-track trail for Au¬ 
gust, which ended with the Sept, 


5 decision. 

Farrington said the court’s de¬ 
cision is not a surprise because 
the CFS has believed the PGSS 
was a member all along. 

“We 1 re happy that the courts 
have upheld the federations 
position that (PGSS] are in fact 
members of the [CFS]," said 
Farrington, “We look forward 
to working with the PGSS to en¬ 
sure that the democratic rights 
of students there are upheld ” 

The second case, which con¬ 
cluded Sept 9, ended with the 

court ruling that the CF6 was 

not entitled to a portion of stu¬ 
dent tees which belonged to its 
former provincial component 
CFS-Quebee. 

Jonathan Mooney, director of 
Rassemblement des Associa¬ 
tions Ftudiantes (RAE), said the 
“RAE is pleased that the court 
recognized its right to member¬ 
ship dues that CFS was claiming 
without justification.* 

In 2007, CFS-Quebec was left 


“in limbo," according to Far¬ 
rington, after a dispute over the 
organization's elections. The 
provincial component was put 
into receivership and, conse¬ 
quently, CFS (national) refused 
to recognize its provincial com¬ 
ponent and collected all the tees 
that would normally go to CFS- 
Quebec. 

“They were essentially charging 
the students in Quebec a CFS- 
Quebec fee and then not giving 
it to CFSr said Mooney. 

When the troubles with CFS- 

Quebec were sorted out and It 

became the RAE, CFS claimed 
dues to the tune of $3 million 
in total, according to Mooney, 
from several provincial mem¬ 
bers who either refused to 
pay fees or did not pay the full 
amount. 

However, justice Claude Dai- 
llere decided on Sept. 9 that 
the RAE is partially entitled 
to those dues paid bv students 
to the CFS between 2007 and 
2010, Mooney said when the 


money comes in, the RAE fully 
intends to pass it right back to 
its students. 

“We are looking forward to re¬ 
turning these fees to member 
student associations in Quebec” 
said Mooney. 

Mooney said that “when the 
judge looked at the facts ... and 
the situation in terms of what 
was actually going on in CFS- 
Quebee," the judge decided that 
CFS-Quebec was an official 
component while the fees were 
bemg collected. 

Farrington said the CFS is look¬ 
ing to move past the recent 
events. 

“We knew it was a very com¬ 
plicated issue and it’s unfortu¬ 
nate that there's been so much 
infighting between the asso¬ 
ciations in Quebec,” said Far¬ 
rington. “We're happy that 
that's resolved and hopefully 
we can move forward and work 
with those members,"

Although the new signal 
strength is still weak when com* 
pared to some of the bigger lo¬ 
cal stations, such as AMSQGs 
50,000 watts, CJAM station 
manager Vernon Smith said 
“the laager stations are going to

Smith said CJAM is not trying 
to compete with the other lo¬ 
cal radio stations, however the 
increased signal strength will 
definitely give listeners more 
options to choose from. 

M !he bottom line is that it (the 
signal boost) means our 125 
voices are going to carry fur¬ 
ther and it allows us to bolster 
our foothold on everything that 
is alternative that mainstream 
radio doesn't cover," said Smith. 

The signal boost translates to 
roughly double the strength 
of the old signal according to 
Smith and allows them to reach 
new markets, while providing 
less interference within Wind¬ 
sor,

“Were going further into 
Grosse Pointe, further into De¬ 
troit, further into Inkster and 
further into the county as well,* 
said Smith, “Were being heard 
all the way to the end of Belle 
River, all die way at the end of 
Essex and basically throughout 
the county weve gained a lot of 
real estate as well * 

Although CJAM is a non-profit 
radio station, Smith said they 


will be looking to capitalize on 
the increased signal strength 
both culturally and financially. 
Smith said the increase in listen* 
ership will give them an oppor¬ 
tunity to sell some advertising 
to help cover operating costs. As 
a non-profit, CJAM is required 
to have no more than four min¬ 
utes of ad time per hour. 

Smith said his main concern 
is for CJAM to remain a radio 


station “for the people, by the 
people" 

"Were very focused on pro¬ 
viding higher quality campus 
community radio and campus 
community radio that actually 
serves the listening community 
as opposed to panders to them," 
said Smith, “We're hoping that 
the result (of the signal boost) 
is that our listening community 
grows,"

An initiative which has reached 
more than 55 countries has 
found a home at the University 
of Windsor. 

A Little Free Library is making 
its way to campus and will be 
located Just outside the OPIRG 
building on California Ave. 

While students may feel like 
they're tied down with required 
reading, Angela Sbrocca, library 
service representative from 
the Seminole Public Library, 
said Mortimer Adler described 
it best - "in the case of good 
books the point is not to see 
how many of them you can get 
through, but how many can get 
through to you.* 

Sbrocca said reading a good 
book has a more long lasting 
impact than simply reading 
notes or articles on the internet 


"This was one of my personal 
struggles as a university student 
as well," said Sbrocca. "We can 
read as many textbooks as re¬ 
quired, but it will never have the 
same feeling as sitting down to 
a good novel, with a fascinat¬ 
ing plot and interesting char¬ 
acters . The material we read for 
school can often times become 
overwhelming, and sometimes 
we need the escape of a good 
romance, crime or science fic¬ 
tion novel to make sure we do 
not become overwhelmed. This 
is so important, particularly for 
university students, because it 
is a form or relaxation and can 
help them overcome the stress 
and worry they sometimes feel 
when studying.' 1 

The first Little Free Library 
started with Rotarian Todd Bo! 
in 2009, in honor of his mother 
and a former school teacher 
whom he claimed loved read¬ 
ing. Since that first installment, 
more than 16,000 Free Little 
Libraries have followed around 


the world. 

The concept is take a book, 
leave a book with the main idea 
revolving around people be¬ 
ing able to share their personal 
favorites, while picking up an¬ 
other book which they've never 
had the chance to read. Sbrocca 
said she's heard of other librar¬ 
ies that have a little notebook 
where people can leave reviews 
of the books they’ve read. 

If, by chance, a book isn’t re¬ 
placed when another is taken, 
Sbrocca said there is someone 
who tends to the library and wiU 
fill it when necessary to keep it 
going. 

When the Windsor Rotary 
was told about the initiative by 
Sbrocca, she said they felt the 
project was an ideal fit to help 
engage members of the commu¬ 
nity and promote literacy. They 
teamed up with the Windsor 
Public Library to make it hap¬ 
pen. 


After installing a number 
throughout Windsor, Sbrocca 
said the location at OPIRG was 
intriguing, 

"The University campus pro¬ 
vides the Little Free Library 
with a very unique location, n 
said Sbrocca. "We love that 
OPIRG is a non-profit group, 
and works to provide students 
an opportunity to educate 
themselves, especially with ac¬ 
cess to reading materials. The 
Little Free Library organization 
also loves to see that libraries are 
built with recycled materials, 
and we thought it was excellent 
and staying true to the origins of 
Little Free Library, that OPIRG 
was using a re-purposed maga¬ 
zine dispenser” 

On a personal level, Sbrocca 
said she loves how the project 
brings together many different 
organizations. In Windsor, die 
Windsor Public Library, Rotary 
Club of Windsor and the Ro¬ 
tary dub of Windsor-Roseland, 


as well as Life after Fifty, Essex 
Region Conservation Authority 
and Douglas Marketing Group 
all came together to help make 
the Little Free Libraries hap¬ 
pen - and that doesn't indude 
the places the libraries found 
homes. 

w An energetic, attentive group 
of like-minded individuals 
worked on this assignment for 
months because of the passion 
they had for its development, 
which 1 think just goes to show 
how community-oriented this 
project is," said Sbrocca. “The 
concept is great, and one that 
has really been formalized from 
ideas that have been floating 
around for a long time ... It is 
also the surprise of not knowing 
what you will find in the librar¬ 
ies that proves to be an intrigu¬ 
ing feature. You are simply rely¬ 
ing on the tastes, opinions and 
preferences of others, which is a 
unique way to connect all of the 
readers together"

Windsor city councillors say the 
city will not suffer after council 
was designated a "lame duck** 
on Sept, i2. 

According to the Ontario Mu¬ 
nicipal Act, a city council with 
less than 75 per cent of council¬ 
lors returning becomes limited 
in what it can do. Drew Dilfeens, 
Ron fones, Fulvio Valentinis 
and Alan Halberstadt will not 
be returning to represent their 
current wards after the upcom¬ 
ing elections, putting Windsor 
in this unique position* 

Council is affected by the act in 
three ways. Two "lame duck” 
restrictions relate to the hiring 
and termination of any town 
official or employee. The other, 


which often hampers many 
councils, is the restriction on 
expenditures* The city is not 
allowed to dispose of any of its 
real or personal property with 
a value exceeding $50,000 or to 
spend more than $50,000, ac¬ 
cording to the act. 

Ai Maghnieh, councillor for 
ward ten, said although council 
is restricted, he believes it's not 
going to hinder on the city. 

“Nothing special during this 
time of the year, just normal 
council meetings” said Megh- 
nieh, “Usually, memos start 
going out in early October re¬ 
minding department heads to 
prepare for budget ... Every¬ 
thing we needed to get done 
that was time sensitive is done, 
ifs kind of a little bit of down¬ 
time for now. 71 

Maghnieh expects the next 


council meeting will be after the 
election to ratify the results. 

Jo-Anne Gignac, a city council¬ 
lor since 2003, sits on many dif¬ 
ferent boards and commissions 
in the city and says they are not 
affected by council’s current 
lame duck” status. She said a 
motion was passed to cancel 
the scheduled general council 


meetings. 

"What we did do was delegate 
authority to the chief adminis¬ 
trative officer to continue with 
the discussions that were un¬ 
derway; so, in terms of finaliz¬ 
ing tenders of capital projects, 
council did move forward and 
delegate signing authority to 
Helga Reideir said Gignac. “So 


really the business that would 
normally be done during this 
period will continue in terms 
of the projects that were identi¬ 
fied and already included in the 
2014 budget” 

The lame duck council desig¬ 
nation for the City of Windsor 
will be lifted on Dec. 1 when the 
new council officially takes over.

in Dating: 

Two Actors 
Transform Into 
20 Characters

One art gallery, two actors, and 
over 20 characters between the 
two of them—you have never 
seen a romantic comedy quite 
like this. 

In Adventures in Dating, Wind¬ 
sor playwright Rob Tyraec acts 
the part of Jeff, a man who is 
dealing with a breakup from 
the woman he believed to be the 
love of his life. Instead of wal¬ 
lowing in his emotions, he de¬ 
cides to force himself to embark 
on a personal journey: dating 
a wide selection of women on 
a regular basis, with each date 
taking place at the same restau¬ 
rant. 

From an unstable uber-feminist, 
to a narcoleptic girl who passes 
out during the meal, Jeff is find¬ 
ing the dating world to be not 
quite what he expected. There 
is one positive experience com¬ 
ing from his struggles, which is 
befriending a server at the res¬ 
taurant, fen, played by actress 


Kristy Loewen. She takes a page 
out of Jeff’s book and decides to 
begin her own dating experi¬ 
ment at a different restaurant 
to see what kind of men she can 
find for herself. 

Unfortunately, she runs into 
similar situations, ranging from 
a shrink, to a psychopath who 
asks her how long she would 
have to be missing before any¬ 
one would notice her absence. 
During her outings, she realizes 
something about herself that 
will change both her personal 
and her work life. 

I would highly recommend see¬ 
ing this performance. It’s fresh, 
hilarious and in an intimate at¬ 
mosphere that really allows you 
to feel like a part of the experi¬ 
ence—perhaps sitting at anoth¬ 
er table in the same restaurant.

After a disappointing home 
opening weekend, the Lancer 
men's soccer team has bounced 
back emphatically after collect¬ 
ing six points from this week¬ 
end's pair of games. 

The team travelled to London 
Sept. 19 and earned a well de¬ 
served 4-1 victory over West¬ 
ern, before returning to Wind¬ 
sor to dominate the Waterloo 
Warriors 4-0 at Alumni Field 
Sept. 21. 

“We’ve learned from our mis¬ 
takes against York and Guelph," 
said head coach Steve Hart. 

Western looked set to begin 
their home-coming celebrations 
after Jovan Ivanovich put them 
ahead on the 19 minute mark. 

The lead, however, did not last 
very long and goals from Chris 
Lanni, Marco Bernabo, and 
Lyowuna Jumbo gave the Lanc¬ 
ers a 3-1 lead at the break. Chris 
Al-Youssefs goal in the second 
half rounded out a strong show 
of character from the team, 
leaving Western to endure a 
nightmare start to their home 
campaign. 

Hart said he was elated with his 
teamjs come-from-behind per¬ 
formance. 

“It was amazing", said Hart. 
“The place was full and they 


(Western) were expecting a par¬ 
ty. What they got instead was a 
wake." 

Sundays rout of Waterloo be¬ 
gan with Jack Sargent getting 
the Lancers off the mark with a 
wonderful 30 yard free-kick af¬ 
ter 23 minutes. 

Michael Pio, who was a constant 
threat to Waterloo's defense in 
the first half, eventually scored 
in the 39 minute and hit the post 
again only one minute later, 

John Bahdi headed in a third 
goal from a Jack Sargent corner 
to kick off the second half. 

Despite the dominance in at¬ 
tack, the Lancers looked very 
assured at the bade 

The 74th minute presented Wa¬ 
terloo’s first real chance of the 
match, which was instinctively 
cleared off the goal-line by Tony 
Falkestajn. 

Sargent rounded off his man of 
the match performance in the 
89th minute with yet another 
free-kick, which he managed to 
sneak in off the crossbar. 

Despite looking strong on 
Sunday, Hart said he had been 
dissatisfied with Sargents free- 
kicks in past weeks. 

“The first free-kick was sweet,” 
said Hart "He’s been bugging 
me to let him keep taking the 
free-kicks because he’s missed 
a few and he knew he was one 
more miss away from it being 
his last one" 


The Lancer women’s team trav¬ 
elled to London as well Sept. 19, 
but weren't as lucky as the men, 
falling to a hard-fought 1-0 de¬ 
feat Despite the loss, Hart said 
he was very happy with his 
team’s performance. 

“The women had an amaz¬ 
ing game on Friday,” said Hart. 
"Western are ranked fourth in 
the country, so we came out and 
played them very strong defen¬ 
sively.” 

A powerful midfield battle was 
on display during the first half 
which ended 0-0. The tenacious 
dash continued after the break 
with a controversial moment in 
the 65th minute, when Wind¬ 
sor Athlete of the Week Giulia 
Barile was shown a straight red. 

Coach Hart was unequivocal 
about his disagreement with the 
referee's decision. 

"We were just starting to domi¬ 
nate the game when the referee 
decided to throw one of our 
players out,” said Hart, Tve 
been coaching a long time but 
Tve never seen a straight red in 
a women’s game ever and I still 
don’t think it was a straight red.” 

Western continued their on¬ 
slaught and Windsor's compro¬ 
mised defensive structure even¬ 
tually succumbed deep in the 
second half as the Mustangs got 
their goal. 

“I’m so proud of the girls with 
the way they played," said Hart. 
"They're really stepping up and 


getting to be a good unit.” 

The women were looking to 
bounce back at home Sept. 21, 
but the first half again ended 
0-0. This time around, however. 
Hart said he was not satisfied 
with his team’s performance, 

“We took our foot off the gas a 
bit and we just didn’t play our 
normal game,” said Hart. 

Waterloo started off the second 
half as the better team and got a 
goal to show for it after Marina 
Drygaia scored just three min¬ 
utes into the half. 


However, the Lancers respond¬ 
ed brilliantly in the 63rd minute 
when Becca Feurth equalized 
with a headed effort Jaclyn Far¬ 
ad tucked in a tidy finish for the 
win in the 78th minute. 

Hart stressed after the match 
that consistency is what his 
team need to focus on if they 
are to meet their objectives this 
season. 

The Lancers travel next week to 
face the Algoma Thunderbirds 
in a double header and both the 
men and women will be hoping 
to keep up their stellar start to 
the season.

While it starts off with promise. The 
Pierces’ fifth album, Creation, does 
not have what it takes to finally get 
them file commercial success they 
have been inching toward for the 
past I4years. 

They do, however, have some suc¬ 
cess from their previous work. The 
song “Secret" fiom their2007 
album Thirteen Tales of Love and 
Revenge Iras been featured in many 
television shows and movies, and 
their last album, 2011's You&L also 
gained them some traction. While 
the band of sisters showcase a few 
strong songs throughout the album, 
they are not enough to outweigh the 


weaker ones. 

“Creation” boldly starts off the 
13-track album with Catherine 
and Allisoris classic, unmistak¬ 
able voices and a unique, almost 
haunting tune—itis a mixture of the 
tamiliarandthenew. It is followed 
up by “Kir^s,” a song featuring a 
memorable, irresistible hook and a 
smart, radio-ready melody. “Kings” 
shows The Pierces’ innovation and 
potential for success—trails which 
wifl seldom show themselves for the 
rest of the record. 

The spooky “Monsters” (reminiscent 
of the darker sonjp on Thirteen Tales 
of Love and Revenge) sticks out from 
the murky dump of songs in the 
middle of the album; it showsThe 
Pierces’devemess, with such lyrics as 


“There were monsters beneath our 
bed/And we were scared until we 
taught them all to sing/ And then we 
had a laugh instead.” 

The album loses its appeal with the 
somber and painfully boring “I Can 
Fed” Unfortunately; the chunkof 
songs induded in the remainder of 
the album are as uninspired as “I 
Can Red,”sounding as if they were 
written in the band’s budding years 
rather than their fourteenth. The lack 
of maturity and uniqueness in these 
songs is almost enough to turn off 
the album .

UWSA Governance Renewal 


The UWSA is undertaking a process to renew and modernize its governance structure. We got the ball rolling over the 
summer and will be engaging directly with our student members this fall to develop and approve a number of important 
improvements to the way your UWSA is governed. 

Goals 


The UWSA has three goals for this governance renewal process: 

1. to ensure that the UWSA continues to represent, advocate for, and serve its student members; 

2. to comply with the applicable law; and 

3. to adopt best practices for the governance of student unions 

Work to date 


Over the summer, the UWSA engaged professional advisors to help develop a plan and renew our governance 
structure. A consulting firm that specializes in organizational design and change management has conducted an 
intensive discovery process that included reviewing our existing structure and interviewing stakeholders. They are 
drafting a plan to improve the governance structure, including by suggesting updates to the UWSAs by-laws and election 
policy. A national law firm with significant experience acting for student unions in Ontario is helping to review the draft 
plan to ensure compliance with the law. The UWSA wants not only to comply with the Corporations Act (Ontario) under 
which it is incorporated, but also to be ready for the mandatory transition to the Not-for-Profit Corporations Act (Ontario) 
in the coming years. 

Student engagement 

Student input is critical to the success of this process. The UWSA is covening an advisory committee composed of student 
representatives from each faculty, as chosen by the student societies for those facilities, to review and provide feedback on 
the draft plan. As the draft plan is finalized, it will be made available to all students for review and comment. In late October, 
the UWSA will host a town hall meeting to discuss the draft plan. Following the town hall meeting, the UWSA will convene 
a General Meeting of its student members to vote on the adoption of the recommended plan. 

The UWSA is planning to hold a by-election in November after the General Meeting. By completing the governance renewal 
process first, the UWSA aims to ensure that the election will be based on a robust and transparent governance structure that 
has been approved by its student members. 

The UWSA will continue to provide updates about the progress of the governance renewal process, including by providing 
notice of the dates of the town hall, general meeting and by-election, as these are confirmed. In the interim, if you have any

WUFA VOTES IN FAVOR OF COLLECTIVE AGREEMENT

The dark doud looming over the 
university has dissipated after a ratifi¬ 
cation vote was finalized Oct 2L 

Faculty at the University ofWmdsor 
have finally settled on a three year 
contract after the Windsor Univer¬ 
sity Faculty Association (WUFA) 
voted 65.8 per cent in favor of foe col¬ 


lective agreement reached during the 


final session of mediation Oct 3. 


WUFA president Anne Forrest said 
while foe agreement still folk short 
of the provincial benchmaric they 
are pleased to have come to an agree¬ 
ment

how the faculty was feeling and I 
think the message it sends is one that 


wd ve been telling the administration 
for a number of months nowT said 
FoaresL “Our members were both 
expecting and hoping for a collective 
agreement settlement that is in line 
with those negotiated by other faculty 
associations in foe province this yearf 

Previoudy, issues with the adminis- 
tratioris last offer included a three per 
cent wage increase over three years, 
which is less than the provincial aver¬ 


age that is in keeping with an annual 
2 per cent inflation rate. In addition, 
the offer stated that members would 
cease to receive progress through foe 
ranks increments after 30 years of 
emptoyment 

A release sent oul by the University 
of Windsor said foe new agreement 
indudes an average increase of 8.9 
per cent over three years based on 
annual sc^adfostmentsofzeraper 


cent, zero per cent, three per cent 
and Progression Through the Ranks 
(FTR) payments of $£550, $2,550* 
and $£650. 

The release also states “under the new 
agreement, FTR for Associate and 
Full Professors will be reduced to 50 
per cent of foe normal rate when a

After a number of sexual assaults 
near the university last month, police 
want students Id know how to stay 
safe when walking home 

Constable Ryan Burney, police co¬ 
ordinator for Windscff-Essoc Crime 
Stoppers, said IMver^ofWiiKlsor 
students must remain volant and 
take the proper precautions to ensure 
their safety. 

'Ifyoure going to the Student Centre 
or if you're going to the mall and ife 
at night, try to park in a weS-lit areaT 
said Burney Tusttfcn'tbevtinerable 
- you have to be aware cf your $ur~ 
rounding ffyou dohaveto walk to 
your car alone, have an idea of whos 
around you and dofit put yuuisdf 
in the position where you could be a 
victim!* 

Blimey encourages students to use 
Walksafe, a University comxminity 
safety program. 

Walksafe, a free service to students 


at the University, is meant to ensure 
all students get to their car, residence 
or home safely People who use the 
service can simply caB 253-3000 ext 
3504 and a student volunteer will ac¬ 
company them anytime between 6 
pm and midnight 

Thomas Bud, Walksafe coordinator, 
said he encourages all students, fac¬ 
ulty and staff to use the service when 
they are around the University He 
said many incidents could be pre¬ 
vented by simply having more people 
around 

"We are out there ready to serve the 
campus communityT said Bud 

This year, the University has seen 
three sexual assault incidents hap¬ 
pen on and around campus in late 
September, whkh is an increase in 
a^rrspariscfi to previous school years. 

Before 630 ajii on Sept 28, a woman 
awoke in her home in the 900 Hock 
of California Ave, near the St Denis 
Centre to find a man touching her 
over her dothes. The suspect took off 
with a 52-inch television. 


Later that night, another incident 
occurred when a wo man was ap¬ 
proached by a man she did not know 
who proceeded to hug her and touch 
her breast over her dothes. The man 
is described as being in his twenties, 
having brown skin and short hair 
that was gelled on top, and wearing 
an orange shirt and blue jeans. The 
suspect is around 5*8” tall and has a 
high-pitched voice* 

On Sept 30, a woman was hugged 
and kissed by a man whilewaiting for 
a bus at the comer of Randolph Ave* 
and University Ave* West A suspect, 
who identified himself to the victim, 
has been confirmed by police for this 
incident and is aineniiy in custody 

It is not yet known whether these 
tiiree incidents are related* 

Police are also hoping students can 
help them find the suspects involved 
mtbeseaimes. Anaiymoust^scan 
be sent to Crime Stoppers via their 
online web tip system or by phone at

Minimize the amount of articles you are carrying. Multiple bags can 
prevent your ability to react quickly should a dangerous situation arise. 


Avoid hiding spots and short cuts. Parked cars, dark alleys and unlit 
areas are all places that you should avoid when you're out alone. Keep 
yourself in visible places on the sidewalk or street as much as possible. 


When on campus in the evening, contact Walk Safe to escort you to your 
vehicle, building or bus stop* Two radio equipped volunteers will arrive 
to pick you up at an appointed location and walk with you to your desti¬ 
nation. They will ensure you enter safely before departing*

A local competition is giving people 
the diance to develop their own apps. 

HackWE 3 A which kicked off Oct 
17 in the downtown Windsor Public 
library^ challenging University of 
Windsor, St Qair College students 
and professionals to collaborate and 
come up with innovative applications 
using open data. 

The computer coding competition 
is hosted by WETech Alliance, a lo¬ 
cal innovation centre which assists 
entrepreneurs and Hackfoige, a 
comniunity-driven organization that 
promotes tedinclogfoal creation in 
foeregtoa 

Irek Kusmierczyk, project manager 
of youth programs and robotics at 
WETech Alliance, said the hack- 
aihon gives young computer science 
enthusiasts the chance to develop 
their coding skOk 

“The point of the hackathon is to 
bring together our computer pro¬ 
grammers and allow them to ac¬ 
tually network with community 

stakeholders, not-for-profit groups.

“Students were able to devdop web 
apps that monitor where the packing 
lots are located to monitor hew many 
spaces are available. When you're 
going downtown to the theatre or 


restaurant you can lode up on your 
app and figure out where the parking 
garages are located and which ones 
have spots that are open.” 

Past participants have also been able 
to create games using fois kind of 
open data. 

This year, one group of hackers will 
be using data from the Great lakes 
Institute for Environmental Research 
and they will need to use thdr creativ¬ 
ity to transform that date Into an in¬ 
novative app. 

Sarah Morris, event coordinator for 
Hackfoige, said there is a lot of ex- 
dtement about the projects that have 
sprung up In this years competition. 

“Were pretty excited this year be¬ 
cause there are a lot of professorial 
and student teams, so we're seeing 
a lot of different levels,” said Morris* 
“Were really seeing foe tech com¬ 
munity come together ... I& a great 
group of people” 

Students will work on a project in 
small groups until the big reveal on 
Oct 26* Winners will receive a din¬ 
ner with an expert in the comsmr- 
daiization of apps, admission to an 
app commerrialization seminar, or a 
smartwatch.

Halloween is nearly upon us, the 
festive holiday filled with candy cos¬ 
tumes and scares but if you take all of 
those aspects away what is it we have 
left? 

Allow me to take you back 2,000 
years to the Cdtic times in 
Ireland the United King¬ 
dom and Northern France 

Halloween began as a festival called 
Sarahain which was celebrated on 
Oct 31. 1 This marked the end of sum¬ 
mer, beginning of the harvest and 
foe dark times of cold winters. On 
the night of Samhain, it was believed 
the boundary between the living and 
dead worlds was blurred and the 
dead were able to retom to earth 

The evening was a celebration with 
bonfires and animal sacrifices to Cdt- 
k deities Costum es of animal heads 
and skins were worn while they at¬ 
tempted to tdl each others fortunes 
with assistance from the dead souls 
who could return to earth When the 
evening aided, fire would be taken 
from foe bonfire where the sacrifices 
were made earlier in foe night to re¬ 


light the hearths in the homes of the 
villagers. This was believed to protect 
them during the winter. 

When the Roman Empire con¬ 
quered the Celtic territories, the 
Roman brou^it thdr traditions 
known as Feralia and Pomona Fe- 
ralia commemorated the dead while 
Pomona honoured foe Roman god¬ 
dess of fruits and trees. Pomona is 
bdieved to be the reason people still 
bob for apples today Both of these 
traditions merged with Samhain 
and were celebrated as one event 

lump forward to 609 AD. when 
Pope Beniface IV dedicated foe Pan¬ 
theon in Rome to honor Christian 
martyrs - This became All Martyrs 
Day When it expanded in 1000 AD, 
foe church made Nov 2 AH Souls 
Day to honor foe dead, also referred 
to as AH-HaDows On this night 
Christians cdebiated an event simi¬ 
lar to Samhain by Kilting bonfires, 
having parades and dressing up in 
costumes of saints, angels and devik 
The nigjit before Samhain eventually 
came to be called All-Hallows Eve 
and then Halloween. 

Halloween was limited to New 
England for a long time because 


of Protestant beliefs in America 
When European groups meshed 
with American traditions, Hallow¬ 
een was celebrated forough parties 
and public events where neighbors 
would get together to tell fortunes 
and stories of the dead In the middle 
of the nineteenth century the annual 
autumn festivals became common 
but Halloween was not yet celebrat¬ 
ed over foe entirety of foe country 

This was changed with an influx of 
immigrants to America These new 
immigrants were mainly Irish flee¬ 
ing the potato famine in 1846. At this 
time, Americans began to dress in 
costume and go dttor-tcKloor asking 
for food or money wfakh is where 
'fridc-or-treating” originated 

Halloween evolved from a com¬ 
munity-based holiday to a vandal¬ 
ism-based holiday with frigfrtenii^ 
and grotesque costumes and im¬ 
ages between the late 1800s to 1950. 

Halloween was given another new 
face while it moved in to classrooms 
and personal homes. Trick-or-treat¬ 
ing became the way to participate 
in foie event and today Americans 
spend an average of $6 million every 
year just on treats.

Monkeys with a Typewriter, has 
been doing the walk for many years, 
refreshing the stories each year and 
changing the walk to ensure those 
who attend the evert each year are 
just as interested 

Host Rob Tymec said although the 
stories have not changed mudi over 
the years, they do get repeat visitors. 

“They like coming back and hearing 
the stories again.” said Tymec 

During the walk, Tymec and fellow 


hosts Jason Gale and Anne Roy cover 
both the very famous ghost stories 
as well as the lesser-known legends 
of the area, lasting about 90 minutes 
through streets and occasional off 
loading terrain. 

Roy said although she has been in 
Windsor for awhile, she had not 
known about the stories before join¬ 
ing in asahost. 

“I only knew that Rob had put them 
on before but I had never known any 
ofthe stories being told,” said Roy. “It 
was cool to leam about all the differ¬ 
ent stories about the area.” 

The tour begins in the parking lot of 
Mackenzie Hal From there, partici¬ 
pants visit a number of old and his¬ 
torically important buildings in¬ 
cluding Sandwich Town HaD, the 
Sandwich post office, the Bake Shop 
the windmill in aptly named Mill 
Bark and the Duff-Baby House. Par¬ 
ticipants wiD also walk near the banks 
ofthe Detroit River. 

“I was really new to the area when 
Rob had started doing the tours, 


and the stories just fascinated me? 
said Gale "And the way he gets the 
people in Sandwich Towne out; the 
crowds are always so great, people get 
involved. Its nice to see.” 

Participants Kevin Linfkkd and 
Sherah Vanlaerhoven drove to Sand¬ 
wich from Amherstburg to be a 
part of the walk, having gone to the 
Amherstburg Ghost Walk the previ¬ 
ous day. While they knew some of 
the stories from Amherstburg, they 
didn’t know what to expect bom 
Sandwich Townes ghosts. At the end 
ofthe tour though, they said they had 
enjoyed themselves. Next time they 
hope to bring friends with them to 
join in. 

Admission for the walk is $8 for adults 
and $4 for children under 12 and foe 
final tour begins at 8:30 pm outside 
Mackenzie Hall Oct 26. In addition, 
the theatre group is also holding a 
Spirits of Amherstburg walking tour 
that begins at die Mayors Fountain 
in the Navy yard at the same time, 
though these tours will be held Oct 
24 and 25.

new bylaws and election policies. 

A total of 300 students came in and 
out of the UWSA Special General 
Meeting Oct 30, with no less than 


267 voting at one time. Nicole Mor¬ 
rell, president of the UWSA, said 
the support from the students was a 
pleasant surprise 

“Theres a lot of students and staff 
and coordinators and councilors 
that have worked tirelessly through¬ 
out the entire summer and in to the 
ft]] semester working on this,” said 
Moirdl “We took so much feed¬ 
back from a ton of different parties to 

put together the best bylaws that we 
thought were possible for the UWSA 
and were just completely thrilled that 
students came out in such an over¬ 
whelming amount in order to sup¬ 
port this process.” 

AH full-time undergraduate students 

were able to attend the meeting vote 
on the bylaws and voice their opin¬ 
ions. 

Fouad Nader, a second year business 
student who lost a board of directors’ 
position to the “None of the Above” 
campaign in the UWSAs spring elec¬

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Alternative to Flu Shot 
Available In Windsor

A focal health centre is offering what 
it calls a safe and effective homeo¬ 
pathic alternative to the flu shot 

The program, run by naturopathic 
doctor Kelly Upcott at the Lifetime 
Wellness Centre on Dougpll Ave, 
uses a combination of homeopathic 
medicines to boost the immune sys¬ 
tems response to the common cold 
and influenza viruses. 

“I started it last year when I was do¬ 
ing some research for a radio show 
about flu statistics in Windsor and 
Essex County, and I realized that two- 
thirds of the population doesn't get 
the flu shot, despite all the pressures,” 
said Upcott "Being a naturopath, I 
basically put together a protocol to 
help people get some extra immune 
boosting through the winter? 


Lot $50, a person receives one 15 
minute consultation with Upcott, 
two doses of immune boosters - care 
administered now and the other 
administered in the latter half of the 
season - and a twenty-week supply 
of Muco Cocdnum, a lozenge with 
effects similar to the flu shot 

“The flu shot is like a killed virus that 
specifically targets three strains of the 
flu that they choose the year before - 
it changes alittie bit every year Bigot 
preservatives and things like that, but 
what I give is just an oral [immune] 
booster that is in sterile water, so there 
are no concerns with allergies or any¬ 
thing, and it doesn't have any flu virus 
in it," said Upcott. ‘Ttsjustacombina- 
tion ofhomeqpathics!’

vaccine Traditional flu vaccines are 
administered withaneecfle in adirtie 
and according to the CDC “the vac¬ 
cine is made eiflier with a) flu vaccine 
viruses that have been 'inactivated 
and are therefore not infectious, or 
b) with no flu vaccine viruses at all, 
which is fete case for recombinant in¬ 
fluenza vacdne” 

Upcott said her alternative treatment 
is very different from the traditional 
flu shot 

Tl does not target a specific virus]’ 
said Upcott "It just arms your im¬ 
mune system to be on high alert, so if 
you come into contact with any type 
of virus ... your body is more pre¬ 
pared to fight it!’ 

Upcott said there are no side effects 
from the homeopathic alternative.

Each year on November 11, the 
University of Windsor commu¬ 
nity gathers before Memorial Hal to 
honour the names of Men soldiers 
who once passed through the halls* 

Few students are aware ofthe Univer- 
sitys wartime history, ofhow students 
Tallied to the sound of the bugle cal 1 
on this very campus bade before As¬ 
sumption College became the Uni¬ 
versity we knowtoday 

According to an .Assumption College 
"Ambassador” yearbook from 1945, 
the Canadian Officer Training Corps 
[COTC] was taken as a joke when it 
was introduced to students in fall of 
1940* For the next five years, students 
would train for a war from which 
many would never return. 

At the beginning ofWoridWar II, the 
Canadian government made COTC 
training compulsory for all medically 
fit men over die age of 18 with the 
purpose of providing the Canadian 
Army with officer candidates. In very 
Me time, the unit at Assumption 
grew from "a mM.andimeq^ed 


collection of students into a weD-or- 
ganized and My equipped company 
of young men, who at times Pocked] 
like real sddaeis" 

No facilities and no uniforms were 
available for students when training 
began at the college under the com¬ 
mand of SgL Minnioe and Sgt Ed¬ 
wards of the Essex Scottish Regiment 
Twice a week, students would train 
at the Windsor Armouries, which 
is currently being converted by the 
University of Windsor to house vari¬ 
ous Arts programs in its downtown 
campus.

At the erd of each year, s or 

older were sent to a training camp in 
London, Ontario in the Thames Val¬ 
ley between 1940 and 1943 and then 
a different camp at the University of 
Western Ontario until the end of the 
war 

The two camps were vastly different 
In Thames Valley, would-be sddiers 
lived in tents for the two week dura¬ 
tion ofthe camp in late spring. 

However, at the University of West¬ 
ern Ontario, <( the word camp [was] 
a misnomerf according to the 1945 
yearbook There, army life had “ail 


lifeT including steam-heated bar¬ 
racks After a few days of training, 
sore muscles began to heal and many 
soldiers in training considered die 
camp a vacation before beginning 
summer work 

An unnamed student writes in the 
yearbook that by the time students 
boarded the train home they were 
“happy to be returning but a little sad 
that we have to leave such a pleasant 
and healthy life” 

By the end of the war, the Assump¬ 
tion College company had grown to 
an “independent and self-sufficient 
company” of four platoons. 

ftjHawing their training, many in¬ 
dividuals in the Assumption unit 
would go on to fight in various 
brandies of the armed forces on the 
beadies, like Lt H. Jones who was 
killed in Normandy or in Germany 
like Lx. EL Baker, who was wounded 
fighting with the American 1st Army 
in Aachen. 

Today; a Roll of Honour plaque in 
Memorial HaD lists the names of aD 
the former students of Assumption 
College who gave their lives in the 

Second World War.

2. Meanwhile, heat the olive oil in a small saucepan over 
medium heat Add garlic and cook about one minute. Stir in 
spices, salt, raisins, and chickpeas, and remove from heat 

3. When squash is finifhed, cut in half, scoop out the seeds 
and fiber. Pull out “noodles" with a fork. Mix spaghetti 
squash with the spiced oil mixture. Enjoy!

The University's lawyers submitted 
five pages of ammendments and 
inconsistencies to the UW5A for 
consideration. 

Wiklentanls letter also said these 
note from the lawyer have been 
“provided with the objective of en- 
suring that the UWSA of the future 
will be consistent with applicable 
laws, and appropriately structured 
and inclusive of aQ University of 
Windsor M-time undergraduate 


students.” 

Going forward, Wildeman said 
the University and the UW5A will 
have a funding agreement in place, 
which, when transferring large 
sums of money is a best practice 
for any organization.

CFS reacts to Bank of Canada “Free Work” Recommendation

A Canadian student union is react¬ 
ing to a controversial statement made 
earlier this month by Bank cf Canada 
governor, Stephen Poloz 

While speaking to a House of Com¬ 
mons committee, Pokra, who report¬ 
edly earns between $436,100 and 
$513,000 a year said unemployed 
young adults should work for free in 
order to ^in experience. 

"Volunteer to do something which 
is at feast somewhere related to your 
expertise so that its dear that you are 
gaining some learning experience 
during that period? said Mol 


Jessica McCormick, chairperson of 
the Canadian Federation of Students 
(CFS), responded to foe comment 
in a column for foe Huffington Post 
Nov. 6, in collaboration with coau¬ 
thor Jerry Dias, who is also the presi¬ 
dent of Unifcr, saying Poiozs remark 
was “inaccurate and offensive.” 

“The most infuriating aspect of 
Fofozs statement is that he himsdf 
could do more than virtually any 
other Canadian to help fwt young 
people into real paying jobsT McCor¬ 
mick said in the column "The Bank 
of Canada could do much more to 
create real jobs for young people” 

According to the Canadian ministry 
cf employment and social develop¬ 


ments October labour market bub 
letin, youth unemployment for On¬ 
tarians between the ages erf 15 arid 24 
is at 15*6 per cent, a minor decrease 
from 2014s third quarter when the 
rate was at 15.8 per cent 

When combined with skyrocketing 
tuition fees - the average total tuition 
for a four-year undergraduate degree 
in Ontario is $30,156 - a high un ¬ 
employment rate results in a higher 
amount of student loans. 

Bilan Arte, deputy chairperson for 
the CFS, said foe Canadian govern¬ 
ment is not looking at foe long-term 
economic effects of foe “generation 
in debt” 


“These are unprecedented amounts 
of detrt that we haven! seen in any 
other generation before ami so theres 
no real [federal government] {dan in 
how to address fois crisis. Once those 
students graduate, they're left with 
this enormous burden and it makes 
it wry difficult hr them to do much 
of anything, particularly if foerekno 
national direction to make it easier 
for them to find meaningful employ¬ 
ment; said Arte “ft is short-sighted 
and ultimately its going to hurt our 
economy" 

Arte said that foe high debt problem 
is hurting foe government just as 
much as it hurts students. 

“There is nothing to f^in for the 


government other than more and 
more young people being unable 
to actually make payments on their 
student bans, which has happened 
and foe average number for that 
has increased over foe past couple 
of years as education gets more and 
more expensive” said Art “The more 
debt young people are accumulat¬ 
ing the less they are abte to actually 
make meaningful investments in the 
eamornyr said Arte Tf they are car¬ 
rying arouini high st^ 
they aren't able to find employment 
to actually pay them, then they won’t, 
for example, be able to invest in a new 
business, fwfoase avehicle, or down 
foe road purchase a home and start a 
femifyf

counting, may not have a particular 
invention to patent in mind he at¬ 
tended to get an idea of the process. 

“Basically 1 wanted to get a general 
knowledge of patents,” Hall said “ft 
gave me die knowledge so that if I 
ever do get an idea Ill know where to 
look and where to go.” 

The first step for hopeful inventors, 
the LTEC team explained is to search 


other patents to ensure your idea is 
“novd,” a key characteristic of patent¬ 
ability. jumping into a Google Patera 
Search, they found nothing resem¬ 
bling die flamethrowing broomstick 
they used as an example They noted 
even if an idea is patentable, it does 
not mean it will be aasnnwraal sue- 
cess,

A University of Windsor student is 
challenging his fellow classmates to 
raise money and awareness for vari¬ 
ous issues affecting mens health.

Smith started a Movember campaign 
at the beginning of the month with 
the goal of reaching $5,000 by No¬ 
vember 30; over $2,100 has already 
been collected AD proceeds collected 
by Smith will be put towards treat¬ 
ment and care progrants for men 
with prostate cancer, testicular cancer 
and mental health problems. 

Smith said he decided to participate 
in Movember because many boys 
and men are afraid to discuss men¬ 
tal health problems or are hesitant to 
consult a doctor

“I am personally Moving’ so that re¬ 
search can be conducted to stop men 
losing thdr lives from prostate and 
testicular cancer [and] so that men 
and boys with mental health prob¬ 
lems can live free of stigma and dis¬ 
crimination” said Smith.

With the theme of mterdisdpiinary, 
the 7th Annual Justice at Work Ca¬ 
reer Conference Nov. 17 highlighted 
how social change and law converge 
with a number of other professions 
and academic disciplines. 

Conference co-chair and second 
year student in the dual law and so¬ 
cial work program, Mackenzie Falk, 
said the “new legal landscape isn’t just 
about zealous advocacy and a hierar¬ 
chy between lawyers and clients.” 

Falk sad making social change re¬ 
quires meaningful contributions 
from law students and non-law stu¬ 
dents alike adding the conference 
highlighted themes of health, immi¬ 
gration, Aboriginal rights and child 
welfare 

Keynote speaker, Honourable Mad¬ 
am Justice Mary fo Nolan, made for a 
perfect example of such intersection. 
She discussed her long and winding 
career which saw her employed in 
a number of soda! work positions 
throughout the 60s and 70s, then as a 
legal professional after she was called 
to foe bar in 1981. Most recently, site 
was appointed to the Ontario Supe¬ 
rior Court of Justice 


Nolan described her “somewhat 
untraditional journey to foe bench!’ 
which was spurred on when her and 
a number of social work c ol leagues 
were fired for speaking out against a 
lack of resources at foe CJiikfrerfe Aid 
Society they worked feu: She urged 
students to embrace changes in their 
career paths. 

“But for bang fired, I might never 
have made foe step towards law 
school a direction foal changed my 
life,” said Nolan. 

Luckily enough, her experiences as a 
social weaker gave her a perspective 
not often seen in foe legal field. In 
family court, for example, foe point¬ 
ed to a need for lawyers to represent 
families in their interactions with foe 
state. 

When asked about how law and so¬ 
cial work may address foe root causes 
of injustice and inequality, she said 
her work was, at the very least, a start¬ 
ing place. 

“These things are cyclical, intergen- 
erafional and we have to stop it some¬ 
where,” she said. "The law and soci¬ 
ety need to look at dements that are 
keeping people from achieving what 
they could be.” 

For Fathima Cader, lecturer and the 
law fecuhys soda! justice career co¬ 
ordinator, foe conference helped to 
contextualize foe law within larger is¬ 
sues, an effort which foe said is need¬ 
ed in foe profession Cader said legal 
education generally doesn't think in 
such a way and ills up to students and 
practitioners to bring a social justice 


perspective to the work they do. 

Gemma Smyth, assistant professor 
and academic dinic director, said foe 
practice offew is often seen asprofit- 
driven, while not necessarily “meet¬ 
ing foe needs of everyday people of 
people struggSingT 

“Thats not foe case!’ foe said. T think 
[this event] speaks to Windsor’s com¬ 
mitment to social justice, not just at 
schod but after, in terms of careers!* 


While foe school has carved out a 
space for students and faculty with a 
more activist edge, it still takes effort 
to push the boundaries of discussion 
and practice:

in a letter the university would with¬ 
hold some of file funds collected on 
behalf of the UWSA until it had an 
elected body and addressed concerns 
over how they would deal with the 
large transfers of student fees that 
usually take place. 

In a previous interview. Dean of 
Students Clayton Smith indicated 
file UWSA had addressed the uni¬ 
versity's concerns, and the next step 
is file creation of a Memorandum 
of Understanding (MOU) between 
the two bodies to ensure financial re¬ 
sponsibility.

caught if on the situation, then well

Haidarsaid. 

He acknowledged there is some “dis¬ 
taste” for the UWSA given the previ¬ 
ous years controversies. 

“We’re going to work very hard to 
combat that and hopefully for the 
next upcoming general election 
well have a lot more students get in¬ 
volved!’he said. 

The new VP Finance, Faisal Ishak, 
said it was a relief to “win” against the 
no option.

To combat the apparent “distaste” for 
the UWSA, he said he would work 
towards making the body's finances 
more transparent and accessible for 
students. 

“Students need to know where their 
money's going, a lot of them don’t 
even know that they're paying the 
UWSA,” he said adding there should 


be achance to students to weigh to on 
major purchases and spending deci¬ 
sions. 

Meanwhile, the UWSAs new repre¬ 
sentative on the Board of Governors, 
Mohammad Akbar, was pleased stu¬ 
dents took a more positive route to 
choosing their representation.

Campus police director, Mike MacK¬ 
innon, said they received a report of 
the incident around 2 am on Nov. 
21 at the CAW Centre. An informa¬ 
tion desk employee confirmed they 
received word of the incident from a 
student that morning. 

While not necessarily a costly act 
of vandalism or mischief, MacKin¬ 
non indicated die guilty party could 
face criminal charges or punishment 
through the Univosity^ student con¬ 
duct policy. 

MacKinnon confirmed there are se¬ 
curity cameras in place at the CAW 
Centre, and asked students with any 
information to come forward He did 
not confirm Whether the fecal bandit 



While he did not comment on the 
actions during the campaign, UW¬ 
SA newly-elected Vice President of 
Student Services, Abdi Abdi, believes 
hewas targeted by the perpetrator, 

“I do feel that I was targeted because 
when I went to the crime scene, 
where it hj^pened, five of my posters 
were affected and they were aU in dif¬ 
ferent positions. That’s not random, 
someone went out of their way to 
find my posters and smeared them? 
Abdi said 

Abdi said the incident happened 
near the northeast CAW Centre 
doors which face Memorial Hall He 
investigated the smearing the morn¬ 
ing of Nov. 21 after hearing about it 
from Chief Returning Officer, April 
Adams, 

Abdi said he went back a few days 
later and the feces was still there. He 
took pictures and removed the affect¬ 
ed posters himself He said the feces 


had been deaned off the ground, but 
not the posters. 

MacKinnon stated members of the 
University's deaning contractor were 
present cm scene once the feces was 
reported, but ifis unclear why the 
posters remained <m display. 

University of Windsors Manager of 
Erwironmental Services, John Regier, 
was unavailable to comment before 
press time as to why cleaning staff did 
not address the posters, 

“Ri^it now, I just want to know who 
it is, I don’t care about their punish¬ 
ment,” Abdi said "Its not just view¬ 
ing the election policy, its also violat¬ 
ing student safety, so its just a matter 
of closure for me right noW’ 

Abdi said the indecent act actually 
motivated him to win the dedkm.

WHAT’S COOKIN'? 


PARMESAN BAKED CHICKEN NUGGETS

If you’re a University parent 
with kids, you know one of their 
favorite snacks is probably 
chicken nuggets. Instead of get¬ 
ting the greasy mess filled with 
preservatives from a fast food 
joint, why not try this super easy, 
much healthier recipe you can 
bake in your own home? 


Instructions: 

1. Preheat oven to 400 degrees Fahrenheit 

2. Cut the chicken Into 1/S * 2 inch pieces and set aside in a 
dish. 

3. Spread panko in a thin layer on a rimmed baking sheet and 
bake for 5-7 minutes until golden brown. Transfer the panko 
to a shallow dish and mix in the parmesan and coarse salt 
Drizzle the oil and mix well, 

4. Set out the flour and eggs in separate dishes, the next step 
requires three parts. 

5. Increase the oven temperature to 450 degrees Fahrenheit 
Place a wire rack on a baking sheet and lightly coat with cook¬ 
ing spray. 

6* Take a few pieces of chicken, coat in flour, shake off excess 
flour, dip In egg, and then coat well with panko. Transfer to 
rack- Repeat until you've done this with all pieces of chicken. 

7. Bake until chicken is desired tenderness, about 12 -14 
minutes to cook thoroughly. Remember to rotate rack for even 
cooking. Serve warm with desired dipping sauce. 


Ingredients: 

2 boneless, skinless chicken 
breasts 

1 H Cup Panko bread crumbs 
1/3 Cup grated Parmesan 
y« Teaspoon coarse salt 

1 Tablespoon vegetable oil 
1/3 Cup all-purpose flour 

2 Large eggs, lightly beaten

Windsor Student Syndicate Criticizes 
UWSA Heading into Election

The Windsor Student Syndicate, a 
seif-described “alternative network 
of students; unbound by bureaucratic 
restraints” went on the attack before 
the UWSA elections last week, advo¬ 
cating for a “restructuring ofstudent 
political participation in the union 
that represents them. 

The group set up shop on the CAW 
Centre bakony Nov: 25, Hasting mu¬ 
sic and handing out zine-style pam¬ 
phlets to spread their message. The 
pamphlet, tided “A Guide to UWSA 
Corruption,” outlines the alleged 
“structural ineptitude” of the alliance 
and the Syndicates response to it, “a 
more effective form of governance 
based on consensus and free asso¬ 
ciation." A timeline of “corruption” 
attempted to paint out how “political 
garnet’can get in the way of effective 
governance. 

The group, who were occupying the 
bakony without permission, left after 
their demonstration 

Citing previous UWSA voter turn¬ 
out well bdow 10 per cent, and a slate 


of elected representatives unwilling 
to organize when a labour dispute 
between the university and faculty 
association threatened access to edu¬ 
cation with one-day strike actions, 
Syndicate activist and fourth year 
philosophy student Dominic Piz- 
zolitto questioned the effectiveness of 
UWSA governance structures. 

“All we want to see, ultimately is a 
much more significant portion of die 
student body engaging in politics at 
the University of Windsor)’ Pizzolitto 
said 

But according to Pizzolitto, that en¬ 
gagement shouldn’t come in the 
form of a vote praxied out through 
an elected representative. 

“We can have a more effective meth¬ 
od for ghidpnK to come together to 
e ngage in a discussion,” Pizzolitto 
said “Our idea is looking for alterna¬ 
tive methods for students to associate 
to make it more feasible for student 
voices to be heard” 

That alternative method in die eyes 
ofPizzolitto, would indude more stu¬ 
dents engaged in direct discussions 
about how to spend UWSA funds, 
iadiitated by darironic communka- 
tions. 


Pizzolittomadeapoint to distance the 
Syndicate from die previous “None 
of die Above?’ campaign, which he 
called “reactionary" because it didn’t 
propose an alternative. 

The Syndicates actions, among other 
things, prompted a negative response 
and even accusations of radsm on 
their Eacebook group. The com¬ 
ment withm a lengthy thread on the 
page, woe deleted 

The “bokf tactics prompted a concil¬ 
iatory response online. 

“Our aesthetic is bold and it has 
scared and confused many people,” 
Pizzolitto wrote, referencing the use 
of industrial music and their litera¬ 
ture, which was modelled after 1960s 
counterculture pieces. 

“Our idea with the demonstration 
in general was to get students excited 
about political activism, and if dial 
is not the message that came across 
then that is our Mure But we have 
succeeded in drawing the attention of 
the necessary parties to dfect change 
and for that we will not apologize," he 
continued 

Pizzolitto maintained the campaign 
was not an effort to point individual 


candidates as corrupt, but ft did show 
how “political schisms" can make for 
ineffective representation, 

UWSA General Manager Nicole 
Morrell questioned the groups tactics 
as they never readied out to discuss 
theft concerns with the alliance. 

T have never been approached 
by any of these students to discuss 
anything in regards to the UWSA 
practises or any issues that they have 
with the organization,” Morrell said 
encouraging students w1k> want to 
improve UWSA practices to reach 
out and advocate their posifiore “ft is 
easy to bdittle or tear down a system 
and much more work to properly in¬ 
vestigate the issues and work in coop¬ 
eration towards results.” 

T)ver foe last months students, staff 
and volunteers of the UWSA have 
worked tirdessly to improve our gw- 
emanre document re-eeamine our 
working structure, take foe concerns 
and changes suggested to the students 
in a special general meeting which 
were widely received and accepted 
and elect new dedicated students to 
the UWSA board and executives. All 
this to weak towards a better UWSA 
that best represents andwoiks for our 


students," Morrdl said. 

UWSA new president, Ronnie Hai¬ 
dar, reiterated MorrdTs take. 

“First and foremost, would love to 
sit down and talk to anybody whos 
concern is the rights of students A 
long as tiie common theme is whats 
important for students)’ Haidar said, 
adding that hes hoping to meet with 
representatives from the group to 
hear their concerns. He plans to delve 
into the syndicated literature for a bet- 
te idea of whs they stand foe 

“If there is a notion that the UWSA 
is not advocating or representing stu¬ 
dents to liighest levd they can, then 
its my responsibility to sit down and 
have a conversation on how we can 
improve)' Haidar said. 

The syndicates Pizzolitto indicated 
he would be willing to work with the 
UWSA in an effort to restructure the 
alliance to involve more students in 
decision-making processes. 

He said the group plans to publish a 
“platform" which will outline theft 
{dan for reformation in the coming 
weeks.

University Moving Forward 
With Sexual Assault Policy

The University of Windsor admin¬ 
istration is moving forward to create 
a specific policy to address sexual 
assault on campus, aiming to have 
the draft policy by February reading 
week 

The policy is currently being re¬ 
searched by a working group struck 
by Provost Robert Grr and chaired by 
Dean of Students Clayton Smith, 

“With a Me bit ofludc well have [ the 
policy] in place by ftfl? Smith said 

President AlanWildeman also struck 
a broaderworking group, tasked with 
taking a broads lock at preventing 


sexual violence by bringing together 
a number of stakeholder to address 
the issue 

The establishment ofthe groups and 
policy work comes at a aitical time. 
‘A recent poll done by the Toronto 
Star found that only nine of 78 uni¬ 
versity campuses have dedicated 
policies dealing with sexual assault on 
campus. The story pointed out how a 
lack of resources and formal policies 
means educational institutions are 
“failing victims of sexual assault 

Dean of Students* Clayton Smith, 
made it dear the estabfehment of the 
group was not a reason to tire nega- 
live media light shone upon Canada^ 
post-secondary institutions. 

With a number of incidences of 


sexual assault on campus and in the 
community Smith said it was “be¬ 
coming dearer to [him] that [they] 
needed to do something;'' He added 
such instances prompted the Provotf 
to strike a working group to create a 
policy, whkh came before the release 
ofthe Toronto Star’s report 

Smith explained the Provosts initial 
idea cf a policy working group was 
followed shortly after by the Presi¬ 
dent, who called for the establish¬ 
ment of a broader group to address 
sexual violence on campus whkh 
will incorporate a number of stake¬ 
holders. induding faculty, campus 
police and experts in counselling and 
human rights.

Smith said the initial work of the pol¬ 
icy group will seek to find the “fey of 
the land 11 in terms of what other Ca¬ 
nadian institutions are doing to ad¬ 
dress sexual violence through policy. 

faculty who’ve researched sexual vio¬ 
lence and campus-based responses 
will present the best practices at their 
next meeting which Smfth said 
should happen in early January 

The policy group will move to create 
a draft policy Smith explained, which 
will then be brougjti forward for de¬ 
liberation at the Presidents group. 
Once the policy \s agreed upon by 


both groups, it will be presented at the 
Board of Governors for djsoisaon 
and ratification. 

The issue of student participation in 
tile policy formation process has yet 
to be determined 

Wildeman indicated the garnering of 
student feedback would receive “care¬ 
ful consideration,” and may indude 
“direct dialogue with .students, soda) 
media [and] web sites'

When typing "the meaning of 
Giristmas” into a Google search, the 
definition comes up as *1he annual 
Christian festival celebrating Christ's 
birth* held on Dec 25 iivthe Western 
ChurchT 

The andent holiday actually has 
roots prior to file time of Christ Ac- 
cordrng to Christian Apologetics and 
Research Ministry many andent 
cultures celebrated the changing of 
the seasons, Christmas is celebrated 
around die time in whkh the north¬ 
ern hemisphere of Europe celebrated 
the winter solstice - the shortest day 
of the year - whkh occurs around 
Dec. 25. This time was celebrated 
because* during winter* crops would 
not grow people and animals stayed 
indoors and to know that winter was 
half over was a time of celebration. 

In the Roman system of religion, 
Saturn was seen to be die God of 
agriculture. The Christian Apologet¬ 
ics and Research Ministry states Ro- 
mans believed “each year during the 
summer, the god Jupiter would force 
Saturn out erf his dominant position 
in the heavenly realm; and the days 
would begin to shorten In the temple 
to Saturn in Rome, the feet of Saturn 
were then symbolically bound with 
chains until the winter solstice when 
the length erfdays began to increase,” 
and sex the pagans would celebrate 



as the harshness of winter began to 
wind down and the days began to 
grow longer They called this cel¬ 
ebration Saturnalia* whkh lasted one 
week beginning Dec 17 and ending 
Dec 25. 

By the time of Christ* Saturnalia was 
a wefl-estaNished holiday and could 
not be overcome, When the CathoBc 
church became the dominant church 
in Europe during the early 4th cen¬ 
tury the Roman Catholic church ad¬ 
opted the holiday* with intentions to 
convert it into a Christian celebrated 
holiday, declaring Dec, 25 the day of 
the Lordi birth - initially named the 
Feast of the Nativity 

So* where exactly did the tradition of 
gift giving come from? 

There are many theories to this sub¬ 


ject Research reveals throughout the 
evolution erf Christmas presents have 
typically been involved in some fash¬ 
ion. The most common perception 
comes from a Roman Catholic tradi¬ 
tion - on the day of Jesus’ birth* gift 
giving began with the three wise men 
who gave Jesus myrrh* ftankincense 
and gold

mimics. 

Real Christmas trees give us that rare oppor¬ 
tunity to attain authenticity to reconnect not 
with a simulated image or representation, but 
the real thing 

Now while that may seem a tad philosophi- 
eal for some, there are also some very practical 
reasons to seek the real thing 

Given the growing concern over dimate 
change buying a real tree is die green optica 
Accounting for the necessary extraction and 


refinement of petroleum to create these plas¬ 
tic alx>mi nations, plus the oil-fueled trip they 
must make from thdr overseas manuiktur- 

ers to our homes* tfs a lot better to buy real 

Sure,scoe^fiJretreesarebetterfortheen- 
vironment because they can be used for more 
than a single year* but the carbon footprint of a 
mass-produced plastic tree dearly outweighs 
the impact of growing and transporting real 
trees.The multi-year growing cycle of our real 
trees actually soak up carbon dkunde, plus 
they don't spend the next hundred years in a 
landfill 

IS you’re not keen on cutting down a living 
creature, there are now options to rent potted 
trees, which are then replanted Renting also 
takes care of the cost argument often used to 
justify fake trees. 

Finally, this whole debate cant miss the tradi¬ 
tion of pkkinga real tree. 

I can fondly recall visiting the tree lot with 
my family scouring through trees to find the 
perfect fit No two are the same, and the joy of 
finding "our^ tree brought an adventureTike 
fed to the trip. The tradition of picking a tree 
from the iof, or heading out to the county to 
cut one down* brings us together as fomilie&It 
can be a calm precursor to the holiday festivi¬ 
ties which can often overwhelm. 

The idea of gabbing the same bcoc from Wal 
Mart shelves as a thousand other people be¬ 
fore you pales in comparison to that journey 
to find your unique family tree 

In the end having a real tree or a take tree isn’t 
going to make or break your Christmas cel¬ 
ebration, but as consumers, we have a choke. 
My choke will always be the real tree, as it cel¬ 
ebrates authenticity is better for die environ¬ 
ment, and offers a tangible way for families to 
connect in tradition.

You can buy yourself an artificial 
Christmas tree for as low as $1G and use that 
same tree for 10 plus years in your home 
You can even buy pre-lit Christmas trees to 
save you all the hassle of wrapping the lights 
around the tree Left face it its more fun to 
put those pretty Christmas ornaments on 
the tree anyways - lights are a tangled mess. 

Speaking of lights, has anyone ever taken 
in to consideration file fire hazards of real 
Christmas trees? fan betting a crackling fire 
isn’t exactly the present you hoped to find 
under your Christmas tree When your 
real tree is cut down and brought in to your 
home, it begins to dry out, and when you 
put your lights on your tree - which emit 
all kinds of heat and can cause all sorts of 
de&rical hazards - its the perfect storm for 
the opposite of your ideal white Christmas. 

Between 2007 and 2011, US. fire departments 
responded to approximately 230 home fires 
that begun with Christinas trees - per year 
These fires caused, annually, sixd^ths, 22 inju¬ 
ries and over $18 million in property damage. 

So now that beautiful fragrant Christmas tree 
has not only cost you, on average, $100 - $200, 
but has now cost you thousands and could

She did, however, point to Lakehead 
University 1 s nine page policy asapar- 
ticulariy good example. 

For foe University of Windsor, Senn 
identified a number of issues shod 
like addressed in the policy 

Often times foe mandatory report¬ 
ing of sexual assault can deter vic- 
tims from coming forward vShe said, 
which can be addressed through an 
“anonymous or confidential report¬ 
ing,” allowing campus police to be 
aware of an increase in sexual assault 
without re-mthnizing survivors 
through the reporting process. 

One of the main goals, Senn said, 
is to have survivors continue their 
education on campus. Even though 
the university cant necessarily im¬ 


pact how foe criminal justice system 
works, the policy should operate on a 
foundation of “care and supporf for 
victims. 

That could involve, Senn said* a gen¬ 
eral statement cm the unacce^ 
of sexual violence, increased training 
for campus staff to assist victims, as 
well as an increased amount of in¬ 
formation available for those seeking 
hdp. 

She pointed to a lack of information 
on the universilys website around 
what victims of sexual assault should 
do to seek help 

Currently, those seeking information 
will be brought to a student counsel¬ 
ling page on menial health which 
covers both sexual assault and sexual 
harassment, as wdl as community 
resources which aid victims, like 
the Sexual Assauk Crisis Centre of 
Windsor Essex County 

“Sexual harassment policies aren't 
meant for sexual assault,” Senn add¬ 
ed.

UWindsor students who fidy on 
public transit can look forward to 
some“smarf tediiKJogymtheam- 
ing years. 

Transit Windsor is currently accept¬ 
ing proposals from companies to 
implement a “Smart Bus” program, 
an initiative which b^an when dty 
council earmarked $L7 million from 
thar2G13 capital budget 

The addition of smart technology to 
Windsor^ transit fleet could give citi¬ 
zens the ability to track their busses 
in real time using the web or mobile 
applications, which will, according to 
Director of Operations Patrick Del- 
more, help convince younger people 
that public transit Ls an option. 

“Without this technology, were los¬ 
ing a whole generation of transit 
riders,” Delmore said, explaining the 
new technology could entice people 
who may have other forms of trans¬ 


portation and dont consider bussing 
a reliable alternative. “This will really 
change how public transit willlookin 
thisdiyF 

The request for proposal is broken 
down into a number of components, 
representing Transit Windsor s wish 
list of items. The cost of those items 
will determine which get imple* 
menled

regards to what is available,* Delmore 
said “What comes back and what we 
can afford will definitely be a different 
sfcoqf 

He said there have been a number of 
vendors whbve picked up the tender, 
a“good sigh* for the proposal process 
which doses Jan, 9 of next year. 

A consulting firm was hired in 20!3 
to hdp the dty along the transition to 
smart transit, a process many other 
cities have already gone through. 

“Because we're not first out of gate 
theres lots of experience in the in¬ 


dustry!’ Delmore said, meaning the 
dty can leam from the other com¬ 
munities. “Others have already ex¬ 
perienced foe pain and suferng of 
imjdementationr 

Delmore said an internal committee 
will review the proposals then line up

The win marked a milestone for 
Spitfires head coach. Bob Bough- 
ner, With his 296th win behind the 
Windsor bench, Boughner moves 
past Tom Webster and sets a new 


franchise record 

The nett night would prove to be a 
much different story as the Spitfires 
were shutout 3-0 by the Sudbury 
Wolves after Windsor fired 43 shots 
at goakender Troy Timpano. 

Wolves forward Chad Hefenan 
scored short-handed after teammate 
Jeff Corbett was sent off for hooking 
in the late stages of the first period 
Windsor pushed for the equalizer but 
Timpano would not allow it 

The second period would include 
lots of offensive opportunities but 
foe Spitfires couldn't put the puck 
past Timpano, throwing 14 shots cm 
gee! in the period but surrendered 


another late goal when Matt Schmalz 
connected cm the Wolves powerplay 
with just over two minutes remaining 
in the frame. 

The Spitfires had two power-play 
opportunities in the third period 
but Timpano would not denied the 
shutout as he smothered Windsors 
18 shots in the third and 43 total for 
the game for his first shutout of the 
season. The win was only Sudbury’s 
seventh of the year.

Honourable But 
Delivery Lacking

Even though the Windsor Student 
Syndicates message came off a little 
harsh, thdr imderiying goal deserves 
a second look in a time where politi¬ 
cal partidpation, particularly among 
young people, is in the tank. 

The syndicate, a socaUed “alterna¬ 
tive network of studen te; unbound by 
bureaucratic restraints,” went on the 
attack the week of the University of 
Windsor Students 1 Alliance elections, 
pointing out alleged '‘corruption and 
structural ineptitude” of the institu¬ 
tion which is mandated to represent 
and fight for students. They argued 
students dont participate because 
they fed the system does not truly 
represent them. 

They made those statements in dra¬ 
matic fashion outside CAW Centre 
as students prepared to head to the 
polk 

Sbdeton-ridden handouts, meant 
to mimk 1960s counter ciiture lit¬ 
erature Hares of red as homage to 
the radicals before them. Even some 
dbecure French irakistrial musk to 
round exit thdr "bofcf aesthetic 

That boldness ended up taking away 
from thdr message which pointed 
out the problems of a system which 
limits student participation to the 
minimal act of praxying out their 
voice to a representative. 

The syndicate argued, in essence, 
for a relhinking <5 the structure of 
the UWSA in how it incorporates 
students into dedskn-making pro¬ 
cesses. 

Mass <xmmunications and die ad¬ 
vent of social media have made tt eas¬ 
ier for people to cdlaborale and niake 
decisions, so why not take advantage 
of those systems to make donocratic 
participation more direct? Why 
not be free of an elite dass of elected 
representatives and govern ourselves 
directly? 

Ifea honourable goal thffl: many have 
championed, and it conveyed the 
broader and disiBusionmeiit 
with a system which asks us to cede 
our political power through the pro¬ 
cess of voting. 

The reality is, most young people 
don’t vote, whether its in municipal, 
provincial cr federal elections. We; 
18-30 year olds, are less likely to fed 
that our vote matters, that our baflots 
make a difference, or that our rep¬ 
resentatives have our best interest at 
heart 

That was, I think, the gist of what the 
syndics wants to address. 

White the UWSA general manager 
pointed to a “fantastic” turnout of 
abctu ten per cent the new president 
will be leading the alliance with a pal¬ 
try five per cent of student^ support 
White I am net at all questioning 
Me Haidars victory or legitimac y as 
leader, 1 do question an institution 


which seems content with such dis¬ 
mal numbers. 

Thats where I agree with the syndi¬ 
cate. 

Big changes are needed to stem the 
flow of alienation and disillusion¬ 
ment with our democratic systems. 
We should adapt our dedsion-mak- 
ing processes to get more people in- 
wived, whidi would not oniy make 
democracy more direct and respon¬ 
sive, but also serve to educate those 
who haven’t had the chance to study 
or experience how these institutions 
work. 

But even with those legitimate con¬ 
cerns, die syndicate chose not to 
reach out to the UWSA to discuss 
their message. While they advocated 
for the broadening of democratic 
deliberation within the alliance, they 
chose not to extend a hand to die 
staff and elected leaders who steer the 
UWSA ship. 

That is whoe their radicalism auki 
have been tempered by a close of 
pragmatism. 

While te all well and good to fight 
for positive change, here needs to 

be at least some attempt to team and 

engage with the institution you’re at- 
tempting to reform. A radical unable 
to do so will find themselves forever 
boundng off the wails of the bureau¬ 
cracies they're hoping to change. 

It seems the UWSA and its represen¬ 
tatives are ready and willing to listen 
to that message. Mr Haidar indicated 
last week that ids his job to listen, as 
long as i& a conversation thafe geared 
towards the benefit of the student 
body 

In that sense, the syndicate and 
UWSA aren't that different. 

Even though it can seem bureaucrat¬ 
ic, students are at the heart of what the 
UWSA does. To call it comipt is an 
insult to those who work there and 
those who've chosen to become rep¬ 
resentatives. Yes, pditics can be vola¬ 
tile, but thdr intentions are honour¬ 
able and rooted in a desire to make 
the university a better place. 

Likewise, Fm sure many syndicate 
members pay their UWSA dues and 
desire to make it, and the campus as a 
whole, better. 

Thatis why Fm looking forward to 
seeing what comes of the conver¬ 
sation between the syndicate and 
UWSA representatives. 

I hope the syndicate has teamed that 
a bold aesthetic can only go so fee 
If its merely a package to an effort 
unwilling to engage with the institu¬ 
tion they want to change, they will be 
doomed to fail 

Just as they call for a broadening of 
how students participate in the aDi- 
ances decision-making process, they 
must also make an effort to engage 
UWSA staff and elected teaders in a 
conversation about how to accom¬ 
plish that noble goaL

The reign of Conservative majority 
has been rife with controversy 

From ramming through omnibus 
bills and contentious "tough on 


against a staffer for 2011s voter fraud 
and "robocalT scandal, which saw 
voter suppression tactics in a number 
of key ridings. 

They've ignored widespread calls for 
an inquiry into missing and mur¬ 
dered Aboriginal women, angered 
veterans with service cuts and used 
new elections legislation to give them 
die upper hand in the upcoming 
vote. 

Suffice it to say, the governing party 
hasn’t been making many feiends. 

If Harpers reign does end in 2015, 
wiD it be New Democrat leader 
Tom Mukrar or Liberal leader Justin 
Thideau playing spoiler? Or maybe a 
bitofboth? 

According to ThreeHundredEight. 
com, a non-partisan website which 
compiles provincial and national 
public opinion data from palling 
companies across the country die 
liberals have a tight lead, with an 
average of 349 per cent support in 
December. The Conservatives were 
dose behind with 32.4 per cent The 
NDP have dropped in overall sup¬ 


port since 201 l’s Orange\^ve made 
them the Official Opposition in Par¬ 
liament 

At a seat-specific level, if Decembers 
projections were to come to fruition, 
die Conservative majority would be 
brought down to a minority of 139 
seats. With the addition of electoral 
seals, mainly in Ontario, Afoerta and 
British Columbia, a party requires 
169 seats to win a majority in the 338 
seat Parliament 

With those projections, the Liberals 
would be dose behind the Conser¬ 
vatives with 130 seals and die NDP 
in a relatively distant third with 65 


of a coalition between Liberals and 
New Democrats, using it as a tactic to 
gain electoral success in 2008. 

However, given die discontent with 
Conservative policy and politics, 
2015V election may see a grow¬ 
ing acceptance of an “Anything But 
Conservative^’ voting strategy Such a 
strategy would see individuals who've 
traditionally voted for the NDP Lib¬ 
erals or other parties instead vote for 
die candidate most likely to defeat the 



their party. 


This counters the problem of “split¬ 
ting the vote,” uniting non-Conser- 
vatives under one banner on a riding- 
by-riding basis, 

But it want be an easy victory, as the 
Conservatives are well-funded and 
enjoy the advantage of incumbency 
in a majority of riding. 

Whatever the 2015 campaign period 
and election holds, the contentious 
nature of Conservative rule wiD sure¬ 
ly bolster voter turnout, which hit a 
historical low of 58 per cent in2008.

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Changes To Parking May Be 
Coming to a City Near You

The dty of Windsor administration 
has recommended an increase in 
the parking rates at dty meters, lots 
and garages city-wide as wdl as die 
elimination of one hour free park¬ 
ing at the Goyeau and Pelisser park¬ 
ing gardes in downtown Windsor. 

These issues will be going to coun¬ 
cil for approval on )an 19, Should 
the recommeruiation be accepted, 
the elimination of the one-hour free 
parking at the two downtown lots in 
Windsor would see an expected rev¬ 
enue increase of $187,425 per year. 

Drew Dilkens, dty of Wind¬ 
sor mayor, said die reason for 
the elimination of one hour 
free parking is a two-fold issue. 

“Theres been some abuse of die one 
hour free parking and we’re trying to 
eliminate that abuse!’ said Dilkens. 
“But I would say that the more press¬ 
ing issue is the need to reinvest in 
the garages and we just don’t raise 
enough revenue from the opera- 
tion of die garage in order to make 
toe remvcstmeras mm are rctjturecL 

Additionally, parking meters could 
see an increase of $0.10 per hour 
This means meter rates will increase 
to $1.35 per hour while lots and ga¬ 
rages will increase to $1.10 per hour 

Dilkens said there has not been an 
increase at the meters in seven years 
and council is "trying to eliminate the 
deficit in the off-street parking reserve 
which is at $15 million right now!’ 

This possible change in parking rates 


in the dty has University of Wind¬ 
sor student Paige Rigney feeling un¬ 
easy. Currently in her second year 
of the concurrent ECE program, 
Rigney said she has had to use street 
parking for evening classes and al¬ 
ready feds die rates are too high. 

“Students already have a kit to pay 
for at University, whether ifs tu¬ 
ition, books, food, supplies ... park¬ 
ing should not be another huge 
cost for students that need to save 
money! 1 said Rigney “Increasing 
parking rates could turn future stu¬ 
dents away from attending Uni¬ 
versity because that’s more money 
dial they will need to pay out” 

Rigney said the decision will also af¬ 
fect her attendance at downtown 
activities as well as attending Univar¬ 
sity activities such as sporting events. 

In a similar situation, second year 
engineering student at the Uni¬ 
versity of Windsor, Joshua Buller 
said when heas at school for more

This elimina¬ 
tion of one hour free parking in the 
garages, as wdl as the increase at the 
meters, will allow the dty to rein¬ 
vest funds and make improvements 
where they need to be. He said both 
jprages are "dingy and need a new 


coat of paint,” they also have some 
flooding issues and the dty needs to 
spend some money there, but the 
moneyhas to come from somewhere. 

“1 think if people see that were re¬ 
investing the money that we collect 
back to the garages, they’ll have a 
sincere appreciation for the reasons 
that we’re doing it,” said Dilkens.

According to WeddingBdkca, the 
average cost of a wedding in Canada, 
including the honeymoon, isa whop¬ 
ping $31,000.1 gasped at the statistic 
and set my sights on finding what 
Wedding Odyssey goers thought of 
die potentially debt-inducing sum of 
weddings. 

I met Jason, whos getting married in 
August of 2017, by the espresso ma¬ 
chine. 

He didn’t look thrilled to be there. 

“[Weddings] seem more like a Hol¬ 
lywood premiere than just a focus 
on the bride and groom. Looking 
around, ife gotten a Btde aazyf Jason 
said. 

With that in mind, Jason and his fi¬ 
ancee were on the lookout for cost 


savings. His soon-to-be wife will be 
making theparty favors and he’ll look 
to DJ friends for a discounted rate. 

Unlike a lot of couples, Jason and his 
partner wont be incurring debt for 
thdr wedding, having a firm budget 
in mind and determined to stick to it 

"Ybu have to set a budget because if 
you don’t you’re gonna end up in 
debt if you’re not already thereT he 
explained. 

And that debt can increase other 
costs for newly-wed couples. 

1 talked to Ruth Liebman of Desjar¬ 
dins Financial Security Network She 
helps people find any number of in¬ 
surance options, which indudes life 
insurance. When opting for life in¬ 
surance, couples must cover all their 
debts. 

“When we sit down with them to do 
insurance, and theywant to cover off 
all their debts, they do cany over debt 
bom the wedding and so they need 
an increased amount of coverage to 
cover everything off* Liebman ex¬ 
plained. 

She pointed to societal pressure, 
where new couples want to keep up 
with what they see cm TV or what 
other people do. 

“I think that sometimes people get 
caught up in the moment, and so 
they want bigger better more lav¬ 


ish,” Liebmen said - and that means 
higher costs. 

Liebmaifc colleague, C&n Franzoi, 
managing director of the local Des¬ 
jardins branch, encouraged couples 
to think long and hard about what 
they qiend their hard-earned money 
on. 

"1 stayed within my means when I 
got married and fd encourage any¬ 
one getting married to stay within 
their means. Why take on that debt if 
you don’t have to?” he said. 

For couple Dennis and Taya, who are 
to be wed in October of this year, i& 
financial assistance from their par¬ 
ents that will keep them out of the 
red. 

“If we didrit have help from our 
families, we would be going into debt, 
absolutely!’ Taya said, adding the 
Odyssey j^ve diem a chance to find 
cheaper options, even if the whole 
process is a little stressful 

I asked another couple, Jon and Kar¬ 
en, if they fed pressure to meet others’ 
expectations. 

“If you M into peer pressure or what 
society wants, then you’re stuck,” he 
said. “I could imagine, we’re a little bit 
older, someone whds younger and 
more impressionable may have more 
idealistic dreams. We certainly don't 
gA cauglit up in that pressure!’

Healthy Relationships Focus of 
Psychology Departments This Semester

Two departments at the University 
ofWindsor are joining together in an 
effort to help foster heahhy relation¬ 
ships from their roots. 

The Peer Support Centre in con¬ 
junction with the Psychological Ser¬ 
vices and Research Centre (PSRC) 
hare launched a new campaign for 
Healthy Relationships. Fiona Dysb- 
niku, Advanced Pradicum Student 
in the Department d'Psychology at 
die Uniwrsity of Windsor said the 
initiative originated from observa- 
tkrc that “rekttcmship concerns were 
one of the main reasons for seeking 
support and/or therapy on campus.” 

“Data collected over the past two 


years at the Peer Support Centre 
trading the concerns students are 
more likely to address shcrwed similar 
patterns from semester to semester, 
and relationship concerns, for the 
most part, ranked in second or third 
place with stress/anxiety or academic 
concerns usually number one,” said 
Dyshinku. 

An artide published by The Globe 
and Mail in June of 2012 reports 
of dating violence to police in 2010 
reached well over 48,700. Accord¬ 
ing to The Globe and Mail, this data 
also found women in their late 20s to 
early 30s were the most at risk, while 
men in their mid 30s to mid 40s were 
most at risk. The artide goes on to say 
foe most common violence was con¬ 
fined to the victims residence, while 
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younger victims in their teens were 
more likely to be assaulted in public 
orinschooL 

It is for this reason the PSRC will 
also be offering a workshop as 
well as psychotherapy group mir¬ 
roring the theme of healthy re¬ 
lationships, however the topic is 
broader than just romantic rela¬ 
tionships, induding focus on rela¬ 
tionships with family and friends. 
In line with their on-going awareness 
program, the PSRC are organizing 
a free two-hour workshop, which 
will take place Jan. 28 from 10 am 
to 1230 pm on the topic of Healthy 
Relationships. 

“Thisworkshop will consist of educa¬ 
tion, discussions and activities on the 
topics of healthy relationships and 


emotion, relationship maintenance 
mechanisms, effective conflict resolu¬ 
tion and the role of modem technol¬ 
ogy on relationship satisfaction;’ said 
Dyshniky. 

Additionally, the Peer Support Cen¬ 
tre will be holding a Post It activity 
on the same date. The Peer Support 
Centre usually holds Post It activates 
open to general topics where students 
can stop in and write down their 
thoughts. However, for thus one-day 
students are able to stop by the table 
to write down their thoughts specific 
to relationships. 

“For example, students can write 
downwhat they may be experiencing 
in their relationship 'uncertainty* or a 
positive note that is currentlyworking 
for them in their relationship "keep an 


open channel of communication" 
said Dyshniky. “The Post It activity is 
intended for students to read as well 
so they can see that they are not alone 
and others may have similar experi¬ 
ences!’ 

The initiative, while focused on heav¬ 
ily in January, will continue through 
February into April with Psycho¬ 
therapy groups, which are set to begin 
Feb. 24. Topes of discussion include 
heahhy and unhealthy relationships, 
relationship satisfaction, emotions 
and relationships, boundaries, com¬ 
munication styles, among others.

There is a 
limit though, as too much or too vig¬ 
orous exercise may do the opposite of 
what you want 

And ife not just Hood flow, Dr. 
Memer explained 

“Exercise helps with studying be¬ 
cause it reduces stress hormones in 
the body that interfere with things 
like memory retention!’ said Dr. 
Memer. “ft also activates your ner¬ 
vous system so you will fed more 
alert and focused” 

So, instead of using your study breaks 
to surf the internet or pump yourself 
full of caffeine, try out this home¬ 
work/workout routine to pump up 
not just your physique but also your 
brainpower.

Karen Gill-Gore, Director for Gov¬ 
ernment Training Services, said the 
job fair was expected to see upwards 
of 1,400 to 1,800, which has been the 
case in recent years. 

It's a great ev en t with over 76 em¬ 
ployers with well over 170 employer 
representativesT said Gore. “It gives 
an opportunity for local employers 
as well as provincial and international 
employers to have access to our great 
students and graduates of the college 
and foe university 

Planning the event begins in the 
spring Representatives from partici¬ 
pating businesses discussed available 
positions with students ranging from 
M-time and part-time employment 
to co-op and internship opportuni¬ 
ties. Potential employment opportu¬ 
nities included banks, manufacturing 


plants, financial services, automotive, 
the Navy and Hie Canadian Forces, 
to name a few. 

“The great part about the job fair is 
it!s not targeted to one industryf said 
Gore. "Lots of industries are rep¬ 
resented and lots of positions.

In order to hdp students prepare 
for employment, Kerri Zokl, an Ap¬ 
plied Learning Coordinator at the 
University of Windsor, gave advice 
to students regarding what employ¬ 
ers lookfor and how to best represent 
themselves.

Both married mothers of young chil¬ 
dren worked together at Ford Mo¬ 
tor Company. They heard news of 
a new small engine program possibly 
coming to Windsor in the fall, which 
would have sparked over 7,000 di¬ 
rect and indirect jabs- 1,000 of those 
jobs would have been assembly jobs 
at foe plant However due to lack of 
government funding, foe dreams of 
Ford Motor Company growing in 
Windsor-Essex were shattered after 
several weeks of discussions. Instead, 
Ford opted to move foe program to 
Mexico where it coukl be produced 
with lower costs. It was this event 
which brought foe two women to¬ 


gether with a petition which has the 
goal of trying to re-open talks be¬ 
tween Ford Motor Company and the 

Government 

"We were devastated,” said MacDon¬ 
ald “We’ve worked there for 20 years, 
these are fantastic jobs, its a wonder¬ 
ful place to work and we just hate see¬ 
ing our community struggle.” 

The reason these jobs are not coming 
to Windsor-Essex County is because 
foe government does not see invest¬ 
ing in this to be beneficial to tax-pay¬ 
ers. However, looking at foe number 
of signatures already accumulated 
by foe petition, those tax-payers dis¬ 
agree. John, MacDonakfe partner, 
said their goal is to “get everyone 
exdted about foe potential Windsor 
holds.” 

“We have the highest unemployment 
rate," said MacDonald “The highest 
youth poverty rate, yet we still con¬ 


sistently out give to other communi- whidi according to foe two women, 
ties that have more people and more is a big deal in order to keep the con- 
money'’ versation going.

They 
have circulated foe petition door to 
door, at community events and there 
is also an online version which can 
be signed as wed Currently, the peti¬ 
tion has a confirmed 4,000 signatures 
with the hardcopy version and Z726 
signatures online Bor every 25 signa¬ 
tures that are signed, it can be tabled 


the auto industry after they graduate. 
The smallengine part thatwassent to 
a different location and taken away 
from Windsor-Essex could have 
shown potential for students looking 
to enter the automotive industry lo¬ 
cally. If this part would have came to 
Wtndsor, MacDonald and John said 
foey calculated ft would have brought 
back $15 million a week back into 
the economy. 

“You are foe next generation and we 
are trying to target you” said Mac¬

Be The Change Windsor-Essex has

The local conservation authority is 
putting out the call for citizen scien¬ 
tists for this year's Marsh Monitor¬ 
ing Program, a great opportunity for 
university students regain experience 
and build their science skills while 
contributing to knowledge about lo¬ 
cal ecology 

Marsh Monitoring Program lead and 
Outreach Coordinator for the the Es¬ 
sex Region Conservation Author¬ 
ity (ERCA) explained the program 
involves volunteer “citizen scientists” 
visiting a local marsh a number of 


season to survey local bird or frag 
populations. 

"Basically, die marsh monitoring 
program is divided into two sections, 
bird monitoring and amphibian 
monitoring. Volunteers can survey 
one or both,” Biribauersaid 

PCX' the bird monitoring portion, 
volunteers will go to their assigned 
marsh area twice in set time frames 
during the season, which runs May 
to July. They’D use audio recording 
of particularly elusive bird species 
to dir# a response. For amphibian 
monitors, volunteers will attend their 
station once in each month, listening 


des based on their call and estimating 
the number of individuals they are 
hearing. 

In total, volunteers will be asked to 
give lOto 12 hours of their time over 
the three month season, which in¬ 
cludes travel, practicing identification 
skills, survey time, and completing 
the data forms at foe end of foe sea- 
son 

These citizen scientists won’t be going 
in without the required knowledge 
ERCA will give a workshop to inter¬ 
ested parties sometime in the next 
few months. 


to learn bud and amphibian iden¬ 
tification skills. They will also kam 
one type of survey protocol used for 
quantifying biodivasity and popula¬ 
tion sizes,” Biribauer said 

Marsh Monitor volunteers will need 
some sort of transportation to the 
sites, but can also partner with a cur¬ 
rent volunteer. 

"Even if the student could not com¬ 
mit to an entire season, or could not 
travel to a site on a regular basis, there 
could be mentoring opportunities 
whereby a student could tag along 
with other volunteers, to get a taste of 


Overall Biribauer said the program 
is a good opportunity to learn skills 
and contribute to understanding and 
protecting the local ecological system. 

“The Marsh Monitoring Program is 
a great introduction to the world of 
citizen science, wherevolunteers give 
their time and talents and passions to 
help monitor our local ecosystems 
and wildlife populations,” she said 
adding “being a volunteer looks great 
on the resume too!”

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Valentine’s Day — The Ancient 
Holiday and the Consumer Outlook

Has the tradition of Valentin^ Day 
revolving around lovti been replaced 
with a stigma for consumer culture? 

There are a number of stories con¬ 
cerning the legend of Valentine^ 
Day. The celebration has mots in 
both Christian and ancient Reman 
cultures and traditions. Catholic 
Churches recognize three different 
saints named Valentine or Valenti¬ 
nus, all of which were martyred. 

According to history.com, one story 
says Valentine was a priest who 
served during the third century in 
Rome. "When Emperor Gaudius II 
decided that single men made bet¬ 
ter soldiers than those with wives 
and families, he outlawed marriage 
for young men Valentine, realizing 
the injustice of the decree, defied 
Claudius and continued to perform 
marriages for young lovers in secret 
When Valentinds actions were dis¬ 
covered, Claudius ordered that he be 
put to death.” 

There are other stories suggesting 
Valentine may have been killed for 
helping Christians escape Roman 


prisons, where they were at the time 
often beaten and tortured. In this leg¬ 
end, Valentine sent a letter, depicted 
as the “first valentine” to a young 
girl whos suggested to possibly be 
the jailor's daughter, who fell in love 
with him and visited him during his 
imprisonment ft is said he signed 
the letter “from your Valentine.” 

While the exact roots of the cel¬ 
ebration are murky, it seems each 
of the stories revolves around a 
both romantic and heroic figure. 

Going even further bade to pagan 
rituals, some believe Valentine^ Day 
is derived from Lupercalia, a celebra¬ 
tion of fertility Members of the Lu- 
perei. which historyoom describes 
as an order of Roman priests, would 
cone together at a sacred cave where 
founders of Rome, Romulus and 
Remus, were believed to have been 
cared for by a wd£ ft was in this cave 
where they would sacrifice a goat for 
fertility and a dog for purification, 
strip foe goat’s hide into strips, dip 
them into the sacrificial blood “and 
then take to the streets, gently slap¬ 
ping both women and crop fields 
with goat hides.” At foe end of this 
festival foe young women in the 
city would then but them names 
in a large urn from which foe city's 


badreiors would choose a name and 
become paired for foe year. Many of 
these pairs would then end in mar¬ 
riage 

By the end of foe fifth century, his¬ 
tory com said the celebration was 
deemed “un-Christian” and was 
outlawed The andertt tradition was 
replaced with St Valentines; Day. 

Today, Valentine^ Day has become a 
very consumer driven holiday Kyle 
Asquith, assistant professor of com¬ 
munication, media and film at the 
Uniwraty of Windsor said foe main 
power of consumer cufture is to take 
simple traditions, thoughts and hu¬ 
man experiences them and change 
the attitude towards those things. 

“When foings becomes simply a 
consumer occasion, it gets a little 
confusing as to what either occasion 
is,” said Asquith. "Ks not to be cynical 
about loveor companionship, I think, 
again, those are very natural human 
things, but those things can be expe¬ 
rienced every day, it doesn’t require a 
holiday The holiday itself functions 
more to sell products and market 
things such as love. Something like 
kwe does not need any commodity 
to enact it or display it” 


With this statement, Asquith said 
the history of even the diamond ring 
has been twisted and exaggerated 
in consumer culture, ft was the Da 
Beers Jewelry company who coined 
the phrase "Diamonds are foreveri’ in 
the early 1940’s. Until then, rings were 
simple bands, a plain dick: 

“People treat it today as though it 
were a part of some kind of andent 
cultural heritage and its not, it's an 
invention of marketing in the 1940’s,” 
said Asquith. "Rings have been used 
to symbolize relationships in ancient 
culture, you can trace that bade to 
andent civilization so thats nothing 
new, but the idea that you have to 
have a diamond engagement ring, 
that’s only 70 or so years old i& not an 
ancient tradition... Thafe the power 
of consumer culture, changing at¬ 
titudes and values not just pushing 
products.” 

This goes to show howconsumerism 
can blow up and create a stigma for 
an exaggeration of an ancient tradi¬ 
tion. 

Take in to account for example Valen¬ 
tines Day by the Numbers, a release 
put together by Statistics Canada to 
outline the feds on assorted topics as¬ 
sociated with Valentines Day. 


According to this release, $333 bil¬ 
lion was spent on jewelry and watch- 
es at Canadian retailers in 2013. $1.61 
bilbon was spent mi womeiK lingerie, 
sleepwear and intimates and $6653 
million was spent on mens under¬ 
wear, sleepwear and hosiery. In addi¬ 
tion, $130 billion was spent on choc- 
date and confections from cocoa 
beans in Canada during 2013 and 
83 million rose stems were produced 
in Canada in 2013. So what does this 
say about our consumer culture and 
what do we need to do about ft? 

“The funny thing about consumer 
culture is that you can never fully be 
satisfied whereas, and I may be mak¬ 
ing myself sound as more of a roman¬ 
tic than an academic, but yes I believe 
you can be fully satisfied in love,” said 
Asquith. “I think the system works 
because we are never My satisfied, 
we buy foe big shiny new car and a 
year later theres even nicer cars. You 
buy a new iPhone and a year later 
wdl theres a new iPhone thats even 
bigger and better... ft works because 
we can never be satisfied, but things 
like family and companionship and 
love and all the things that Valentines 
Day shoukl be about, those are things 
that we should be able to say yes we 
are fuDy satisfied.”

"You’re not alone, you are 
enough and you matter.” 

That is the phrase in which True Re-

ences revolves around. The initiative, 
begun by Miss Canada 2015 can¬ 
didate Hailey Trealout and her col¬ 
league and friend Caleb Workman, is 
aimed to help hose who struggle with 
self-acceptance fed like they matter. 

The idea began with Trealout when 
she became a finalist in the Miss Can¬ 
ada 2015 pageant Finalists have to do 
good in their community and Treal¬ 
out took her personal struggles and 
made hem her pageant platform. 

"Most people go into [pageants] to 
modd or to be seen by other peo¬ 
ple, I go there to meet people,” said 
Trealout. “I did it because 1 didn’t 
think 1 could, hat was he main 
reason why I went into pageants.” 

Trealout said she never imagined 
skipping across the stage in a two- 
piece bikini, which she described 
as being “as big as a handkerchief” 
but she did it She said she over¬ 
came her fears and anxiety by 
amply telling herself she could 

*1 had a really hard time accepting 


that my thighs were a little thicker 
than hey other girls, but hat’s horse¬ 
back riding, hat my stomach jiggled 
a lihe bigbut I like gyros,” said Treal¬ 
out “There’s always the good and he 
bad about it but you have to kind 
of get over hat, you have to look 
through it and see I have all of these 
things wrong with me, but what’s 
right? I think that was my biggest 
struggle was my own self-image.” 

It was her own snuggles which 
lead her to a platform revolving 
around self-acceptance for her 
Miss Canada 2015 pageant Treal¬ 
out teamed up with Workman, 
whom she knew previously from 
attending the journalism program 
at St Clair College and the two 
have hit he ground running on an 
initiative, which is taking Wind¬ 
sor and Essex County by a storm. 

Trealout and Workman are at¬ 
tempting to break down he stig¬ 
ma of perfection and replace it 
with a celebration of differences. 

"Unfortunately in [he pageant] in- 
dustiyyoucome across a lot of I want 
tosay roadblocks, where peopledon’t 
exactly see what you see in it which is 
sad,” said Trealout “There are these 
gorgeous girls who think they need 
to lose weight or think that heir ears 
pokeout too far, or their kgs are too 
long even... Honestly its sad to see 


what some of these giris go through." 

Trealout and Workman are hop¬ 
ing to use their positive mind¬ 
sets to create a ripple effect and 
impact the lives of others by let¬ 
ting hem know hey aren’t alone 

This is where True Reflections was 
bom. The initiative takes poetry, 
short stories, artwork, music and 
videos and showcases it for all to see 
Workman said being able to see what 
ordinary people much like oneself 
are going through can help others 
understand how to get through their 
own struggles - himself included. 

“When I was younger I suffered 
through a lot of stress related issues 
and I find a lot of people don’t really 
know what heir stresses are revolv¬ 
ing around because it just happens 
... people don’t really know what to 
do,” said Workman. “My serenity, so 
to speak, is looking how other people 
five their lives. It wasn’t a formal 
meeting, it wasn’t a formal lecture on 
how to cure your depression or your 
stress, it was learning from other 
people how hey get through stuff... 
We're not taking professionals, we’re 
taking every day regular people put¬ 
ting hem in front of a camera and 
addngthem to share what fiiey have.”

"I showed iip for school that day be¬ 
cause I had dasses from one to five, 
and the minute I walked in I just saw 
all the students there, media and I 
was asking myself what was going on 
here-J was very angry?* 

Mike Cousineau had just started the 
law enforcement program at Everest 
college two weeks before it was shut 
down Feh Ift According to the On¬ 
tario Ministry of Training, Colleges 
and Universities, the Superintendent 
of the Private Career Colleges issued 
two notices to Everest Colleges Inc 
Feb. 19 at W7 am, staling they were 
issuing an immediate suspension of 
Everest^ registration as a private ca¬ 
reer college, under the Private Career 
Colleges AeU 2QQ5> and a notice of 
proposal to revoke Everest's registra¬ 
tion as a private career otiDege The 
reason for this suspension according 
to the Ontario Ministry of Training 
Colleges and Universities, was the 
Superintendent was “not satisfied 
that Everest could be expected to be 
financially responsible in the opera¬ 
tion of a private career college' The 
college filed for bankruptcy the fol¬ 
lowing day 

Jennifer Bergen, previously a PSW 
student at Everest college, started a 

Roebock pope catted Supporting 

Students fiom Everest CoHqge which 

is aimed at assisting students who 
were misplaced by the closure of foe 
school Bergen said she was out¬ 
raged and stunned by the announce¬ 
ment 

"We were in placement,” said Bergen 
“We had just started our placements 
actually and we were pulled out and 


told it was in our best mterests tobeat 
the school to be told what was going 
on and that Everest was dosing, and 
had gone bankrupt” 

Bergen, alongwith a number of other 
students across the province of On¬ 
tario held rallies in their respective 
cities Feb. 23 to expr^s their frustra¬ 
tion with the dosurea 

Fellow PSW student Heather 
McPhedran said the students can 
only see a losing situation from here, 
their education, their time, their 
money, all seem to be lost 

“Some people were pulled out of 
their exams that day some people 
only had a week to go, two weeks 
to go, some people just started^ said 
McPhedrare "We just started our 
placements. We had already finished 
aflctf our book work Ifwedoritfin- 
ish our placements, xfe not going to 
count towards anything And v\foen 
we go to get jobs, is ti going to lock 
bad on us because we went to Everest 
after it dosed down? Is that going to 
be accredited to what we want to 
for? So everything is lost, we feel like 
everythin is lost 1 ' 

Joe Hixson, a spokesperson tor Ever¬ 
est College said the parent company, 
Corinthian Colleges* Inc, had been 
trying to sell Everest colleges since 
July and were looking for an adequate 
buyer to make the transition for stu¬ 
dents and staff a smooth one. 

Ministrywethoughtprettyaxpera- 
tivdy for a while, we thought we were 
making good progressT said Hix¬ 
son. “So it came as a real shock to us

According to the Ontario Ministry 
of Training Colleges and Universi¬ 
ties, the Superintendent of the Private 
Career Colleges felt the suspension 
was necessary to protect the cur¬ 
rent and prospective students and 
the goal of the Ministry of Training 
Colleges and Universities is continu¬ 
ing to provide information and as¬ 
sistance to all impacted students. 
One of the avenues students can ex¬ 


plore is the Training Completion As¬ 
surance Fund (TCAF) which "pro¬ 
vides funding for eligible students to 
complete their training at another 
institution or receive refunds as re¬ 


quired by the regular 


information for which has already 
been sent to all students. The min¬ 


istry is also working with students 
individually to assess the appropriate 
action and training completion for 


any students affected. 


According to the TCU website, gen¬ 
erally refunds will not be paid until 
at least six months after the student 
claim is received and foe Superin¬ 
tendent will need to review aD claims 
and .supporting documents, which 
can take anywhere from six to 24 
months. Additionally those students 
who received assistance through the 
Ontario Student Assistance Program 
(OSAP) are required to start paying 
back their loans within six months of 
ending their M-time studies. There¬ 
for^ any student who does not go 
back to school by August 20 will have 
to start paying back their OSAE 

Within just 48 hours of closure, 47 
ministry staff provided 40 informa¬ 
tion sessions to more than 2,000 
mi^laced Everest students across aD 
14 Everest campuses and have since 


received and are responding to 597 
e-mails and have also conducted 
163 telephone counseling sessions 
through the TCU hotline. For any 
students who still have questions, the 
ministry is inviting students to con¬ 
tact them through foe TCU hotline 
at 866-330-3395 or 416-314-0500. 

The ministry is currently reaching 
out to institutions to determine the 


best options for students and is asking 
students to use this hotline to secure 
their funding which they can use to¬ 
wards completing thdr education. 

The ministry also reminds students it 
is the Superintendents job to arrange 
training completions and any stu¬ 
dents who make thdr own arrange¬ 
ments may inadvertently affect thdr 
eligibility for funding through TCAF

Rirther in there are pinball machines 
and dasstc game consoles connected 
to Commodore 64 monitors. Being 
a revamp over the FM Lounge, the 
Pawn Shop is not merely aspiring to 
be a novelty, but also an essential es¬ 
tablishment for live music, or more 
importantly; fresh music. 

“On top of being a venue for local

One young woman is using funds raised at 
a recent benefit to cover medical and vision 
rehabilitation expenses following a misdiag¬ 
nosis which resulted in surgery on both of 
her eyes. 

The fundraiser for Robyn Young took place 
at the Royal Canadian Legion Branch 594 
Feb. 21 and was supported by the office of 
Bruce Moncur. It was organized and hosted 
by Youngs mother, Pearl Osmond, a Ca¬ 
nadian Army Regular Force Veteran who 
served for 23 years in the Reserves and Reg¬ 
ular Force. Tickets for the event were $20 
and fiiose in attendance were offered free T- 
Shirts and tank tops with the initials “ry” on 
them and some with the words “keep calm 
and carry on.” 

Robyn Young celebrated her 24th birthday 
last week and considers herself to be very 
fortunate to be alive As a leading seaman, 
she has worked for the Canadian Navy since 
2007. After beginning a full-time position 
in Victoria, BC, she sailed with HMCS to 
Edmonton, instructed at a fire school and 
did recruiting work. However, she suffered 
from constant double virion, headaches and 
feeling increasingly nauseous. After regu¬ 
larly seeking answers for her symptoms, die 
iwSFSWw.i wwstff amah Vttmsyu’wi 
eventually misdiagnosed as having Stra¬ 
bismus, a genetic disorder mostly found in 
children in which both eyes do not fixate on 
the same object 

The military doctors did not conduct an 
MRI or CAT scan and conducted Strabis¬ 
mus eye surgery on Young and she now 
suffers with binocular virion impairment 
She wears an eye patch control her vision in 
order to lessen her symptoms. 

“I can't look up” said Young “The surgery 
prevents me from looking up because in one 
eye my muscle was cut and the other one 
stretched which will now require strength¬ 
ening through virion rehab, but I will always 
have double vision as a result of the one they 
cuL I miss sports big time I was really good 
at soccer and I haven’t been able to snow¬ 
board, w % kh 1 love. 1 also cant lay down 
on the back of my head, I can rally lay on 
fite right side ra else eveiyfiiing spins. I draft 
sleep very well!’ 

After Young's surgery her symptoms got 
worse and after vomiting and passing out 
she called Ffaramedks to rush hertothe hos¬ 
pital where she was treated fa dehydration 
and sent her for a CAT Scan of her brain 
where doctors discovered tumour. TVvo 
days later she underwent brain surgery to 
remove it 

Initial teas came bade discovering die tumor 
to be stage fora cancer. She underwent brain 
surgery which removed 98 per cent of the tu¬ 
mor and was told die had six to 17 months 
to live Just days before being beginning che¬ 
motherapy and radiation treatments, fur¬ 
ther tests showed the tumor was benign and 
was diagnosed as a non-cancerous yet rare 
tumour type known as a Rosette Forming 
din -Neural Tumour (RGNT). Robyn now 
needs to stay under dose watch of file doc¬ 
tors. This type oftumora is slow growing 


“They've only started categorizing this type 
of tumour in the last 10 years,” said Young. 
“So I'm the 50th case in the world. They 
don’t know a lot about it but they tokt roe iti 
benign and fire latest MRTs are showing no 
growth!’ 

Evidently, 'fcung’s current double vision and 
subsequent side effects sudi as nausea, vom¬ 
iting, dizziness and double vision area result 
of file unnecessary eye operation. Vision 
rehabilitation isn’t covered and hard to find 
locally, so Young and her mother are moving 
to Victoria, BC where she will begin intense 
virion training at a specialized dime begin¬ 
ning fi« first vreek of March. Osmond said 
it has been more than astruggle financially, it 
has affected her in many ways. 

T had to quit my job to attend to Robyift 
care!’ said Osmond “Not to mention, the 
stress involved in caring for someone you 
love who is side every day. Who once was 
so healthy and fit We did not receive any 
of the benefits the Canadian Forces should 
of offered us, and that Robyn is entitled to. 
This added to ora situation and caused great 
strain on our lives, I had to sign a disclaimer 
acknowledging that there is a high risk of 
death (hiring the brain surgery and I had to 
talk to her prira to it about *Svhat if she didn’t 
make it She was rally 23. “

for the Canadian Navy when she had brain 
surgery, she isn’t entitled to any benefits nor 
a drug plan to pay for her anti-nausea medi¬ 
cation, which carry file cost of $15 per pilL 
While her prognosis is- unknown at this 
time, the doctors have said there is a chance 
the tumor may come back and couldbe can¬ 
cerous. Since her surgery hovreva:, Young 
has regained her balance and coordination 
and said she can’t wait to get back to doing 
the things file loves. 

Anita Wilson is a Windsor Representative 
for the London Military Resource Centre 
attpr vted the event with her husband Der- 
rickto show support and commend Young 
on her progress. 

“Our office supports families , Pearl and 
Robyn are family!’ said Wilson. “They are 
a part erf the military family and thats why 
we're here. With what they have had to deal 
with, they have done fantastic. Ifa an ex¬ 
hausting and continuous fight though, and 
she needs our support Robyn has a purpose 
and thats why shes here” 

Osmond said although it is sometimes dif¬ 
ficult to remain positive and keep fighting 
when you fori alone, she and her daughter 
are rising above the challenges. 

“We will remain strong!’ said Osmond 
“We hope that Robyrfc case will eventually 
changed how veterans and in particular, re¬ 
servists are treated both medically and ad¬ 
ministratively. The system within the forces 
must change to a one that streamlines the 
processes dial provide medical care to all sol¬ 
diers, full or part time The system, should 
provide a department whose mandate is to 
build a structure supporting our soldiers 
and veterans instead erf tossing them aside, 
Although 1 take pride in serving, for now I 
would not support anyone joining the Cana¬ 
dian Forces!’

Make way for UWindsor, version 2.0. 

University of Windsor president 
Alan Wildeman spoke to the public 
Mar. 9 in Ambassador Auditorium 
abort where the university currently 
stands and his three-year plan to pro¬ 
pel the establishment forward. 

“Ks very important to recapture 
what is a very significant competi¬ 
tive advantage that the University of 
Windsor has got? said Wildeman. 
“We have avery unique cohort of stu¬ 
dents, a very unique set of programs 
and lets take advantage of that to re¬ 
ally put down a strong marker that in 
a differentiating framework we can 
do something very special.” 

Wildeman noted international stu¬ 
dents in his address a number of 
times, outlining international stu¬ 
dents now account for 34 per cent of 
tuition revenue and said the univer¬ 
sity will continue to cater to those in¬ 
ternational students and attract them 
to Windsor and the campus. 

Even in just the last five years, the 
University of Windsor has seen a 
number of changes. Continuing on 
for the next three years, Wildeman 
outlined five basic areas of his plan 
including a focus on enrollment, 
which will see a continued attraction 
in students to the UWindsor campus. 
Wildeman said the enrollment stats 
have mostly flat lined, witha decrease 
of approximately 350 students since 
last year 

The second area of focus is on the 
student experience which will cater 
to making foe centre more “student 
friendly, more Lancer-like and more 
a place where students want to hang¬ 
out” 

The third area highlights an invest¬ 



ment on faculty. In this area, Wilde- 
man flans on hiring up to 50 new 
faculty members, which he said is 
not just to replace retiring members 
of faculty but also to expand on the 
current team. 

“Were going to allocate [the new fac¬ 
ulty] in ways that really strengthen us 
under our strategic mandate agree¬ 
ment” said Wildeman. “16 a big op- 
portunity for us to really strengthen 
those things that make us different 
that make us really strong ... We 
make it all about foe students by rec¬ 
ognising that we need to start rein¬ 
vesting in faculty and we have a real 
opportunity to give ourselves a re¬ 
ally significant competitive advantage 
which isabout the students” 


Continuing to renew foe facilities is 
the fourth area Wildeman brought 
attention toi which indudes bring¬ 
ing down Electa Hall continuing the 
conversion of Sunset Avenue into a 
pedestrian way and improving buiM* 
ings such as Essex HalL the law build¬ 
ing, Leddy Library and foe athletic 
departments. 

The final portion of foe five areas 
includes a move to activity based 
budgeting, an area in which Wilde¬ 
man noted resources will shift as 
enrollment shifts, particularly in the 
engineering, law nursing and science 
programs, all of which are seeing a 
growth in enrollment currently. 

Additionally, Wildeman touched on 
haw the University of Windsor will 


be collaborating with SL Clair Col¬ 
lege. He said the campuses plan cm 
doing a number of things together 
to improve the education of students, 
which indudes both campuses ex¬ 
changing booths highlighting what 
the other has to offer. 

“Ills a work in progress,” said Wilde¬ 
man. “I think what we’re doing are 
very significant enhancements, you 
build it one step at a time,” 

All of these changes, according to 
Wildeman, will come from existing 
resources. Over foe past fire years, 
government funding has fiat lined 
around $106 million and tuition fees 
have risen 21 per cent to bring in ap¬ 
proximately $144 million annually. 


Wildeman stressed foe campus’ pro¬ 
gression over foe next three years wilt 
be geared towards improving the stu¬ 
dent experience, building off of their 
current foundation and using the 
name of Windsor to the university’s 
advance. 

“W£re not foe University of Acme, 
were the University ofWmdsorf said 
Wildeman. “I think that its absolutely 
a mistake to in arty way think that 
somehow that name is an impedi¬ 
ment to our institution. I think ift 
an absolute strategic advantage and I 
think the day might cone when that 
name is going to absolutely resonate 
with distinctiveness and quality and 
something really exceptional hap¬ 
pening.”

A local woman is planning to dose 
her bookstore after business contin¬ 
ues to decrease. 

Anne Beer, 81, is the owner of The 
Bookroom on Wyandotte St W 
and a member of the Literary Arts 
Windsor board. She moved from 
Chatham to Windsor to open her 
business 28 years ago. At the time, she 
believed Windsor needed a second 
bookstore; 

While her store was located at McK¬ 
enzie Hall for its first 10 years, it has 
spent the last 18 years at its current 
location. Beer said over time how¬ 
ever, foot traffic has continued to 
sknv down. She is planning to close 
her store sometime this spring and 
believes there are several reasons why 
business has been on the decline, one 
of which being the increasing num¬ 
ber of computer savvy individuals. 

“The whole book business is chang¬ 
ing” said Beer “There are fewer and 
fewer publishers because they are be¬ 
ing bought up. Even friends of mine

Over the years Beer has hosted sever¬ 
al book signings for local authors and 
has formed tight knit relationships 
within the community. 

Sarah Jarvis, co-chair of Bookfest 
Windsor believes the upcoming do- 
sure is sad news for local boddovers. 

“Anne Beer and her store have been 
an integral part of the book scene in 
the region for decades? said Jarvis. 
"WhenlwasabooksellerinAmher- 
stburg , she generously welcomed me 


into the community As a founding 
member of Literary Arts Windsor, 
she has worked countless hours for 
BookFest She is also a passionate 
advocate for the Freedom to Read 
movement I hope that she will keep 
on with these causes.” 

Beer said there is something special 
about shopping at a bode store and 
customers who prefer not to use the 
internet to buy books are going to 
miss her. 

“Sometimes people crane in here and 
say, ’you’re the book lady!? said Beer.

“I am trying to bring wfaat is really a 
medical technology to what is ulti¬ 
mately a social issue, we need to ask 
ourselves questions about why do we 
assume women have to do this kind 

of planning but men they are great, 
drey can be fathers, workers, what¬ 
ever, but women need to do one ca¬ 
dre otherf said Dr. Baylis. “Well that 
means that they have certain assump¬ 
tions of what the women should do 
as a good mother, versus what a man 
needs to do to be a good fether fix¬ 
ing the problem depends on howyou 
describe foe problem and how we are 
describing it now is an individual 
womerfe problem, when really it is a 
social problem.”

Twelfth Night' is a play which truly 
needs no introduction. The Shake¬ 
spearean comedy about lion, lave and 
mistaken identity has been adapted 
and retimed time and time again 
over the course of centuries. Yet in 
the midst of the numerous retellings* 
University Players managed to make 
their adaptation stand out from the 
pack by setting it in prohibition-era 
Detroit 

Illyria is a speakeasy' as opposed to a 
land, and instead ofa shipwreck ifs an 
ice skating incident, which separates 
twins Viola and Sebastian. 

Its a nice idea, a fantastical one even. 
Upon seeing the set and costumes, its 
certainly one handled with care. A 
lot of what comes of the unhersitys 
production comes together nicely It 
makes it all the more painful to say 
the implenientaiiori of the roaring 
era largely feels unnecessary despite 
the work put into it 

The issue essentially lies in thewritten 
word Its not to say the play doesn't 
do a respectful job adhering to the 
source material, because it does. But 
perhaps ilk where the issue lies. As 
the story progresses and scenes move 
from one to the next, theres the ob¬ 
ligation to pinch yourself to serve as 
a reminder that yes, this play techni¬ 
cally takes place in the 1920s. It takes 
place in Detroit despite no real allu¬ 
sions to it References to rumrunners 
and the temperance movement are 


in the air, but do nothing to provide 
the play additional texture. Its espe¬ 
cially difficult to believe itk the roar¬ 
ing 20s when lines containing good 
madam” and ‘noble ford” are scat¬ 
tered throughout, serving as immer¬ 
sion breakers. 

In spite of all of this, to say this wasn't 
an enjoyable production would be a 
lie. Theres an undeniable charm and 
heightened sense of professionalism 
from tiie performers. Everyone puts 
forth the great effort to make this the 
light-hearted and playful comedy its 
known for. The story moves at a fine 
pace despite alternating between very 
few kx^tions. Everything aestheti¬ 
cally from the costume and set de¬ 
sign to the lighting is nothing short of 
exceptional. 

When bolting at the big picture the 
rendition hits more than it misses. 
But upon intensely fusing the mate¬ 
rial wfth a unique settings a double- 
edged sword is created The material 
is conveyed skfflfufly at the cost of the 
backdrop serving Httie to no purpose 
of its own. 

Perhaps saying all this is a bit too 
harsh. After all there haw been nu¬ 
merous Shakespeare adaptations 
placed in a backdrop more modern¬ 
ized than the initial counterpart A lot 
of these adaptations wear tire mate¬ 
rial on the sleeve* But when theres 
great effort in capturing a certain era 
and style, you expect something be¬ 
yond mere free value. Youd like to

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Sexual Assault Policy in the Works for Fall 2015

The Unhrarsjty of Windsor, UWSA 
and admiiftstration are working 
on putting together a sexual assault 
poiky to ensure students are safe on 
campus. 

The ongoing sexual assault poiky on 
cantos was initially backed by Dr. 
Clayton Smith, the Dean of Students, 
It is being put into place ultimately to 
ensure students fed safe on campus 
and have proper resources if they 
ever experience a sexual assauk on 
campus. With statistics saying one 
in every four women will experi¬ 
ence some sort of sexual assault on a 
university campus, it is important for 
these services to be available. 

Farah El-Ha®, a student senator with 
the UWSA and advocate for the 
policy said the main concern in this 
policy is to keep students informed as 
wdlassafe, 

"Last year a group of women ap¬ 
proached me on campus showing 
concerns tor a poky not existing and 
telling me that they don't fed safe on 
campus,” said FJ-Hajj. “The polity 
will have dear cut definitions about 


what is sexual assauk and informa¬ 
tion for victims. We want students to 
be able to really read and uiKferstand 
our policy so that they know where 
to go if they experience sexual assault 
ancampusT 

Hie committee meetings happen bi¬ 
weekly and discuss the best practice 
measures taken from different uni¬ 
versities polities, such as Lakehead 
University and the University of 
Gudpli These polities are working 
for those universities and are being 
analysed in the process of creating a 
policy suitable for the University of 
Windsor 

“We have been advocating for more 
students to sat on the committee be¬ 
cause I was the only student involved 
in the beginning said El-Hajj, “We 
have recently added two more stu¬ 
dents. We have an undergraduate 
student and a graduate student so 
that is a great victory for us because 
we need more student input if this 
policy is going to be put into effect” 

El-Hajj said the policy should be put 
into place by Fall 2015, but has been 
set back by farther research done by 
the group at York Univeraty where 
they attended a conference to acquire 
more information on what a success 


fal sexual assault policy' should kx>k 
like. El-Ha® said they want to ensure 
the poKcy is properly created to fit the 
university's needs. 

"We are planning to have a draft set 
by April, then from there it will be put 
into review by human rights lawyers 
and different people on our campusT 
said B-Hajj. "We hope to have it in 
place by September hit nothing is set 
in stone yet because there are always 
opportunities to leam and iti hard to 
set a concrete timeline when there is 
so much we do not want to miss on 
this important issue” 

Students are encouraged to ask ques¬ 
tions about the policy and whai it can 
do for diem. With the committee 
meetings happening bi-weekly, there 
are always new topics up for discus¬ 
sion and the committee is open to 
liearmg from students.

OUA honors over the weekend as 
power forward Rotimi Osuntda Jr. 
was named a 2015 OUA first-team 
all-star while shooting guard Mitch 
Farrell was named a second team all- 
star.

and I want to keep getting bettoi’ said 
Osuntda. “I could not have accom¬ 
plished it without my coaching staff 
and teammates pushing me to be the 
best player and leader that I can be” 

Farrell said the individual award is an 
honour and a direct reflection of the 
hard work and support of his Lancer 
teammates.

In cider to pull off their semifinal 
victory over Ottawa, the Lancers had 
to contain OUA player of the year 
and first team all-star guard Johnny 
Berhanemeskel and How first team 
all-star Caleb Agada to sub-par per¬ 
formances. Windsor did the improb¬ 
able and clawed their way bade from 
a 10-point deficit midway through 
the second quarter and headed into 
the lockers trailing 38-40 at the half 
Windsor’s Alex Campbell scored 14 
ofhis game-high 20 points in the first 
half against Ottawa. 

The teams playedvirtually even in die 
third, ending with Ottawa holding a 
slight lead at 62-til. Lancers Khalid 
Abdd-Gabar and Mitch Farrell fa¬ 
ded a 24-18 fourth quarter surge that 
was enough to send the Gee-Gees 
packing and relegated them to the 
OUA bronze medal match-up. 

Windsor shot a very impressive 48.5 
per cent from two point range and 
40.9 per cent from beyond the arch 
in the upset over Ottawa. Fortunately 
for the Gee-Gees, they saved their 
season by rallying to beat the Na 4 
Rverson Rams 79-66 to capture OUA 
bronze and the wild-card berth at na¬ 
tionals. 

The 2015 OUA final was a rematch 
of the 2007 finals, where Windsor de¬ 
feated the Ravens 84-79 for their first 
OUA championship since 1979. 

Current Lancer assistant coaches 
Kevin Kfoostra and Greg Allin 
played for coach CHiver on their 


2006-07 OUA championship team. 
Kfoostra was the Wilson Cup MVP 
after tallying 23 points, six assists, five 
rebounds and two steals before 3,000 

Denis centre. Sadly, the Lancers were 
stopped in their attempt to add to 
the Paul “Doc” Thomas era of QAU 
national championships by the Btan- 
don Bobcats in the opening round of 
ffie CIS Final 8 at the Metro Centre in 
Halifax that year.

The daywas filled with talks from dif¬ 
ferent guest speakers and throughout 
the day there were also booths set up 
in the CAW commons to inform 
anyone who walked by about the 
importance of accessibility. Keven 
McShan, a former St Clair College 
journalism student and founder of 
Mobilizing Media Innovations, at¬ 
tended the day and also gave his own 
talk on making instent connections 
through social media. 

“I was bom with spastic quadriplegic 
cerebral palsy and I do motivational 
speaking with my sports venture, so I 
think it ties into the days events,” said 
McShan. “1 am promoting equality 
for people with disabilities and mak¬ 
ing sure that their message is heard 
just like everybody else.” 

McShan used to work at CKTV34 
as an assignment reporter and now 
has his own podcasts called the Two 
Man Advantage, where he interviews 
sports professionals and speaks about 


sporting events. 

“I have a unique and unwavering 
passion for journalism, particularly 
sports journalism,” said McShan. 
“This allows me to deliver my opin¬ 
ions on all different sports topics and 
after I graduated journalism at St 
Clair, we were looking for ways to get 
me involved so we transitioned into 
the podcast to allow me to explore 
my passion in sports journalism.” 

The keynote speaker for die day was

They can be a round table member, 
which requires them to attend round 
table meeting; to discuss student 
concerns. There are also students

The office for academic integrity has 
resources for students who may be 
experiencing situations of plagia¬ 
rism, or who may have gone against 
foe unwersit/s acceptable use policy. 
They support tumitin.com, which is 
a plagiarism detection website stu¬ 
dents can use to check thdr work be¬ 
fore they hand it in to professors. 

“We teach students to ask questions 
and how to avoid misconduct,” said 
Aibex. "We know a lot of the time it 
may be due to a misunderstanding 
and we want to make sure students 
can meet foe professors expecta¬ 
tions.” 

By participating as an ambassador for 
academic integrity, students can ob¬ 
tain a co-curricular transcript, which 
outlines work students have done as 
for as volunteers and outlines fodr 
leadership skills. This document can 
be added to a resume to boost a stu¬ 
dents potential in foe job market 

“Learning about integrity in school 
can lead to being able to apply integ¬ 
rity in foe workplace^’ said Arbex. "I

There woe booths in Toldo HaD 
and die CAW centre with a different 
product each day mduding coffee; 
tea, bananas, baked goods made with 
fair trade sugar and flour, dothing 
andjewdry 

'Sometimes you don’t realize what 
happens in other countries and how 
developed countries take advantage 
of other countries,” said Atkinsoa 
“Just because we have access to them, 
we shouldn’t take advantage of them 
What I love about fair trade is that 
they try and stay away from pesti- 
ddes and herbicides, so a lot of the 
produce especially is otitic 'Work¬ 
ers should be able to walk in safe and 
fair oonditioas with equal rights and 
no child labor People should be able 
to have a say in whai goes on in thdr 


own countries.'' 

Engineers Without Boarders teamed 
up with Ten Thousand Villages an- 
Casa Chavela, fair trade or^tniza- 
tions, to bring this awareness to the 
University of Windsor campus. 

Ten Thousand Villages is a member 
of the World Fair Trade Organization 
which is a u^lkboration of handcraft¬ 
ed products and agricultural pnrxiuc* 
ers organization as well as Bair Trade 
organizations all over the worid Gafl 
Rode from Ten Thousand Vidals in 
Windsor said if you can not trust fair 
trade, you can not trust anythin dse 

“AD the artisans vrork in coopera¬ 
tives, have a democratic voice, they 
have safe working conditions and 
theyhavefafef^forthettwork” said 
Rock “I is really economic justice for 
the people who live in poor countriea 
By having a stmt, we get to support 
the artisans. Ten Thousand Villages 
workwith over 31 countries!* 

The artisans involved with Ten 


Thousand Villages and other fair 
trade organizations earn a fair wage 
for their services and that money they' 
make can be put bade into the village 
they belong too. They belong to co¬ 
operatives and the money put into 
the cooperatives can be used to build 
schools and hospitals, or acquire any 
other amenities thevillage may need 
Jl is allowing these people to live iheir 
lives and create sustainable commu¬ 
nities for generations ahead Rock 
said in the past, statistics showed for 
every $5,000 Ten Thousand Villages 
brings in, it raises enough income to 
support a family for a year; depend¬ 
ing on the economic situation of the 
countries. 

“We have a lot of countries that are 
represented in the store and abort 
70 per cent of the artisans we work 
with are women and one main thing 
about fair trade is equal opportunity 
and pay for women, 19 said Rode “Fair 
trade can do wonders. Through fan- 
trade there are a lot of people being 


educated families me getting three 
nutritious meals on the table every¬ 
day and people are getting fair work 
If people are worried they cant trust 
fair trade, where are they shopping? 
If you can’t trust fair trade, you cant 
trust many products on the market” 

Ten Thousand Villages carries food 
products, jewdry, skin care products, 
crafts and home items.

R.A.D Course Makes Women Feel 


More Confident on Campus

With young university-aged women 
being the most likdy to experience 
sexual assault, steps are being taken 
to maintain fire safety of women on 
campus. 

On Mac 21 and 22 the University of 
Windsor Campus Police hosted a 
Rape Aggression Defense (HAD.) 
self defense course for women to 
teach them about different types of 
assault, ways to defend themselves 
and ways to cope with the situation. 

According to the Canadian Fed¬ 
eration of Students Ontario, young 
women between the ages of 15 and 
24 experience the highest instances 
of sexual assault, with four out of five 
of those instances occurring during 
relationships. 


RAD is a self-defense program for 
women to teach them realistic self- 
defense techniques. It covos not only 
techniques, but also raises awareness 
of assault, prevention, ride avoidance, 
along with bask hands-on training 

Sergeant Chris Zdezney said this 
course gives women a chance to edit 
cate themselves on types of sexual as¬ 
sault andit prepares them in case they 
encounter an attack 

“&s not martial arts, ife basic self de¬ 
fense for women who want to keep 
themselves safe,” said Zdezney. “The 
issue of sexual assault on univeisity 
campuses wilt never go away, so pro¬ 
grams like this give women a lot of 
personal took that they can use in a 
case where they might be threatened 
We give women practical took and 
knowledge that fiiey can use to keep 
themselves safe.” 


The course has been offered on 
campus since 2005 and is sponsored 
by the Womerfc Safety Audit Com¬ 
mittee or campus, which allows this 
course to befree to all women faculty, 
staff and students on campus. 

The course ran fa 12 hours, six hours 
each day The first day included dis¬ 
cussions and lectures to inform the 
women of what sexual assault can 
consist of as well as testimonials from 
women who have experienced sexu¬ 
al assault. The second day consisted 
of physical self-defense training. 

Megan McCauley, a third student in 
womens studies, history and English 
said self-defense, even with the most 
bask knowledge, is something im¬ 
portant to know. 

“This is the kind of stuff everybody 
should know „ these situations can 
cone up all foe firm” said McCau¬ 


ley. "Its important to be educated and 
really know how to handle foe situ¬ 
ation. This kind of stuff is devalued, 
people don’t take things as seriously 
as they should and iff valuable to 
know these kindsof things.” 

RAX) is an intemalionalty known 
program which not only teaches 
women self-defense, but men, chil¬ 
dren and seniors. According to their 
website, they are fire only self-defense 
program to ever be endorsed by the 
International Association of Campus 
Law Enforcement Administrators. 
In the 2013-2014 school year, there 
were 13 physical assault calls made 
to tire campus police Alexandria Jef¬ 
fers, a first year student in health and 
biomedicine, agrees having a service 
like fius on campus can improve con¬ 
fidence in women when having to 
walk alone, especially at night 


“tes not an issue of fear, its an issue 
of wanting to know what to do, to 
be smart and have some ideas and 
techniques to use in a situation where 
if something does happen, you can 
walk away and be okayf said Jef¬ 
fers, “There have been times where 
1 would be out studying late and I 
would have to walk home in the 
dark, not a situation you want to 
be in and iff a preventative measure 
to know what to do if asituation were 
to arise” 

tf you ever feel unsafe on campus, the 
University of Windsor offers a walk- 
safe program that will have some¬ 
body walk you home To contact 
Walk Safe students can call 519-253- 
3000 ext 0. In case of an emagency 
foe University of Windsor campus 
police can also be contacted at 519-

Roland Bouchard of Scarborough 
and Craig Ireland from BeamsviBe 
have both committed to playing 
for the Lancers after the program 
reached the OUA Final Four for ft ye 
first time in over a derack 

Bouchard has played for Scarbor¬ 
oughs Sir John A* MacDonald 
Bladkscots and played dub volleyball 
for the Markham Stingers while cur¬ 
rently playing for the Scarborough 


Titans As captain of his high school 
duh the Bbckscots won a junior dty 
diampionship in 2012 and the AAA 
dtydwnpfonship in 2014 which led 
to a fifth place finish at the OFSAA 
provincial championships. 

Bouchard played left side hitter and 
libero for the Stingas which placed 
in the top four in the province for 
three consecutive years.

A pair of Lancer menk hockey players are 
getting thdr shot at professional hockey 
after finishing their CIS careers with 
Windsor 

GSmerfc hockey player of the year, Spai- 
cer Pommdls and OUA West goaftender 
of the year, Parker Van Buskirkhave both 
signed contracts with dubs in the East 
Coast Hockey League, a 28-team affiliate 
league of the National Hockey league 

Pommdls signed an amateur tryout 
contract to play with the Florida Ever- 
blades of the ECEEL Mar. IS. Pommdls, 
a five-foot-10,175-pound forward from 
Grand Prairie, Alta., led the country in 
CIS scoring in 2015, recording 50 points 
in 27 games on his way to a first-team all- 
Canadian selection and OUA West first- 
team all-star. 

Pommdls totalled 140 points during 
his four-year career in Windsor and has 
begun a professional hockey career with 
the EGHTk affiliate of the CaroKna Hur- 
ricanes and Tampa Bay Lightning, The 
Everbtades are the top-ranked team in 
the FjCHLs Eastern conference at 43-13- 
2-4 Pommdls scored two goals against 
the Evansville Iceman Mar. 21 for his only 
points in four games played 

Meanwhile, the Brampton Beast of the 


ECHJi signed &CP, 190-pound goalten- 
der Parker Van Buskirk Mar. 20 

Van Buslriik* a Windsor native, spent his 
last four years playing CIS hockey with 
the Lancers, winning the OUAs Queens

The standout net minder also earned 
accolades as an OUA West Division first- 
team All Star and West Division Goal- 
tender of the Year, turning in aeampaign 
where he registered a .904 save percent¬ 
age, 2.84 goals against average and two 
shutouts.

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Medical Students Raise Awareness 

About Refugee Camps

UWindsor students had the oppor¬ 
tunity to experience what it meant to 
be a part of a refugee camp during a 
demonstrahon on campus this week 

The University of Windsors ciub 
Doctors Without Boarders teamed 
up with World University Service of 
Canada Mar, 23 to teach students on 
campus about refugee camps. 

A tent was set up in the CAW com¬ 
mons to dhow students what condi¬ 
tions in a refugee camp may Jook 
like and how people who live in these 
camps live Inside the tent, organizers 
had photos showing different camps 
and services, they had information 
about what Doctors Without Board¬ 
ers has done to work with people liv¬ 
ing in these refugee camps, and they 
had video content with interviews 
of people who live in these camps. 
This was all done to raise awareness 
among students. 

Brian Hummel the president of the 
Doctors Without Boarders dub on 
campus* said not many people ate 
really aware about what happens in 
these camps, 

"We wanted todo this in a way that is 
interactive and memorable instead of 
just putting up a board, we wanted to 
crate a whole environment to hope¬ 
fully spark discussk^ 

“Access to healthcare can be hard to 
com i by in a refugee environment, or 
access to education is another issue, 
so these are just some of the issues we 
are tdlmg students about We want 


students to realize the inpact living in 
a refugee environment: can have!* 

With over three million registered 
refugees in 2014, Hummel said it is 
important people know the condi¬ 
tions these people live in and bow 
they can help. Currently students are 
helping every year, with one dollar of 
their tuition money being taken ev¬ 
ery semester to be put towards a fund 
to bring a refugee to the university 

Lodai Peter a student from south Su - 
dan who was brought to the Univer¬ 
sity of Windsor through Work! Uni¬ 
versity Service of Canada fWUSC) to 
study chemistry, said life in Canada 
so far has been great 

“At the UniveisitycfWmdsor specifi- 
cdly we have a Student Refugee Pro 
gram, and through WUSC we get a 
student from a refugee camp every 
yearf said Peter. “I think this is good 
because I get to meet different kinds 
of people, Fm sure I will be fulfilling 
my dreams of getting a higher educa¬ 
tion. When youlive in a refugee camp 
this higher education is just a dream. 
I consider mysdf a better person be- 
cause now I have the advantage of 
having a liigher education!* 

Abdullah Nassar, the VP of the Doc¬ 
tors Without Boarders dub and 
medical student from the University 
of Western Ontario, said the Doc¬ 
tors Without Boarders dub at the 
University of Windsor is unique be¬ 
cause it is the only dub to combine 
students from not only the Univetsity 
of Windsor but also students from 
Western 



“We wartt to spread a wareness about 
refugee camps,” said Nassan “Doctors 
Without Boarders have most recently 
been involved with the Ebola crisis, 
so they have been providing medical 
care to countries that have been hit 
will's the crisis.” 

According to Peter, who lived in a 
refugee camp for eight years, life liv¬ 
ing in a refugee camp was hard, but 
attending the University of Windsor 
allows him to pursue his dream 


“The experience ofliving in a refugee 
camp was horrible** said Peter. “You 
face situations such as no good edu- 
cation, poor sanitation, poor shelter. 
We lacked some of the luxuries such 
as beds. This tent we have today is 
actually better then shdter in most 
situations!’ 

Although the dub consists mainly of 
medical students, anyone is welcome 
tojoia It is a brand new dub on cam¬ 
pus whkh was started this year. 


“Doctors Without Boarders are not 
just doctors and nurses and front line 
medical professio nals,” said Hum¬ 
mel “They need a team to set up 
foe hospital environments in remote 
places and foeres a big rok for not 
direct health care professtonak We 
want students who are not in medkai 
school to realise that if they think they 
may have a future in Doctors With- 
out Boarders, they can most certainly

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Meditation Beneficial to Managing Stress

Take a deep breath. 

These words are commonly used to 
induce a sense of calm. However, it 
also happens to be one of the basic 
principles in the practice of medita¬ 
tion. Used for centuries by cultures 
all over the world, meditation has be¬ 
come popular for its mental, spnitiral 
and phyrical health benefits. 

According to tiie Oxford English 
Dictionary meditation means to “fo¬ 
cus ones mind for a period erf time, 
in silence or with the aid of chanting, 
for religious or spiritual purposes or 
as a method of relaxatio n” Derived 
from die Latin word meditat, mean¬ 
ing “contemplated” and from die 
vorb meditari meaning “to measure,” 
meditation requires time, patience 
and self-discipline in order to achieve 
desired results. These may range 
from reaching a goal such as quitting 
smoking to attaining inner peace. 

William Martin is college student 
and a yoga instructor who considers 
meditation to be a wayoflife for him. 


“Meditation requires that one con¬ 
sciously slow down the body - ones 
breath, ones pace, ones thoughts 
and surrender to the body's actual 
rhythms,” said Martin. “Accordingly, 
it he^s regulate both Serotonin as 
well as Cortisol release in the brain, 
which has real affects in the body. 
Meditation always leaves one healthi¬ 
er than when one started” 

Meditation is used as a way to dear 
ones mind of clutter, thus allowing 
them to experience deep relaxation, 
harmony and a sense of balance. 
Martin said this has helped him deal 
with everything from exam stress to 
reaching his personal goals. 

Meditation has also yielded posi¬ 
tive results in enhandng mental and 
spiritual growth. In recent years there 
has been an increased interest in the 
use of meditation in medicine. Medi¬ 
tative practices are increasingly being 
offered in medical clinics and hospi¬ 
tal asa tod for improving health and 
quality of life as well as to help those 
suffering from chronic pain. 

Meditation is practiced in groups or 
solo and guided meditations are of¬ 
ten offered by local instructors. CDs, 
DVDs and YouTube videos also offer 
insight in practicing various forms 
of meditation. These indude Mind¬ 
fulness - fire sense of being present, 
Zazen - the popular sitting position 
with precise posture and no specific 
breathing pattern, Transcendental 
Meditation - which requires the use 
ofa mantra and Kundalini - in which 
the focus in entirely on ones breath. 
Other forms of meditation are Heart 
Rhythm Meditation - where atten¬ 
tion is given to heart rate, breathing 
and emotions and Qi Gong - where 
focus is placed on breathing and 
movements and breath is used to 
circulate energy through file body, ft 
has also been used to increase range 
of motion, flexibility and strength. 

Meditation can be practiced in count¬ 
less ways, in various positions and 
with orwifhout theuseoftook Some 
people meditate after reading in or¬ 
der to better understand the informa¬ 


tion and recollect it in the future. It 
can also be used in an effort to calm 
down amidst a tense situation or for 


those with a little more practice in the 
art of meditation, nirvana - a peaceful 
state of mind that is free from cravir^ 
anger and mental suffering 


Commonly, meditation is to be prac¬ 
ticed in an upright seated position, 
either aossed-legged or in a chair 
with the spine remaining straight yet 
relaxed Eyes can be opened or closed 
depending on the type of meditation. 
A person may concentrate on count- 
ing breaths, chanting, visualizing an 
image or simply focusing awareness 
on fire centre of the body or ones 
own brealh. Yoga poses lengthen and 
strengthen the spine, neck and hips. 
It also exhausts the muscles, so sitting 
becomes less difficult 


“1 couldn't push beyond two minutes 
of meditation for the first five years of 
my yoga practice,” said Martin. "I al¬ 
most dropped out of my yogateacher 
training because the meditation 
weekend component of it ft wasn’t 
until my mature yoga practice had 
genuinely healed my hips and knees 
that I could even begin to think about 
extended “sits,” as we yogis call them. 
Nowadaysl meditate all the time, es¬ 
pecially when Im waiting in line or 
frustrated about something.” 


A major part of meditation is con¬ 
trolling breathing patterns. Martin 

explains that Ashtanga Hatha yoga, 
in particular, specializes in the Utjay 
brealh. Something that took him 
eight months to master. In Uijay, one 
only breathes through ones nose, 
with silent inhales, and more pro¬ 
nounced exhales allowing them to 
manipulate the parasympathetic ner¬ 
vous system. This system is respon¬ 
sible for fire release of cortisol when 


the body experiences traumatic stress 
and also controls metabolism speed 
and thyroid health. Martin also said 
those skilled at the Uijay breath can 
become excellent at controlling their 
parasympathetic systems. 


“True breath mastery requires con¬ 
stant daJy practice. In the end, how¬ 
ever, I promise you, its worth it,” Mar- 
tin said. . 


The Canadian Cancer Society rec¬ 
ommends several techniques to 
managing stress. These indude 
meditation, visualization and rhyth¬ 
mic breathing. Stress raises blood 


even effects brain chemistry. This is 
why being able to control and slow 
down breathing can reduce heart 
rate and bbod pressure, ft also has a 
beneficial effect when used to combat 


anxiety 


Judi Wilson is a health promotion 
nurse at file University of Windsor 
and helps students deal with stress. 
She scud how a student perceives 
stress determines how they- will re¬ 
act to it and encourages students to 
stretch away tension reprdless of 
what is overwhelming them. 


“Exam time can put enormous stress 
on students whether they are in first 
year or graduating,” said Wilson 
“Graduating students may even fed 
greater stress as they are also dealing 
with dunging the lifestyle patterns 
that they have developed during their 



academic career. Meditation defi¬ 
nitely works. A little vacation in the 
middle of studying is a great way to 
invigorate onesdf in minutes!’ 

Wilson also encourages students 
experiencing stress to focus on time 
management, realistic goals, exercise, 
nutrition, getting enough sleep and 
talking to a trusted friend 

A Harvard-affiliated team of re¬ 
searchers based at Massachusetts 
Genoa! Hospital recently conducted 
an eight week program of mindful¬ 
ness meditation on test subjects. The 
results of MRI scans showed that 
meditation produced massive chang¬ 
es inside the braink gray matter. Sara 
Lazar, PhD, a neuroscientist in the 
psychiatry department at the hospital 
and an instructor at Harvard Medi¬ 
cal School, presented findings show¬ 
ing the many benefits derived from 
those practicing meditation. These 
included decreased stress, reduced 
symptoms associated with anxiety 
disorders, depression, insomnia and 
pain. Also highlighted was an en¬ 
tranced ability to pay attention and an 
overall increased quality oflife. 

According to the Merriara-Webster 
dictionary grey matter is defined as 
neural tissue of the brain and spinal 
cord that contains nerve-cell bod¬ 
ies as well as nerve fibres and has a 
brownish-gray color. Grey matter 
helps with theprocessing of informa¬ 
tion in the brain and meditation can 
increase grey matter which works in 
a way that regulates emotions. 

Tactical breadring, also known as 
combat breathing, is taught to law 
enforcement personnel and to those 
who serve in fire military. It is used 
to regulate shallow or erratic breaths 
when a person is anxious or tense. 

Heather Jdie studied Sociology and 
Criminology at the University of 


Windsor and now works in cor¬ 
rections. She remembered learn¬ 
ing about the importance of tactical 
breathing while training for her cur¬ 
rent position. 

“In ray training for work, we were 
taught that tunnd vision, rapid heart 
rate, and rapid breathing kicks in dur¬ 
ing high stress situations,” said Jolie. 
“So we were taught tactical breath¬ 
ing. To take a deep breath in for 
loir seconds then let it out for four 
seconds, even if you do it once every’ 
five breaths. You just concentrate on 
those breaths and it hdps to calm you 
down.” 

Jdie said in her line of work there are 
many circumstances where tactical 
breathing is important but said shes 
learned it can be used in everyday 
situations This included being at¬ 
tacked, stressors at work or during 
physical trainingsessions. 

Amran Mohamood first began med¬ 
itating as a regular practice about a 
year ago After sufferingfiom anxiety 
for most of her life she noticed how 
controlling her breathing decreased 
her stress. 

'T believe that meditation balances 
my mind and heart and that gives 
me inner peace? said Mohamood “If 
your mind and heart aren’t working 
together life can be chaotic I could 
even be at a comer store, but wher¬ 
ever I am. when Im feeling stressed 
out I take a deep breath andfocus on 
breathing steady I would tell anyone 
interested in tryir^ it that it is the 
most effective medication a person 
can take!* 

Visualization, or the formation of 
mental visual images, is yet another 
aspect of meditation. Many people 
use visualization techniques in order 
to attract what they want in their lives. 
Focusing on a goal by visualizing a 


being enjoyed is just one way people 
use this avenue as a way to nreet their 
personal goals or attract something 
positive into their lives using the law 
of attraction. This, like anything 
else, can be perfected with practice. 
Visualization stimulates a persons 
imagination to manifest something 
non-physical into something physi¬ 
cal The imagery used maybe from 
a personal memory or something 
imagined 

“Even though Canada is where I 
grew up and is my second home, 
when I meditate I picture back home 
in Somalia!’said Mohamood “1 close 
my eyes and see a crystal beach that 
my family and I used to go to and just 
visualize it foras long as I caa I would 
say that’s my “happy place” and I pic¬ 
ture it in my mind’s eye when I want 
to cheer up? 

While the benefits of mediation prove 
true, it is up to each person to decide 
what type of meditation is right for 
them. This may be through yoga, 
breathing exercises, or using meth¬ 
ods such as visualizatioa Whether 
meditation isdonesittingstill or wait¬ 
ing in the express line at the grocery 
store behind a customer with a full 
cart, just a few seconds and a couple 
deep breaths can go a tong way: The 
benefits of meditation shown within 
the human brain and the physical ef¬ 
fects of ite use in stress management, 
certainly give a deeper meaning to 
fire popular expression healthy ntind, 
healthy body. 

So next time you need to relax, to 
concentrate better or you just desire 
to fed a deeper sense of inner peace, 
remember to take a deep breath, 
k feet, do it over and over again. It 
may not only help you bring order to 
mental chaos, but it may very wefl be 
your first step in achieving nirvana

April Adams, the chief teturmng offi¬ 
cer for the UWSA had some very last 
minute disqualifications in the most 
recent spring elections, resulting in 
some very pivotal changes to the 
incoming coundL Disqualifications 
included Mohamad Ei-Cheikh who 
ran as the UWSA vice president for 
student advocacy Abdi Abdiwho ran 
as the vice president of finance, Farah 
ETHajj who ran as the vice president 
of student services and Grace Bottah 
who ran as a student senator Ail four 
candidates would have been winners 
in their respective positions. 

Everything was fine and dandy un¬ 
til pretty much dose to the end and 
then I started receiving complaints!* 
said Adams, U A series of complaints 
came in which indicated slating and 
it was done on voting day whkh was 
additional to the penalties” 

Adams said the students violated two 
sections of the election policy - sec- 
don 80,04 which states "candidates 
may not affiliate with each other in 
the form cf a team, party, loose coali¬ 
tion or slate!' and section 90,02 which 
states “candidates and campaign 
team members must allow members 
to vote without any undue pressure, 
influen ce or coercion! 1 and “the CRO 
may immediately disqualify arty cam 
didate found to be participating in 


voter misconduct” 

Tt doesn't make it a fear and demo- 
aatic election,” said Adams, “When a 
group of people are forming together 
against, obviously, another candidate 
that doesn't have the same outreach, 
it doesn’t become fair anymore and 
an election is about the people ... It 
was very important for me that the 
candidate and the voters have a very 
fair democratic ejection, f made that 
very clear at my all candidates meet¬ 
ing, everyone was aware of this new 
polky; especially the people who 
were disqualified, they understand 
the importance of it.” 

Adams went on to explain some¬ 
times in the excitement of ejections, 
candidates can forget their path and 
end goal but that is why the UWSA 
has rales in place for those candidates 
to follow to keep the elections as fair 
as possible. 

Acooidingto Adams, mass Facebook 
messages were sent on election day 
as well as mass text messages. In ad¬ 
dition, a group of those disqualified 
had banded together slating thdr 
campaigns as one, 

“This is politics and we all know that 
theres no friends in politics,” said Ad¬ 
ams. "ft is very hand for me because 
I like all of the students, they all have 
scmiething unique to offer and theyre 
all capable of doing things and they 
just need to believe in themselves that 
they can do these things.” 

Disqualified candidates were unable 
to be reached at this time 


Aside from the disqualifications, Ad¬ 
ams said the detiaons went smooth 
with a 19 per cent voter turnout, up 
six per cent from last semester With 
more improvements still to be made, 
Adams lodes forward to continuing 
to improve the process and make the 


elections a fair race. 

“When I first came here I said that 
I would have a feir democratic elec¬ 
tion for all the students,” said Adams. 
“I also said that tills was a learning 
opportunity so we have to remem¬ 
ber that we are in a University, were 


learning, and this is what ifs all about 
... University elections are very 
unique compared to a provincial 
election and theres a lot of things that 
I need to consider and maybe there 
are going to be some changes for the 
next ejection that I want to look at”

There are many different outlets on 
campus to help students find em¬ 
ployment or volunteer to get involved 
on campus. UWSA general man¬ 
ager, Nicole Morrell wants students 
to know the University of Windsor 
is always looking for volunteers for 
their largest events, 

“We hire in March for any coordina¬ 
tor positions we offer because typical¬ 
ly in April students are in exams and 


not always in a good state!' said Mor¬ 
rell “We look for students to work 
in a number of different areas such 
as Walk Safe, the Womynfc Centre, 
Afrofest and Shinerama. Ifs a great 
opportunity to get some experience 
and coordinators run that service for 
the year. We also offer administrative 
positions at the CAW Infoimation 
desk, as wdl as the front desk here at 
the UWSA office These are all done 
around the same time in March,” 

The UWSA offers different coordi¬ 
nator positions, including Afiofest 
coordinator, Shinerama coordina¬ 
tor and many other positions for 
event coordinators, These positions 
are filled usually around March, but 
Morrell said these comriinatois are 
always looking for volunteers to hdp 
keep events running. According to 
Morrell, the volunteers are welcome 
to apply for their positions at any time 


of the year and are encouraged to 
contact ccjordinators directly; 

l We also look for volunteers for 
events such as Welcome Week in 
September and other various events 
throughout the year! 1 said Morrell 
“We will put you in contact with the 
cooidinstors for the services you are 
intonated in volunteering for, or if 
you are open to anything we will let 
you know events coming up where 
we may require volunteers,” 

During deetion seasons, which are 
twice a year, the UWSA also hires 
regularly for poll clerks during elec¬ 
tion days. These positions are hired 
about one month before dectkms 
happen; once being in the M, and 
once being in spring during the 
month of March. They lock to fill 
positions such as advertising for elec¬ 
tions and helping with the deetion 
process. 


everyones needs. Whether with the 
UWSA, QAM, or getting involved 
with different dubs, students need to 
know what they want to do and go 
from there. 

“The students have the autonomy to 
run their own office in a coordina¬ 
tor position, they can host events at 
the beginning of their employment 
If they wish to jump right in!' said 
MondL “What I would really suggest 
people to do is think about how you 
want to get involved Is there some¬ 
thing that is of interest to you? We 
get students interested in sodal work 
who want to work with the peer sup¬ 
port centre, or students in womerik 
studies who would like to work with 
the Womynfc Centre, so decide what 
is of interest to you and let that lead 
you.

positions have already' been filled, 
there are other volunteer options for 
students as well as jobs on campus. 
Some of the volunteer positions, as 
wdl as coordinator positions, run 
during file summer and normally be- 
ffn during May and June. Bor events 
such as Shinerama and Wdcome 
Weds preparations are done during 
the summer. 

These positions, volunteer or hired, 
are great ways to get involved and 
meet new people across campus.

“Spencer is 
also a member erf Motivate Canadas 
GEN 7 Aboriginal role model initia¬ 
tive. Through the GEN 7 program, 
Spencer has developed sport, physi¬ 
cal activity and empowerment pro¬ 
grams with Aboriginal youth in First 
Nations communities throughout 
Ontario.” 

Windsor Mayor Drew Dilkens said 
the city is thrilled to be a part of this 
historic journey. 

“Mary Spencer will proudly carry the 
Pan Am flame as Windsors commu¬ 
nity torchbearerT said Dilkens. “We 
lode forward sharing the excitement 
as we move towards the kick off ofthe 
Toronto 2015 Ran Am Games.”

For some enq^oym, showing vol¬ 
unteer experience on your resume 
can lead to a stronger chance of you 
landing a more desirable position 
than ifyou just show a record of your 
employment history. Smith recalls a 
recent conversation he had with lo¬ 
cal MP Brian Masse, who filters out 
his hiring processes locally based cm 
ones contributions within the com¬ 
munity. 

“If you haven’t demonstrated a com¬ 
mitment to our community by way 


removing you from consideration,” 
Smith said. 

Commitment plays a big part on why 
one should volunteer. Ks a matter of 
abandoning procrastinating habits, 
developing social skills and making 
significant contributions with no 
immediate incentive. Employers are 
more likely to hire those who made 
those communal impacts instead of 
those who work because they need 
the money. 

According to Statistics Canada, over 
133 million people did volunteer 
work in 2010, consisting of almost

you’ve been involved with commu¬ 
nity agencies!’Abbott said 

Essentially Smith hopes for every 
UWindsor student to lave some lev¬ 
el of volunteering experience by the 
end of their post-secondary career. 
As doing so leads to a unique skill set, 
the smallest contribution could go a 
long way 

“Find something that interests you,” 
said Smith. "You don't have to make a 
huge commitment, but make a com¬

If Bs a situation where somebody 
shows up one minute before dass 
and cant find a spot to park right be- 
side where thdr classroom is, wdl, I 
cant do much about that one ofoer 
thm say you will just have to get in a 
little bit earlier and I know thats hard 
sometimes for people but stil Bis a 
complicated issue, but we have tried 
to increase parking capacity. 

A part of the change too is, as weve 
dosed Sunset Are., there are some 
lots in there that will dose and I know 
some people will have to walk a little 
hit further to get to where they want 
to get to but there is enough park¬ 
ing we just need to understand that 
something about it isnt working. 


Q: One of the other concerns in 
regwds to the parking is the price, 
with the price of the garage in com¬ 
parison to the lota What can you 
say to address this issue? 

A There are different price points 
for parking tots on the campus and 
we do try to benchmark our parking 
rates with other university campuses 
and we do try to make sure that they 
are not out of sync with what other 
places are doing but there is a differ¬ 
ence in the rates and certainly more 
economical parking is going to be 
further out B is something we looked

A I think the biggest challenge we 
haveishow toadapttothepost-sec- 
ondary sector is changing in Ontario 
The process of differentiation and 
strategic mandate agreements is one 
that was taken very seriously, and ifs 
one that I talked about a tot ... we 
have to make sure we are building on 
our strengths We have to make sure 
we are doing all we can do to make 
sure students are having the right 
kind d" experience 

I do fed that there is still a disconnect 
in some ways between understand¬ 
ing the experience students are hav¬ 
ing I taik a lot with students who are 
having a great time, but others who 
say that things could be better, thinj^ 
could be improved We need to really 
be vigilant working on that because 
as a demographics in Ontario have 
slowed and univeraty-aged popula¬ 
tions aren't growing in the Windsor- 
Essex region we need to make sure 
were a very attractive campus, that 
we're doing the best for students and 
that we continue to attract students 
locally and also from afer and I foink 
that challenge is one lhat is my im¬ 
portant fd us, but i6 also a challenge 
other universities are faring.

is, in many ways, a very unique place

fm really excited that the UW5 A got

years to come. The parade of vehicles 
grabs the attention of the masses and 
the media on ride day while the re¬ 
search helps find hope for the future 
and the awareness has the potential of 
saving meris lives today 

Funds are raised through large scale 
one-day motorcycle, snowmobile, 


watercraft and ATV ride events and 
through ongoing public fundraising 
throughout the year. Ride For Dad 
events take place in multiple dries 
across Canada, representing every 
Canadian province. This will be the 
15th anniversary of the Ride for Dad 
and is the 10th year running through 
the Windsor-Essex community This 
years Windsor event will be hosted 
May 24 at the Festival Plaza on Riv¬ 
erside Drive. The ride will begin at 
10 am and will conclude with en¬ 
tertainment and a steak dinner for all 
participants, 

Garry Janz is the national president of 
the Ride for Dad and said the com¬ 
munity of Windsor and its charitable 
generosity have been able to raise

Prostate cancer is the most common¬ 
ly diagnosed cancer in Canadian 
men and generally affects men over 
the age of 40. Successful treatment 
of prostate cancer depends on early 
detection Most cf the time, prostate 
cancer does not initially cause symp¬ 
toms but by the time symptoms do 
occur the disease may have spread 
beyond the prostates 

ft is estimated over 23,600 new cases 
of prostate cancer will be diagnosed 
in Canada this year alone Statistical¬ 
ly 3,900 men will die of this disease in 
Canada this year while one in seven 


Canadian men will develop prostate 
cancer during his lifetime On aver¬ 
age, 65 Canadian men will be diag¬ 
nosed with prostate cancer everyday 
and 11 will die from it 

Today 90 per cent of prostate can¬ 
cer cases can be successfully treated 
thanks to medical advances and re¬ 
search Much of the research being 
done in Canada has been funded 
with hdp from the Ride For Dad and 
ife charitable partner, the Prostate 
Cancer Fight Foundation 

The Rkte for Dad is Canadas laigest 
annual motorcycle event dedicated 
to fighting prostate cancer through 
research and awareness. From its 
humble beponings, the Ride for 
Dad has grown to include events in 
more than 40 cities in every prov¬ 
ince throughout the country Today 
more than 250,000 men, women and 
children have been involved, raising 


more than $15 million to fight pros¬ 
tate cancer 

Thunder Road Harley Davidsons 
Rod Reb said the location has been a 
sponsor for the 10 years the Ride for 
Dad lias been hosted inWindsor and 
are glad to support it 

“We usually get a nice sized crowd 
out and theres tote of entertainment^’

Campus Construction Promises 
Beautification and Less Parking- Soace

"We psy a lot for tuition; we should 
know what is happening on our 
campus!’ 

Layan Barakat and students all over 
campus are wondering what they can 
expect as for as changes happening 
throughout the summer Wflh park¬ 
ing lots dosing, Sunset Ave dosed 
to cars and renovations happening 
in buildings, students want to know 
where their money is going as far as 
cam pus construction. 

The University of Windsors master 
plan, found on their website, breaks 
down the construction in phases of 
construction happening throughout 
three years at the University ofWind- 
sor campus. Summer construction 


plans are mainly to create more green 
spaces for students to gather outside. 

The largest project kicking to be 
completed by the emi of 2015 fc green 
space in the place of parking lot TJ 
which is located between Lamb- 
ton Tower and Chrystier hall south 
That space will later include sidewalk 
space, casual seating space, a stage 
structure, green space and new pav¬ 
ing and lighting. The same type of 
green student space will be created in 
the Cody Hall parking lot, which ac¬ 
centing to Dr Wtkleman in a previ¬ 
ous article on campus construction, 
was a temporary parking lot 

Parking has always been an issue 
when it comes to the University of 
Windsor campus, with the university 
having one of the highest commuter 
student rates in Ontario With the 


construction of the parking garage, 
more parking lots will be created into 
green space, which is something stu¬ 
dents are not pleased with. 

Barakatwho isa fourth year commu¬ 
nications student and commuter, said 
foe parking garage is too expensive 
for most students 


“Although it is great in theory, the 
majority of students cm campus now 



rage on top of their still rising tuition 
costs,” said Barakat. "To make matters 
worse, most of the on campus tots are 
restricted to faculty and staff forcing 
students to hand over hundreds of 
dollars for a parking pass; or pay for 
off campus street parking.” 

Although previously Dr. Wikfeman 
said these green spaces are supposed 


to create more of a community space 
on campus, students want to primar¬ 
ily fed safe and being forced to patk 
off campus does not make them fed 
that way 

“As a female student I do not fed 
comfortable walking these long dis¬ 
tances to get to my car, especially at 
night” said Barakat “I’ve had un¬ 
comfortable situations occur before 
cm trips to my car and when I called 
campus police, they said there was 
nothing they could do because I was 
not technically on campus grounds. 
For the amount of tuition we pay 
annually, we should have safe afford¬ 
able parking options on university 
grounds” 

Along with the elimination ofpaikirig 
spaces, there will be the completion of 
the Welcome Centre to be opened in 


the fell as well as the hopeful opening 
of the Downtown Cantus 

With phase one of the University 
of Windsor projects being dose to 
completed and being worked on, stu¬ 
dents can expect a community style 
campus where they can fed like they 
belong and they can immerse them- 
sdves in the University of Windsor 
lifestyle. The question across campus 
resonates, what are we willing to pay 
or give up in achieving this new cam¬ 
pus aesthetic?

Ward 7 City Councillor Irek Kus- 
mienczyk is one of four council part¬ 
ners involved with WE-YACC and 
said the initiative is being led by some 
ofWindsor^ brightest young people. 

‘A healthy environment is a basic hu¬ 
man right and we need to have that at 
foe front of our minds as we deliber¬ 


ate policy issues? said Khsmierczyk.

treatments they can call 1-888-939- 
3333 and were here to hdp. Its re¬ 
alty important for people to know the 
number is there.” 

Susan White is a long-time volun¬ 
teer of the Canadian Cancer Society 
and said the most important part of 
Daffodil Month to her is the ability to 
fund research. 

“Going into the community with 
something redly visual, like the daf¬ 
fodil shows our symbol and repre¬ 
sents the sodety and of course, hope,” 
said 'White “So when you go out into 
the community the daffodil is a visual 
sign of that hope But it also allows us 
to educate people when we sdl them 
cm weekends or at events all across 
the county and the dty It lets people 


knowwhat the Canadian Cancer So¬ 
dety is all about” 

In Canada alone last year, more than 
191,000 people were diagnosed with 
cancer while over 76,000 people died 
from the disease. Rom 2013 to 20H 
over 1300 people in foe Windsor-Es- 
sex community were hdped through 
the generous support of Daffodil 
Month.

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Play Review: Fiddler on the 
Roof - Some Standard Fiddling

Bodr a long running theatrical pro¬ 
duction and an illustrious film. Fid¬ 
dler on the Roof is a well-established 
piece of work, a favorite among com¬ 
munal productions and the latest 
performance from Theatre Ensem¬ 
ble. Yet despite the legacy, this is one 
property 1 had yet to embrace until 
the Apr. 17performance, ffsaperfect 
scenario, as by going in not knowing, 
no expectations are to be set All the 
same, when you see a tile like Fiddler 
on the Roof, you may not initially 
expect a play about a Jewish commu¬ 
nity in 1905 Imperial Russia. 

Based on tales written by Jewish play¬ 
wright Sholem Alekhem, the play 
blends comedy, music and drama on 
a story about tradition, or more spe¬ 
cifically the breaking of established 
traditions. By having the buffoonish 
but kind-hearted former Tevye as the 
lead character, it shows how his be¬ 
liefs and values are constantly tested 
by the advancing world around him, 
with his family serving as a catalyst to 
those trials. 

It can be heavy subject matter, but 


the production does a sound job 
managing the contrasting comedic 
and dramatic tones with die help of 
the structure of the musical numbers. 
Many of foe musical acts themselves 
tend to incorporate a culturally tradi¬ 
tional aspect, be it through the physi¬ 
cal stage performances or the musk 
itself. So if nothing else, die numbers 
hdp in the way of establishing the 
setting. But it occasionally dps into 
a Broadway-esque tone which can 
serve to be a detracting experience 

Some of the vocal talent within die 
ensemble seemed a bit uneven since 
some actors left a better impact than 
others. But the only true stand out 
throughout is Joseph Anthony Car¬ 
dinal who plays Tevye and is also 
foe production co-director He very 
successfully conveys the character's 
joy, anger and traditional dilemmas. 
If not for him die play would have 
likely budded down under pressure. 

The set and costume design, while 


serviceable, lacked a satisfying 
amount of detail Communal pro¬ 
ductions usually lade the financial 
means to go by and authentic on 
scenic design, but you don’t want the 
stage to lode and fed like a stage re¬ 
gardless of the circumstances. There 
also seemed to be inherent issues 
with the acoustics of the theatre. The 
musk and vocals tended to be at 
odds with each other. On more than 
other occasion the voices dwarfed 
foe volume of the playback and vice 
versa During the purely dramatic 
scenes, there seemed to be issues on 
foe placement of foe mks since mi¬ 
nor static showed to be an interrup¬ 
tion but not one the actors couldn’t 
maneuver. 

tfs certainly rough around foe edges, 
but enjoyable despite foe shortcom¬ 
ings. The company takes an earnest 
approach with the little they have. 
As tongas expectations are properly 
channeled, you shouldn’t walkaway 
unsatisfied. _
